Notwithstanding any provision of Title 28, Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, or any other provisions of laws, whether local, general or 
special, relating to the regulation and sale of alcoholic beverages or brewed 
or malt liquors or spirituous or vinous liquors, in any Class 1 municipality, 
any person who holds a valid restaurant retail beer on-premises license and 
a valid manufacturer’s license and who operates a restaurant, in such mu- 
nicipality which authorizes breweries of brewed beverages or malt liquor, 
may also brew and sell beer or malt liquors on premises or in contiguous 
licensed area for consumption on premises if such licensee also obtains and 
holds a special license allowing brewers to sell food and consume brewed 
beer or malt liquor on premises. 


Section 2. Notwithstanding any provision of Title 28, Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, or any other provisions of laws, whether local, general or 
special, relating to the regulation and sale of alcoholic beverages or brewed 
or malt liquor, beverages or beer, beer manufacturers in any Class 1 mu- 
nicipality, licensed pursuant to Section 1 of this act, may also sell beer and 
wine to consumers for consumption at a restaurant on the licensed premises 
or at a bona fide public eating place on the licensee’s premises or at a bona 
fide public eating place on premises owned by the licensee which are con- 
tiguous to the licensed premises owned by the manufacturer, or which are 
contiguous to the licensed premises and which are operated by and for the 
manufacturer; or at a licensed retail grocery store or outlet for off-premises 
consumption.

The Alcoholic Beverage Control Board shall establish a spe- 
cial license authorizing licensed brewers of brewed beer and malt beverages 
and shall set the state license fee therefor in the same manner as other 
alcoholic beverage license fees are established. This license shall not be 
sufficient for any other related activity. 


Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act ate 
hereby repealed. 


Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

“Mental health facilities’ means any one or more of the following:

mentally ill or the mentally retarded; regional or community-based centers 
for the treatment of alcoholism or drug addiction; and improvements to 
existing state hospitals or other facilities for the treatment and care of the 
mentally ill and the mentally retarded. 


“Legislative Oversight Commission” or “Oversight Commission” means 
the mental health capital outlay oversight commission created in Section 
22-50-25 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


“Permitted Investments” means United States Securities, certificates of 
deposit fully secured by United States Securities and shall include investments 
in such obligations of the United States of America or its agencies under a 
repurchase agreement. 


“United States Securities” means direct general obligations of the United 
States of America (including obligations of the state and local government 
series) and the obligations of any other agency or corporation which has 
been or may hereafter be created by or pursuant to an act of the Congress 
of the United States as an agency or instrumentality thereof, the bonds, 
debentures, participation certificates or notes of which are unconditionally 
guaranteed by the United States of America. 


The definitions hereinabove set forth shall be deemed applicable whether 
the words defined are used in the singular or the plural. Any pronoun or 
pronouns used herein shall be deemed to include both the singular and the 
plural and to cover all genders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the Commissioner, the Director of Finance,

(a) the name, official designation, and official residence of each of the 
applicants; (b) the date on which each applicant was inducted or elected 
into office and the term of office of each applicant; (c) the name of the 
proposed corporation, which shall be the Alabama Mental Health Finance 
Authority; (d) the location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; 
and (e) any other matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants 
may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this act or the laws 
of the State of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to 
by each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this 
state to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of State shall examine 
the application and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the 
requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it and record it in an 
appropriate book of records in his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and recorded as 
herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a public corporation under 
the name proposed in the application, and the Secretary of State shall make 
and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation under the great seal 
of the state and shall record the certificate with the application. No fees or 
compensation shall be paid to the Secretary of State for any service rendered 
or work performed in connection with the Authority, its incorporation, 
dissolution or records. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their respective 
successors in office shall constitute the feonher of the Authority. The 
Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the Commissioner shall 
be the vice president thereof, and the Director of Finance shall be the 
secretary thereof. The State Treasurer shall be treasurer of the Authority, 
shall act as custodian of the funds of the Authority, and shall pay the 
principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority out of the funds 
hereinafter provided for; provided, that the State Treasurer may designate 
one or more banks either within or without the state as the paying agent 
with respect to any series of bonds issued under this act. The members of 
the Authority shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of 
the Authority, and the presence of any three members of the directors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
holding any office named in this section cease to hold office by reason of 
death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for any other reason, 
then his successor in office shall take his place as a member and officer of 
the Authority. No member, officer, or director of the Authority shall draw 
any salary in addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may 
render or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Authority. 
All proceedings had and done by the directors shall be reduced to writing 
by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by each of the directors, 
and shall then be recorded in a substantially bound book, which shall be 
kept in the office of the director of finance. Copies of such proceedings, 
when certified by the Secretary of the Authority, under the seal of the 
Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie evidence of the 
matters and things therein certified. The board of directors of the Authority 
shall meet at such times and upon such notice as it shall determine. 


Section 7._ (a) The Authority shall have the following powers among 
others specified in this act: 


(1) To have succession by its corporate name until dissolved as provided 
in this act; 
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(2) To sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, 
a any court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties 
thereto: 


(3) To have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the same at pleasure; 


(4) To make and alter all needful bylaws, rules and regulations for the 
Paes of the Authority’s business and the control of its property and 
affairs; 


(5) To provide, subject to the approval and supervision of the legislative 
oversight commission, for the acquisition, construction, installation, equip- 
ping, operation and maintenance of mental health facilities, or other capital 
outlays or improvements, including the equipping and improvement of existing 
mental health facilities; 


(6) To receive, take and hold by sale, gift, lease, devise or otherwise, 
real and personal property of every description, and to manage the same; 


(7) To acquire by purchase, gift, or any other lawful means, and to 
transfer, convey or cause to be conveyed to the state, any real, personal or 
mixed property; 


(8) To borrow money and issue its bonds in evidence thereof subject 
to the provisions of this act; 


(9) To anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues 
herein appropriated and pledged, all in the manner hereinafter provided; 


(10) As security for payment of the principal of and the interest on its 
bonds, to pledge the proceeds of the appropriation and pledge herein provided 
for and any funds or revenues from which its bonds may be made payable 
and to arrange for and provide such additional security for its bonds, including 
letters of credit, bond insurance policies, surety bonds, all as the board of 
directors shall determine to be necessary or desirable; and 


(11) To make and enter into such contracts, leases, agreements and 
other actions as may be necessary or desirable to accomplish any corporate 
purpose and to exercise any power necessary for the accomplishment of the 
purposes of the Authority or incidental to the powers expressly set out herein. 


(b) The legislative oversight commission shall have the power, among 
others specified in this act, to appoint and employ such attorneys, account- 
ants, financial advisors, underwriters, trustees, depositories, registrars, fiscal 
agents and other advisors, agents and independent contractors as may, in 
a iudement, be necessary or desirable in order to carry out the purposes 
of this act. 


Section 8. For the purpose of acquiring, constructing, installing and 
equipping mental health facilities, or other capital outlays or improvements, 
subject to the approval and supervision of the legislative oversight commis- 
sion, the Authority is hereby authorized to issue and sell from time to time 
its bonds, which bonds may be in the form of interest-bearing bonds or 
noninterest-bearing bonds. The aggregate principal amount of bonds issued 
under this act shall (other than refunding bonds) not exceed one hundred 
million dollars ($100,000,000). 


Section 9. The bonds, which may be issued in one or more series, shall 
be in such forms and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall, 
if issued as interest-bearing bonds, bear such rate or rates of interest payable 
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and evidenced in such manner, shall be payable in such installments, at such 
time or times and at such place or places, and may contain other provisions 
not inconsistent with this act, all as may be provided in the resolution or 
resolutions of the directors wherein the bonds are authorized to be issued; 
provided, that none of the bonds shall have a specified maturity date later 
than thirty years after its date. The Authority may at its election retain in 
the resolution or resolutions under which any of the bonds are issued an 
option to redeem all or any thereof and at such redemption price or prices 
and after such notice or notices and on such dates and on such terms and 
conditions as may be set forth in said resolution or resolutions and as may 
be briefly ieee in the bonds with respect to which such option of redemption 
is retained. 


Section 10. The bonds shall be signed by the president of the Authority 
and attested by its secretary; provided, that a facsimile of the signatures of 
both of said officers may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any of the 
bonds in lieu of their being manually signed if the proceedings under which 
the bonds are issued provides for the manual authentication of such bonds 
by officers or employees of the state designated by the Authority. The seal 
of the Authority shall be impressed on the bonds; provided, that a facsimile 
of said seal may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any of the bonds in 
lieu of being manually impressed thereon. Delivery of bonds so executed 
shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers subsequent to the 
signing of such bonds. 


Section 11. Each series of the bonds may be sold at such price or prices 
and at such time or times as the directors may determine and may be sold 
at either public or private sale. In the event any bonds are sold at public 
sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, such bonds must be sold to 
the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest total net interest cost to the Authority 
for the bonds being sold, computed from the date of those at the time being 
sold to their respective maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the 
Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of the sale of any bonds 
at public sale shall be given either (a) by publication in either a financial 
journal or a financial newspaper published in the City of New York, New 
York, or (b) by publication in a newspaper published in the state which is 
customarily published not less often than six days during each calendar week, 
which notice must be published at least one time not less than ten days 
prior to the date fixed for the sale. The Authority may fix the terms and 
conditions under which each sale of bonds may be held. The Authority may 
pay out of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds all expenses, fees, premiums, 
discounts, insurance premiums and commissions and letters of credit or other 
credit enhancement fees as the directors may deem necessary or advantageous. 
Neither a public hearing nor consent by the State Department of Finance 
or any other department or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance 
of any of the bonds. All bonds issued by the Authority shall contain a recital 
that they are issued pursuant to the provisions of this act, which recital 
shall be conclusive evidence that the said bonds have been duly authorized 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. 


Section 12. The bonds shall not be general obligations of the Authority 
but shall be payable solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor 
in Section 16 of this act. As security for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds issued by it under this act, the Authority is hereby 
authorized and empowered to pledge for payment of the said principal and 
interest the funds that are appropriated and pledged in Section 16 of this 
act for payment of the said principal and interest. All such pledges made 
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by the Authortiy shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the 
resolutions containing such pledges. All bonds issued by the Authority pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act shall be solely and exclusively obligations 
of the Authority and shall not be an obligation or debt of the state. The 
bonds shall be construed to be negotiable instruments although payable solely 
from a specified source as herein provided. 


Section 13. The bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from 
all taxation in the state. Any of the bonds may be used by the holder thereof 
as security for the deposit of any funds belonging to the state or to any 
instrumentality or agency of the state in any instance where security for 
such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed by the court 
having jurisdiction thereof, or by the document that is the source of authority, 
a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other 
fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any other investment powers conferred 
by law and with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust 
funds in any of the bonds. 


Section 14. Any bonds issued by the Authority under this act may from 
time to time thereafter be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds of 
the Authority. Any such refunding bonds may be issued whether the bonds 
to be refunded shall have then matured or shall thereafter mature, and such 
refunding may be effected either by sale of the refunding bonds and the 
applications of the proceeds thereof to the payment or redemption of the 
bonds so refunded or by exchange of the refunding bonds for those to be 
refunded thereby; provided, that the holders of any bonds so to be refunded 
shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender their bonds for 
payment or exchange prior to the date on which they are payable or, if they 
are called for redemption, prior to the date on which they may be redeemed 
by the Authority according to their terms. Any refunding bonds may be 
issued in such aggregate principal amount as the Authority shall deem 
necessary to effect such refunding. The proceeds derived from any sale of 
refunding bonds remaining after payment of the expenses of their issuance 
shall be applied in accordance with the proceedings of the Authority under 
which such refunding bonds are issued. Pending the application of said 
proceeds to the purchase, redemption or payment of such outstanding bonds, 
the said proceeds may be invested in permitted investments pursuant to a 
trust agreement providing for the future application of such proceeds to the 
purchase, redemption or payment of such outstanding bonds. Bonds refunded 
prior to their maturity with the proceeds of refunding bonds shall be deemed 
not outstanding if the Authority, in the proceedings under which such 
refunding bonds are issued, establishes a trust fund comprised of cash or 
permitted investments, or both, sufficient to pay in accordance with the 
provisions of such trust fund, when due, the entire principal of, premium, 
if any, and interest on the refunded bonds; provided, that such government 
securities shall not be subject to redemption prior to their maturities other 
than at the option of the holder thereof. Upon the establishment of such a 
trust fund, the refunded bonds shall no longer be deemed to be outstanding, 
shall no longer be secured by the funds pledged therefor in Section 16 hereof, 
shall no longer be obligations of the Authority and shall be secured solely 
rid ae payable from the moneys and investments deposited in such trust 

nd. 


Section 15. The proceeds of the bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
remaining after paying the expenses of their sale and issuance shall be turned 
into the state treasury, shall be carried in a special fund to be designated 
the Mental Health Facilities Building Fund, and shall be subject to be drawn 
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on by the Authority, upon the approval and supervision of the legislative 
oversight commission, for the purpose of paying capital outlay costs or capital 
improvement costs of acquisition, construction, improvement and equipping 
of mental health facilities in the state. 


For the purposes of this act, the improvement of a facility shall be 
deemed to include the renovation, modernization, remodeling, and equipment 
thereof and the construction of additions thereof, and the construction of a 
facility shall be deemed to include the acquisition of real estate sites and 
equipment therefor. For purposes of this act, equipment shall mean any item 
of personal property having an estimated useful life of at least ten years. 


The preparation of all plans and specifications for any building, or 
capital improvements to a building, constructed wholly or in part with any 
of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds and all work done hereunder in 
constructing buildings and capital improvements thereto shall be approved 
and supervised by the legislative oversight commission and shall also be 
supervised by Alabama Building Commission, or any agency that may be 
designated by the Legislature as its successor. All work done in the con- 
struction of buildings and all purchases of equipment shall be made on the 
basis of competitive bidding in the manner provided by law. Any moneys 
remaining on deposit in the Mental Health Facilities Building Fund shall, 
upon completion of the acquisition and construction of mental health facilities 
and the payment of all costs in connection therewith, be applied either to 
redemption of bonds on the earliest date on which they are by their terms 
subject to redemption or otherwise utilized by the Authority in connection 
with the refunding of bonds. 


Section 16. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Authority 
to pay at their respective maturities and principal of and interest on any 
bonds issued by it under the provisions of this act and to accomplish the 
objects of this act, there are hereby irrevocably pledged to such purpose and 
there are hereby appropriated so much as may be necessary for such purpose 
of the receipts from the tax levied by Sections 40-25-2 and 40-25-41 and 
required to be distributed to the Authority in accordance with the provisions 
of an act adopted at the 1988 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama 
that was introduced as ________ Bill No. ______. All moneys hereby ap- 
propriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose of 
paying the principal of (premium, if any) and the interest on the bonds 
herein authorized. 


Section 17. All contracts made, obligations incurred and bonds issued 
by the Authority shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority 
and shall not create obligations or debts of the state. 


Section 18. Any portion of the principal proceeds derived from the sale 
of the bonds which the board of directors may determine is not then needed 
for any of the purposes for which the bonds are authorized to be issued 
shall, on order of the Authority, be invested by the state treasurer in permitted 
investments which mature at such time or times as the Authority shall 
direct. Any such investments may, at any time and from time to time on 
order of the Authority, be sold or otherwise converted by the state treasurer 
into cash. The income derived from any such investments shall be disbursed 
on order of the Authority for any purpose for which it may lawfully expend 
funds, provided, however, that capital outlay or capital improvement costs 
for mental health facilities shall be approved and supervised by the legislative 
oversight commission. 
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Section 19. The Authority shall be a nonprofit corporation, and no part 
of its net earnings remaining after payment of its expenses shall inure to 
the benefit of any private entity. 


Section 20. At any time when the bonds and other obligations of the 
Authority have been paid in full, the Authority may be dissolved upon the 
filing with the secretary of state of a written statement for dissolution, 
reciting payment in full of all bonds and other obligations of the Authority 
and which shall be sworn to by each such member before an officer authorized 
to take acknowledgments to deeds. Upon the filing of said written statement 
for dissolution, the authority shall cease and any property owned by it at 
the time of its dissolution shall pass to the state. The secretary of state 
shall file and record the written statement for dissolution in an appropriate 
book of record in his office, and shall make and issue, under the great seal 
of the state, a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record 
the said certificate with the written statement for dissolution. 


Section 21. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Section 
16 of this act, the state treasurer is authorized and directed to pay the 
principal of and interest on the bonds at the respective maturities of the 
said principal and interest, and he is further authorized and directed to set 
up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. In the event that 
the state treasurer designates any bank as the paying agent with respect to 
any bonds, the state treasurer shall make available to such bank, not later 
than one business day prior to the date on which any principal of or interest 
on such bonds is due and payable, funds sufficient to pay such principal 
and interest due on such date. 


Section 22. The Authority shall have the power to make such payments 
to the United States of America as the directors deem necessary to cause 
the interest on any bonds of the Authority to be and remain exempt from 
federal income taxation. The Authority shall have the power to make agree- 
ments respecting the investment of funds of the Authority necessary in order 
that the interest income on bonds of the Authority be and remain exempt 
from federal income taxation. 


Section 23. Act No. 277, adopted at the 1967 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama, is hereby repealed. 


Section 24. In the event any section, sentence, clause or provision of 
this act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, sentences, 
clauses, or provisions of this act, which shall continue effective. 


Section 25. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 32-8-6, 32-8-7, and 32-8-87, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, so as to simplify the motor vehicle title transaction fee schedule, 
increase the designated agent’s commission for services rendered to $1.00, 
provide an additional processing fee of $1.00 for certain county officials, and 
to clarify inspection procedures for obtaining titles for rebuilt vehicles.

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to provide for matching grants and to permit contributions toward such 
grants; to permit adoption of guidelines for grants, and to set limits and

S. 330. To provide for the conservation of the natural resources of the

“(a) The board of commissioners of the district may, when so authorized 
by a vote of a majority of the persons voting within the district in accordance 
with law, levy an emergency telephone service charge in an amount not to 
exceed five percent of the tariff rate. The governing body of the municipality 
or county may, upon its own initiative, call such a special election. Any 
such service charge shall have uniform application and shall be imposed 
throughout the entirety of the district to the greatest extent possible in 
conformity with availability of such service in any area of the district. 


“(b) If the proceeds generated by an emergency telephone service charge 
exceed the amount of moneys necessary to fund the district, the board of 
commissioners shall, by ordinance, or resolution, reduce the service charge 
rate to an amount adequate to fund the district.

of criminal appeals; the administrative director of courts; the president of 
the circuit judges’ association; the president of the district judges’ association;

office of prosecution services; the attorney general; the chairman of the board 
of pardons and paroles; the commissioner of the department of corrections;

the executive director of the Alabama peace officers association; and the 
president of the Alabama criminal defense lawyers’ association. 


Section 2. All members of the council on crime and punishment shall 
serve on said council by virtue of their positions as set out in Section 1 and 
shall continue to serve thereon until their designations are changed. The 
first meeting of the council shall be called by the governor, at which time 
a chairman and a vice-chairman shall be elected from among its members. 
The first chairman and the vice-chairman shall hold said offices for two 
years from the date of said election or for so long as they remain members 
of the council.

3. Receive and consider criticisms and suggestions pertaining to programs 
and practices that relate to punishment and confinement; 


4. Consider and evaluate appropriate alternatives to institutional con- 
finement, and 


5. Present to the legislature at the beginning of each regular session, a 
report of its findings and recommendations, whi ch report shall reflect where 
appropriate, all estimated costs or savings from implementation of said 
recommendations. The council shall also report its findings and recommen- 
dations to the governor and the judicial study commission. All recommen- 
dations for changes or additions to the rules of practice of the trial or 
appellate courts of the state shall be made to the supreme court when in 
the judgment of the council such changes or additions are needed. 


Section 4. In connection with its duties and work, the Alabama criminal 
justice system council on crime and punishment is authorized and empowered 
to obtain from the department of corrections, the board of pardons and 
paroles, and from any other public entity, such statistics, data, and other 
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factual reports and projections as it may deem necessary or helpful. When 
authorized by the council to collect such information, the chairman shall, 
upon receipt of said materials, make them available to all members of the 
council for their use in carrying out the duties imposed upon them by this 
act. 


Section5. The Alabama criminal justice system council on crime and 
punishment shall serve as an agency to apply for and receive any grants or 
other assistance and to coordinate and conduct studies in connection with 
any of its purposes and functions and may conduct such studies with or 
without the assistance of consultants or experts. 


Section 6. The chairman of the council, with approval of the council, 
is authorized to apply for grants and other assistance to any public or private 
entity and to take any and all necessary steps in connection therewith. 


Section 7. In the event funds are appropriated by the legislature for 
the Alabama criminal justice system council on crime and punishment or 
any grants or other assistance are received by the council, then the expenses 
of the members and all other expenses, including compensation of any 
personnel, secretaries, experts and consultants may be paid out of such funds 
appropriated or from any grants or other assistance received as may be 
directed by the chairman, with approval of the council.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act may be cited as the Alabama Underground Storage 
Tank and Wellhead Protection Act of 1988. 


Section 2. For the purposes of this act, unless otherwise indicated, the 
following terms shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by 
this section: 


(a) “Commission” means the Alabama Environmental Management 
Commission. 


(b) “Department” means the Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management. 


(c) “Director” means the Director of the Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management. 


(d) “Operator” means any person in control of, or having responsibility 
for, the daily operation of an underground storage tank. 


(e) “Owner Of An Underground Storage Tank” means: 


(1) in the case of an underground storage tank in use on November 8, 
1984 or brought into use after that date, any person who owns an underground 
storage tank used for the storage, use, or dispensing of regulated substances, 
an 


(2) in the case of any underground storage tank in use before November 
8, 1984 but no longer in use on that date, the present owner of the tank 
ane any person who owned such tank immediately before the discontinuation 
of its use. 


(f) “Person” means any natural person, any firm, association, partner- 
ship, corporation, trust, the state and any agency of the state, governmental 
entity, the United States and any agency of the United States, a consortium, 
a joint venture, a commercial entity and any other legal entity. 


(g) “Petroleum” means crude oil or any fraction thereof which is liquid 
at standard conditions of temperature and pressure (60 degrees Fahrenheit 
and 14.7 pounds per square inch absolute). 


(h) “Pollution” means the presence or discharge of regulated substances 
in or on the land or in the water of the state. 
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(i) “Regulated Substance” means: 


(1) Any substance identified as hazardous in section 101(14) of the 
Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, and Liability Act 
of 1980 (42 U.S.C. §9601 through 9675). This shall not include any substance 
regulated as a hazardous waste under the Alabama Hazardous Wastes Man- 
agement Act of 1978 as amended, (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 22-30- 
1 et seq.) or the regulations promulgated under such Act; and 


(2) Petroleum. 


(j) “Release” means any spilling, leaking, emitting, discharging, escaping, 
leaching, or disposing from an underground storage tank into waters or 
subsurface soils. 


(k) “Underground Storage Tank” means any one or combination of 
tanks (including underground pipes connnected thereto) used to contain an 
accumulation of regulated substances, and the volume of which (including 
the volume of the underground pipes connected thereto) is ten percent or 
more beneath the surface of the ground. Such term does not include any: 


(1) Farm or residential tank of 1,100 gallons or less capacity used for 
storing motor fuel for noncommercial purposes; 


(2) Tank used for storing heating oil for consumptive use on the premises 
where stored; 


(3) Septic tank; 
(4) Pipeline facility (including gathering lines) regulated under: 


(a) The Natural Gas Pipeline Safety Act of 1968 (49 U.S.C. App. 1671, 
et seq.), 


(b) The Hazardous Liquid Pipeline Safety Act of 1979 (49 U.S.C. App. 
2001, et seq.), or 


é (c) State laws comparable to the provisions of law in clause (a) or (b) 
above; 


(5) Surface impoundment, pit, pond, or lagoon; 
(6) Stormwater or wastewater collection system; 
(7) Flow-through process tank; 


(8) Liquid trap or associated gathering lines directly related to oil or 
gas production and gathering operations; 


(9) Storage tank situated in an underground area (such as a basement, 
cellar, mineworking, drift, shaft, or tunnel) if the storage tank is situated 
upon or above the surface of the floor; 


(10) Other tanks exempted by the Administrator of the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency; and 


(11) Piping connected to any of the above exemptions. 


(1) “Waters” means all waters of any river, stream, watercourse, pond, 
lake, coastal, ground or surface water, wholly or partially within the state, 
natural or artificial. This does not include waters which are entirely confined 
and retained completely upon the property of a single individual, partnership 
or corporation unless such waters are used in interstate commerce. 
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(m) “Wellhead Protection Area” means the surface and subsurface area 
surrounding a water well or wellfield, supplying a public water system, through 
which contaminants are reasonably likely to move toward and reach such 
water well or well field. 


Section 3. The Department, acting through the Commission, is au- 
thorized to promulgate rules and regulations governing underground storage 
tanks and is authorized to seek the approval of the United States Environ- 
mental Protection Agency to operate the state underground storage tank 
program in lieu of the federal program. In addition to specific authorities 
provided by this act, the Department is authorized, acting through the 
Commission, to adopt any rules or regulations that are mandatory require- 
ments for approval of the state underground storage tank regulatory program 
by the United States Environmental Protection Agency. Adoption of rules 
and regulations governing underground storage tanks shall not occur prior 
to adoption by the United States Environmental Protection Agency of 
regulations establishing the federal program. 


(a) The Department, acting through the Commission, is authorized to 
promulgate rules and regulations relating to underground storage tanks which 
may: 


(1) Establish construction and installation standards; 
(2) Establish performance standards; 


(3) Require persons owning or operating underground storage tanks to 
achieve and maintain compliance with this Act and rules and regulations of 
the Department, promulgated under this Act; 


(4) Require the owner or operator of an underground storage tank to 
provide to the Department information concerning the underground storage 
tank which may include, but is not limited to the name of the owner, the 
name of the operator, the location, and description of the facility at which 
the underground storage tank is located, regulated substances and quantities 
of regulated substances used or stored, and other information required to 
assess compliance with this Act or regulations promulgated under the au- 
thority of this Act. 


(5) Establish abandonment and closure standards for underground stor- 
age tanks and require owners to report the abandonment and closure of 
underground storage tanks; 


(6) Require the owner or operator of an underground storage tank to 
perform tests, to install release detection devices, where appropriate to install 
cathodic protection, and perform monitoring and to report the results of 
these activities to the Department or maintain records of these activities 
which will be made available for inspection at all reasonable times. 


(b) The Department, acting through the Commission, is authorized to 
promulgate rules and regulations which: 


(1) Require the owner or operator of an underground storage tank which 
the Director determines has released a regulated substance to perform in- 
vestigations to determine the extent of pollution; 


(2) Require the temporary or permanent cessation of the operation of 
an underground storage tank, modifications, and immediate removal or control 
of any regulated substance that is found to be causing pollution when such 
cessation, removal or control is determined to be required by the Director; 
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(8) Require the owner or operator responsible for pollution to take 
corrective action to protect human health and the environment and maintain 
beneficial uses of affected waters. 


(4) Require the owner or operator responsible for polluting a drinking 
water source beyond applicable drinking water standards or where no es- 
tablished drinking water standard exists, such standard as the Director shall 
determine, to provide an alternate or temporary drinking water source to 
any person deprived of drinking water; 


(5) Require any owner or operator of an underground storage tank which 
has released any regulated substance and who has knowledge that a release 
has occurred to make a timely report of the pollution or release and any 
resulting corrective action to the Department. 


(c) The Department, acting through the Commission, is authorized to 
promulgate rules and regulations requiring the owner or operator of an 
underground storage tank to maintain evidence of financial responsibility for 
taking corrective action, providing alternate or temporary drinking water, 
and compensating third parties for bodily injury and property damages 
resulting from groundwater pollution caused by the operation of an under- 
ground storage tank only when such a requirement is mandatory for delegation 
of authority to the Department to manage a federal regulatory program and 
only to the extent required for delegation of that federal regulatory program. 


Section 4. For the purposes of determining compliance with regulations 
or detecting pollution, any owner or operator of an underground storage tank 
shall upon request of a duly authorized representative of the Department: 


(a) Furnish engineering, technical, and other information relative to 
such underground storage tank and installation; 


(b) Furnish information describing regulated substances stored in an 
underground storage tank; 


(c) Permit the representative, at all reasonable times, access to all records 
concerning the storage of regulated substances and permit the representative 
to copy said records; and 


(d) Permit the representative to enter, at all reasonable times, property 
and buildings where an underground storage tank is located and allow the 
representative to inspect facilities and equipment and to conduct monitoring 
and sampling. 


Section 5. To provide revenue for regulation, the Department shall, 
beginning October 1, 1988, collect a tank regulation fee of not less than 
fifteen dollars and not more than thirty dollars per regulated tank per year. 
This fee shall be collected in lieu of a permit or certification fee as provided 
by Section 22-22A-5, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 6. (a) The Department shall be authorized to administer the 
expenditure of any funds made available from the Leaking Underground 
Storage Tank Trust Fund established by the Superfund Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act of 1986. 


(b) To enable the Department to administer the Leaking Underground 
Storage Tank Trust Fund, or state fund, where applicable, the Department: 


(1) Shall have authority to take investigative and corrective action with 
respect to releases of petroleum from underground storage tanks; 
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(2) Shall have the authority to expend any state funds which may be 
made available for investigative and corrective action or federal funds which 
are authorized for state use under 42 U.S.C. §699lb. (h) for investigative or 
corrective action involving releases of petroleum from underground storage 
tanks. Prior to expenditure of funds, except when a delayed response will 
result in an imminent and substantial endangerment to human health or 
the environment, the Department shall attempt to locate the person re- 
sponsible for the release and shall attempt to require the responsible person, 
if the responsible person is solvent, to perform the investigation and to take 
corrective action. If no responsible person can be found within 90 days or 
such shorter period as may be necessary to protect human health and the 
environment, the Department may proceed with expenditure of federal funds 
for investigative and corrective actions. 


(3) Is authorized to enter private property for the purpose of taking 
investigative and corrective action with respect to releases of petroleum from 
underground storage tanks; and 


(4) May authorize persons, who have been awarded contracts by the 
Department to take investigative and corrective actions with respect to 
releases of petroleum from underground storage tanks, to enter private 
property for the purpose of taking investigative and corrective action. 


(c) Whenever costs have been incurred by the Department for taking 
corrective action or enforcement action with respect to the release of pe- 
troleum from an underground storage tank, the owner or operator of the 
underground storage tank shall be liable to the Department for such costs. 
The Department shall seek recovery of any federal funds expended only to 
the extent required by the federal law and regulations providing the funds 
and shall seek recovery of state funds expended unless recovery of these 
funds were not intended by the funding authority. 


Section 7. The Department, acting through the Commission, is au- 
thorized to promulgate rules and regulations to establish and protect wellhead 
areas, associated with public water supply systems, from contaminants which 
may have any adverse effect on the health of persons. The development and 
implementation of rules and regulations shall be in accordance with United 
States Environmental Protection Agency guidelines, policies, and regulations 
relative to wellhead protection areas and shall not be more stringent than 
the United States Environmental Protection Agency program. 


Section 8. Any records, reports, or information obtained under this act 
shall be available to the public; except that upon a showing satisfactory to 
the Department by any person that records, reports or information, or a 
particular part thereof to which the Department has access under this section 
if made public, would divulge production or sales figures or methods, processes 
or production unique to such person or would otherwise tend to affect 
adversely the competitive position of such person by revealing trade secrets, 
the Department shall consider such record, report, or information or particular 
portion thereof, confidential. Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prevent disclosures of such report, record, or information to federal or state 
representatives as necessary for purposes of administration of any federal or 
state laws or when relevant to proceedings under this act. Information 
concerning the presence or concentration of substances in waters shall not 
be considered confidential by the Department. 
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Section 9. Section 22-22A-5, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended is 
hereby amended to read as follows:

“Tn addition to any other powers and functions which may be conferred 
upon it by law, the department is authorized beginning October 1, 1982 to: 


“(1) Administer appropriate portions of sections 9-7-10 through 9-7-22, 
which relate to permitting, regulatory and enforcement functions; administer 
and enforce the provisions and execute the functions of chapter 28 of this 
title; chapter 22 of this title; article 2 of chapter 23 of this title; chapter 30 
of this title; appropriate portions of article 1 of chapter 27 of this title;

“(2) Acting through the environmental management commission, pro- 
mulgate rules, regulations and standards in order to carry out the provisions 
and intent of this chapter; provided, however, that prior to the promulgation 
of any state primary or secondary drinking water standard governed by 
sections 22-23-30 through 22-23-53 or any regulations dealing with hazardous 
wastes governed by sections 22-30-1 through 22-30-24, the department shall 
receive the approval of the state board of health. The state board of health 
shall provide the department a response to its request for approval within 
60 days of receipt of such request unless such other time is mutually agreed 
upon by the department and the state board of health; 


“(3) Acting through the environmental management commission, adopt 
and promulgate rules, regulations and standards for the department, and to 
develop environmental policy for the state; 


“(4) Consistent with the provisions in subsection 22-22A-4(n), serve as 
the state agency responsible for administering federally approved or federally 
delegated environmental programs; 


“(5) Serve as the state’s clearinghouse for environmental data. The 
clearinghouse shall be developed in coordination and cooperation with other 
governmental data collection and record keeping systems to provide for an 
inventory, and for the cataloguing and dissemination of environmental in- 
formation; 


“(6) Report, as appropriate, to the governor and to the legislature on 
the programs and activities of the department and to recommend needed 
changes in legislation or administrative practice; 


“(7) Develop, conduct and disseminate education and training programs. 
Pursuant to this authority, the department shall establish a citizens’ advisory 
committee to provide input into such education and training programs; 


“(8) Enter into agreements and contracts, where appropriate, with other 
state agencies, the federal government or private individuals, in order to 
accomplish the purposes of this chapter; 


“(9) Establish and maintain regional or field offices in order to provide 
more effective and efficient services to the citizens of the state; 


“(10) Issue, modify, suspend or revoke orders, citations, notices of vi- 
olation, licenses, certifications or permits; 


“(11) Hold hearings relating to any provision of this chapter or relating 
to the administration thereof; 
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“(12) To enforce all provisions of this chapter and all provisions of law 
identified in subdivision (1) of this section and to file legal actions in the 
name of the department and to prosecute, defend or settle actions brought 
by or against the department or its agents. The attorney general shall 
represent the department in any and all legal actions brought by the de- 
partment to enforce any provisions of this chapter; provided however, that 
if, within a reasonable time after the department refers the matter to him, 
he fails to file any such action, then the department may commence appro- 
priate legal action. Nothing in this subdivision shall be construed so as to 
impair the authority of the attorney general to independently enforce the 
provisions of this chapter; 


“(13) When necessary to achieve conformance with sections 9-7-10 
through 9-7-22, acquire fee simple or less than fee simple, interest in land, 
water and other property under the procedures of Title 18 or other means; 
provided, however, that such power shall not apply to property and interest 
therein which is devoted to public use; 


“(14) Apply for, where appropriate, accept, receive and administer grants 
or other funds or gifts from public and private agencies, including the federal 
government, for the purpose of carrying out any of the functions, purposes 
or provisions of this chapter or any of the functions or provisions transferred 
to the department by this chapter; 


“(15) Employ such professional, technical, clerical and other workers 
including attorneys and special counsel, and such consultants as are necessary 
and within available funds to carry out the purposes of this chapter; 


“(16) Adopt rules and regulations relating to charging and collecting 
fees sufficient to cover the reasonable anticipated costs to be incurred by 
the department and directly related to the issuance, reissuance, modification 
or denial of any permit, license, certification or variance, such fees to include, 
but not be limited to, the reasonable anticipated cost of the examination 
and processing of applications, plans, specifications or any other data and 
any necessary public hearings and investigations; provided, however, that 
nothing in this subdivision shall be construed as modifying or affecting the 
provisions of section 22-24-5. A schedule of estimated reasonable anticipated 
costs shall be appended to rules and regulations with the understanding that 
fees may be higher or lower on a case-by-case basis; 


“(17) In addition to any other remedies provided by law, recover in a 
civil action from any person who has violated, or threatens to violate, any 
provision of this chapter, or any provision of law identified in subdivision 
(1) of this section, or any rule or regulation promulgated thereunder, or any 
order, or condition of any permit, license, certification or variance issued by 
the department pursuant thereto, the actual costs reasonably incurred by 
the department to prevent, minimize or abate any adverse effect on air, land 
or water resources which results or may result from such violation. Such 
civil actions may be filed in the circuit court of the county in which the 
defendant resides or does business, or in which the violation or threatened

“(18)a. Issue an order assessing a civil penalty to any person who violates

“1. If a civil action to recover a penalty for such violation has been 
commenced against such person as provided in paragraph b of this subdivision;

9-16-70 through 9-16-107 or Title V of Public Law 95-87, 30 U.S.C. §§ 1251- 
1279; 


“3. If an order assessing a civil penalty for such violation has been 
issued to such person pursuant to subdivision (2) of subsection 22-28-23(b);

“4, Who is a responsible corporate officer subject to a civil action for 
the recovery of a penalty under paragraph b of this subdivision. 


Any order issued under this paragraph shall include findings of fact 
relied upon by the department in determining the alleged violation and the 
amount of the civil penalty and may be served in the manner provided for 
service of process in the Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. Not later than 
15 days after issuance of any such order, notice thereof shall be published 
for one day in a newspaper of general circulation in the county where the 
violation occurred. Where the department has issued an order finding that 
a violation has occurred and assessing a civil penalty, the person subject 
thereto shall pay the penalty in full within 30 days after issuance of such 
order unless such person has filed a timely request for a hearing to contest

“b. Commence a civil action in the circuit court of the county in which 
the defendant or any material defendant resides or does business or in which 
the violation occurred to recover a civil penalty from such person for any 
violation of any provision of law identified in subdivision (1) of this section, 
any rule, regulation or standard promulgated by the department, any provision 
of any order or any condition of any permit, license, certification or variance 
issued by the department, provided however, that no such civil action may 
be commenced against a person if an order assessing a civil penalty for such 
violation has been issued to such person under paragraph a. of this subdi- 
vision. Whenever such person is a corporation and the violation is of a 
provision of law in chapter 22 of this title, or any rule, regulation or standard 
promulgated by the department thereunder, or any provision of any order 
or any condition of any permit, license, certification or variance issued by 
the department thereunder, the same civil penalties that may be imposed 
upon a person under this subdivision may be imposed upon the responsible 
corporate officers in a civil action. Any person having an interest which is 
or may be adversely affected may intervene as a matter of right in any civil 
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action commenced under this paragraph. The attorney general may also 
commence a civil action under this paragraph. 


“c. Any civil penalty assessed or recovered under paragraph a. or b. of 
this subdivision shall not be less than $100.00 or exceed $25,000.00 for each 
violation, provided however, that the total penalty assessed in an order issued 
by the department under paragraph a. of this subdivision shall not exceed 
$250,000.00. Each day such violation continues shall constitute a separate 
violation for purposes of this subdivision. In determining the amount of any 
penalty, consideration shall be given to the seriousness of the violation, 
including any irreparable harm to the environment and any threat to the 
health or safety of the public; the standard of care manifested by such 
person; the economic benefit which delayed compliance may confer upon 
such person; the nature, extent and degree of success of such person’s efforts 
to minimize or mitigate the effects of such violation upon the environment;

“(19) Commence a civil action in the circuit court of the county in 
which the defendant or any material defendant resides or does business or 
in which the threatened or continuing violation of any provision of law 
identified in subdivision (1) of this section, any rule, regulation or standard 
promulgated by the department, any provision of any order, or any condition 
of any permit, license, certification or variance issued by the department. 
The attorney general or district attorney having jurisdiction in the circuit, 
county or territory in which the threatened or continuing violation occurs 
may also commence a civil action to enjoin such violation. In any such 
action, any person having an interest which is or may be adversely affected 
may intervene as a matter of right. 


“(20) Perform any other duty or take any other action necessary for 
the implementation and enforcement of this chapter.” 


Section 10. (a) Any person who willfully violates any provision of this 
act, or rule, regulation or standard adopted under this act, shall be punished 
by a fine of no more than $25,000.00 per day of violation or by imprisonment 
for not more than one year, or by both. If the conviction is for a violation 
committed after a first conviction of such person under this subsection, 
punishment shall be by a fine of no more than $50,000.00 per day of violation 
or by imprisonment for not more than two years, or by both. 


(b) Any person who knowingly makes any false statement, representation 
or certification in any application record, report, plan or other document 
filed or required to be filed, or required to be maintained under this act, or 
who falsifies, tampers with or knowingly renders inaccurate any monitoring 
device or method required to be maintained under this act shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than $10,000.00 or by im- 
prisonment for not more than six months, or by both. 
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Section 11. Rules and regulations pertaining to this act shall be adopted 
in accordance with applicable state and federal laws. 


Section 12. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 13. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the organization of a public corporation in the state to 
be known as Alabama State Parks and Parks Facilities Authority; to designate 
the officers and members of the board of directors of the Authority; to 
prescribe the powers of the Authority; including the power to provide, for 
the acquisition, construction, improvement, development and equipping of 
state parks and parks facilities and to finance such construction by the 
issuance of its bonds; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom 
shall be exempt from all taxation, and that such bonds may be used to 
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secure deposits of funds of the state and its instrumentalities and agencies 
and for investment of trust funds, and shall not create an obligation or debt 
of the state; to provide that all bonds issued by the Authority may thereafter 
be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds; to permit the establishment 
of trust funds in connection with such refunding bonds; to provide for the 
disposition of bond proceeds not used to acquire state parks and parks 
facilities; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge of a conditional 
portion of the proceeds from the tax levied by Act No. 309, H. 507, of the 
1967 Regular Session (Acts of 1967, p. 850), as now codified in sections 40- 
25-2 and 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975, to the extent necessary to pay 
the principal of and the interest on bonds of the Authority as such principal 
and interest mature; to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for 
payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that such 
principal and interest shall be payable solely from such funds, but that the 
said bonds will nevertheless constitute negotiable instruments; to provide 
that the state treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the Authority; 
and to provide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The legislature hereby finds and declares that it is necessary, 
desirable and in the public interest that improvements be made in this state 
for state parks and parks facilities. It is the intention of the legislature by 
the passage of this act to authorize the formation of a public corporation 
for the purpose of providing for the acquisition, construction, improvement 
development and equipment of state parks and parks facilities (including 
improvements to existing facilities), and to authorize the said corporation, 
in order to provide for payment of the costs of the said facilities, to anticipate 
the proceeds of a conditional portion of a tax levied by Act No. 309, H. 507, 
of the 1967 Regular Session (Acts 1967, p. 850), as now codified in sections 
40-25-2 and 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975, by the issuance of the bonds 
of the said corporation payable solely from the proceeds of the said tax. 


Section 2. The following terms hereafter used in this act shall have 
the following respective meanings: 


“Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant to the 
provisions of this act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this act. 


“Commissioner” means the Commissioner of the Department of Con- 
servation and Natural Resources. 


“Department” means the Department of Conservation and Natural Re- 
sources. 


“Directors” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 


“State Parks and Parks Facilities.” State or other public parks, con- 
vention, entertainment and sports facilities owned by any public corporation 
or authority irrespective of whether the same shall be a state agency, and 
other places of public amusement or recreation irrespective of whether the 
same shall be owned or controlled by the state or a state agency. 


“Permitted Investments” means United States Securities, certificates of 
deposit fully secured by United States Securities and shall include investments 
in such obligations of the United States of America or its agencies under a 
repurchase agreement. 
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“United States Securities” means direct general obligations of the United 
States of America (incuding obligations of the state and local government 
series) and the obligations of any other agency or corporation which has 
been or may hereafter be created by or pursuant to an act of the Congress 
of the United States as an agency or instrumentality thereof, the bonds, 
debentures, participation certificates or notes of which are unconditionally 
guaranteed by the United States of America. 


The definitions hereinabove set forth shall be deemed applicable whether 
the words defined are used in the singular or the plural. Any pronoun or 
pronouns used herein shall be deemed to include both the singular and the 
plural and to cover all genders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the Commissioner, the Director of Finance, 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives and the Lieutenant Governor 
may become a public corporation with the powers hereinafter provided, by 
proceeding according to the provisions of Section 4 of this act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the Commissioner, 
the Director of Finance, the Speaker of the House of Representatives and 
the Lieutenant Governor shall present to the Secretary of State of Alabama 
an application signed by them which shall set forth: (a) the name, official 
designation, and official residence of each of the applicants; (b) the date on 
which each applicant was inducted or elected into office and the term of 
office of each applicant; (c) the name of the proposed corporation, which 
shall be the Alabama State Parks and Parks Facilities Authority; (d) the 
location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and (e) any other 
matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants may choose to 
insert and which is not inconsistent with this act or the laws of the State 
of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of 
the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this state to take 
acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of State shall examine the appli- 
cation and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the requirements 
of this section, he shall receive and file it and record it in an appropriate 
book of records in his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and recorded as 
herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a public corporation under 
the name proposed in the application, and the Secretary of State shall make 
and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation under the great seal 
of the state and shall record the certificate with the application. No fees or 
compensation shall be paid to the Secretary of State for any service rendered 
or work performed in connection with the Authority, its incorporation, 
dissolution or records. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their respective 
successors in office shall constitute the members of the Authority. The 
Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the Commissioner shall 
be the vice president thereof, and the Director of Finance shall be the 
secretary thereof. The State Treasurer shall be treasurer of the Authority, 
shali act as custodian of the funds of the Authority, and shall pay the 
principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority out of the funds 
hereinafter provided for; provided, that the State Treasurer may designate 
one or more banks either within or without the state as the paying agent 
with respect to any series of bonds issued under this act. The members of 
the Authority shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of 
the Authority, and the presence of any three members of the directors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
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holding any office named in this section cease to hold office by reason of 
death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for any other reason, 
then his successor in office shall take his place as a member and officer of 
the Authority. No member, officer, or director of the Authority shall draw 
any salary in addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may 
render or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Authority. 
All proceedings had and done by the directors shall be reduced to writing 
by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by each of the directors, 
and shall then be recorded in a substantially bound book, which shall be 
kept in the office of the director of finance. Copies of such proceedings, 
when certified by the Secretary of the Authority, under the seal of the 
Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie evidence of the 
matters and things therein certified. The board of directors of the Authority 
shall meet at such times and upon such notice as it shall determine. 


Section 7. (a) The Authority shall have the following powers among 
others specified in this act: 


(1) To have succession by its corporate name until dissolved as provided 
in this act; 


(2) To sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, 
in any court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties 
thereto; 


(3) To have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the same at pleasure; 


(4) To make and alter all needful bylaws, rules and regulations for the 
transaction of the Authority’s business and the control of its property and 
affairs; 


(5) To provide for the acquisition, construction, development, installa- 
tion, improvement, equipping, operation and maintenance of state parks and 
parks facilities, or other capital outlays or improvements, including the 
equipping and improvement of existing state parks and parks facilities; 


(6) To receive, take and hold by sale, gift, lease, devise or otherwise, 
real and personal property of every description, and to manage the same; 


(7) To acquire by purchase, gift, or any other lawful means, and to 
transfer, convey or cause to be conveyed to the state, any real, personal or 
mixed property; 


(8) To borrow money and issue its bonds in evidence thereof subject 
to the provisions of this act; 


(9) To anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues 
herein appropriated and pledged, all in the manner hereinafter provided; 


(10) As security for payment of the principal of and the interest on its 
bonds, to pledge the proceeds of the appropriation and pledge herein provided 
for and any funds or revenues from which its bonds may be made payable 
and to arrange for and provide such additional security for its bonds, including 
letters of credit, bond insurance policies, surety bonds, all as the board of 
directors shall determine to be necessary or desirable; and 


(11) To make and enter into such contracts, leases, agreements and 
other actions as may be necessary or desirable to accomplish any corporate 
purpose and to exercise any power necessary for the accomplishment of the 
purposes of the Authority or incidental to the powers expressly set out herein. 
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(b) The authority shall have the power, among others specified in this 
act, to appoint and employ such attorneys, accountants, financial advisors, 
underwriters, trustees, depositories, registrars, fiscal agents and other profes- 
sional advisors and agents as may, in the judgment of the directors, be 
necessary or desirable; provided that in selecting and engaging the services 
of such attorneys (including, without limitation, bond counsel and counsel 
to the Authority), accountants, financial advisors, underwriters and other 
professional advisors and agents, whether in connection with an issue or 
series of bonds or any ongoing matters of the Authority, the Authority shall 
in every case request proposals from qualified parties offering such services 
by publishing a request for proposals once a week for two consecutive weeks 
in newspapers published or having a general circulation in the cities of 
Birmingham, Montgomery, Huntsville and Mobile, shall fully and fairly review 
all of such proposals, and shall award such engagement to the proposing 
party in each case whose proposal is most advantageous to the state, taking 
into consideration experience, expertise, suitability, cost and other factors 
designated in the request for proposals. Each of these criteria shall be given 
relative weight as designated in the request for proposals, with cost retaining 
the most significant weight. Responsiveness to the request for proposals shall 
be scored by the Authority for each of the designated criteria. If the proposal 
selected is not from the party proposing the lowest cost, the Authority shall 
present its reasons for not recommending an award to such party to the 
Contract Review Oversight Committee, created pursuant to Code of Alabama 
1975, §§29-2-40, et seq., or any successor committee. The committee shall 
evaluate the findings of the Authority and must, by resolution, approve the 
action of the Authority before the final engagement of, or entering into a 
contract with, such party. The committee shall also hear any appeals from 
the recommendation of the Authority by any party who submitted a proposal 
in which the cost to the Authority was less than the cost set forth in the 
recommended proposal. 


Section 8. For the purpose of acquiring, constructing, improving, in- 
stalling, developing and equipping state parks and parks facilities, or other 
capital outlays or improvements, the Authority is hereby authorized to issue 
and sell from time to time its bonds, which bonds may be in the form of 
interest-bearing bonds or noninterest-bearing bonds. The aggregate principal 
amount of bonds issued under this act shall (other than refunding bonds) 
not exceed forty one million dollars ($41,000,000). 


Section 9. The bonds, which may be issued in one or more series, shall 
be in such forms and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall, 
if issued as interest-bearing bonds, bear such rate or rates of interest payable 
and evidenced in such manner, shall be payable in such installments, at such 
time or times and at such place or places, and may contain other provisions 
not inconsistent with this act, all as may be provided in the resolution or 
resolutions of the directors wherein the bonds are authorized to be issued; 
provided, that none of the bonds shall have a specified maturity date later 
than thirty years after its date. The Authority may at its election retain in 
the resolution or resolutions under which any of the bonds are issued an 
option to redeem all or any thereof and at such redemption price or prices 
and after such notice or notices and on such dates and on such terms and 
conditions as may be set forth in said resolution or resolutions and as may 
be briefly ue in the bonds with respect to which such option of redemption 
is retained. 


Section 10. The bonds shall be signed by the president of the Authority 
and attested by its secretary; provided, that a facsimile of the signatures of

both of said officers may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any of the 
bonds in lieu of their being manually signed if the proceedings under which 
the bonds are issued provides for the manual authentication of such bonds 
by officers or employees of the state designated by the Authority. The seal 
of the Authority shall be impressed on the bonds; provided, that a facsimile 
of said seal may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any of the bonds in 
lieu of being manually impressed thereon. Delivery of bonds so executed 
shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers subsequent to the 
signing of such bonds. 


Section 11. Each series of the bonds shall be sold at such time or times 
as the directors may determine at public sale pursuant to competitive bidding, 
either on sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects 
the lowest total net interest cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, 
computed from the date of those at the time being sold to their respective 
maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received 
it may reject all bids. Notice of the sale of any bonds at public sale shall 
be given either (a) by publication in either a financial journal or a financial 
newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, or (b) by publication 
in a newspaper published in the state which is customarily published not 
less often than six days during each calendar week, which notice must be 
published at least one time not less than ten days prior to the date fixed 
for the sale. The Authority may fix the terms and conditions under which 
each sale of bonds may be held. The Authority may pay out of the proceeds 
from the sale of the bonds all expenses, fees, premiums, discounts, insurance 
premiums and commissions and letters of credit or other credit enhancement 
fees as the directors may deem necessary or advantageous. Neither a public 
hearing nor consent by the State Department of Finance or any other 
department or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of any of the 
bonds. All bonds issued by the Authority shall contain a recital that they 
are issued pursuant to the provisions of this act, which recital shall be 
conclusive evidence that the said bonds have been duly authorized pursuant 
to the provisions of this act. 


Section 12. The bonds shall not be general obligations of the Authority 
but shall be payable solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor 
in Section 16 of this act. As security for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds issued by it under this act, the Authority is hereby 
authorized and empowered to pledge for payment of the said principal and 
interest the funds that are appropriated and pledged in Section 16 of this 
act for payment of the said principal and interest. All such pledges made 
by the Authority shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the 
resolutions containing such pledges. All bonds issued by the Authority pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act shall be solely and exclusively obligations 
of the Authority and shall not be an obligation or debt of the state. The 
bonds shall be construed to be negotiable instruments although payable solely 
from a specified source as herein provided. 


Section 13. The bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from 
all taxation in the state. Any of the bonds may be used by the holder thereof 
as security for the deposit of any funds belonging to the state or to any 
instrumentality or agency of the state in any instance where security for 
such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed by the court 
having jurisdiction thereof, or by the document that is the source of authority, 
a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other 
fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any other investment powers conferred 
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by law and with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust 
funds in any of the bonds. 


Section 14. Any bonds issued by the Authority under this act may from 
time to time thereafter be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds of 
the Authority. Any such refunding bonds may be issued whether the bonds 
to be refunded shall have then matured or shall thereafter mature, and such 
refunding may be effected either by sale of the refunding bonds and the 
applications of the proceeds thereof to the payment or redemption of the 
bonds so refunded or by exchange of the refunding bonds for those to be 
refunded thereby; provided, that the holders of any bonds so to be refunded 
shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender their bonds for 
payment or exchange prior to the date on which they are payable or, if they 
are called for redemption, prior to the date on which they may be redeemed 
by the Authority according to their terms. Any refunding bonds may be 
issued in such aggregate principal amount as the Authority shall deem 
necessary to effect such refunding. The proceeds derived from any sale of 
refunding bonds remaining after payment of the expenses of their issuance 
shall be applied in accordance with the proceedings of the Authority under 
which such refunding bonds are issued. Pending the application of said 
proceeds to the purchase, redemption or payment of such outstanding bonds, 
the said proceeds may be invested in permitted investments pursuant to a 
trust agreement providing for the future application of such proceeds to the 
purchase, redemption or payment of such outstanding bonds. Bonds refunded 
prior to their maturity with the proceeds of refunding bonds shall be deemed 
not outstanding if the Authority, in the proceedings under which such 
refunding bonds are issued, establishes a trust fund comprised of cash or 
permitted investments, or both, sufficient to pay in accordance with the 
provisions of such trust fund, when due, the entire principal of, premium, 
if any, and interest on the refunded bonds; provided, that such government 
securities shall not be subject to redemption prior to their maturities other 
than at the option of the holder thereof. Upon the establishment of such a 
trust fund, the refunded bonds shall no longer be deemed to be outstanding, 
shall no longer be secured by the funds pledged therefor in Section 16 hereof, 
shall no longer be obligations of the Authority and shall be secured solely 
» ae payable from the moneys and investments deposited in such trust 

nd. 


Section 15. The proceeds of the bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
remaining after paying the expenses of their sale and issuance shall be turned 
into the state treasury, shall be carried in a special fund to be designated 
the State Parks and Parks Facilities Fund, and shall be subject to be drawn 
on by the Authority, for the purpose of paying capital outlay costs or capital 
improvement costs of acquisition, construction, development, improvement 
and equipping of state parks and parks facilities in the state. 


For the purposes of this act, the improvement of a facility shall be 
deemed to include the renovation, modernization, remodeling, and equipment 
thereof and the construction of additions thereof, and the construction of a 
facility shall be deemed to include the acquisition of real estate sites and 
equipment therefor. For purposes of this act, equipment shall mean any item 
of personal property having an estimated useful life of at least ten years. 


The preparation of all plans and specifications for any building, or 
capital improvements to a building, constructed wholly or in part with any 
of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds and all work done hereunder in 
constructing buildings and capital improvements thereto shall be approved 
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and supervised by the authority and shall also be supervised by Alabama 
Building Commission, or any agency that may be designated by the Leg- 
islature as its successor. All work done in the construction of buildings and 
all purchases of equipment shall be made on the basis of competitive bidding 
in the manner provided by law. Any moneys remaining on deposit in the 
State Parks and Parks Facilities Fund shall, upon completion of the acqui- 
sition and construction of state parks and parks facilities and the payment 
of all costs in connection therewith, be applied either to redemption of bonds 
on the earliest date on which they are by their terms subject to redemption 
ene utilized by the Authority in connection with the refunding of 
onds. 


Section 16. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Authority 
to pay at their respective maturities, the principal of and interest on any 
bonds issued by it under the provisions of this act and to accomplish the 
objects of this act, there are hereby irrevocably pledged to such purpose and 
there are hereby appropriated so much as may be necessary for such purpose 
of the receipts from the tax levied by Act No. 309, H.507, of the 1967 
Regular Session (Acts 1967, p. 850), as now codified in sections 40-25-2 and 
40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, the portion of said tax 
receipts pledged and appropriated shall be that portion which is not needed 
to fulfill the obligatons specified in Amendment No. 267 of the Constitution 
of Alabama of 1901. Said portion shall increase as the obligation specified 
in Amendment No. 267 decreases. All moneys hereby appropriated and 
pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose of paying the principal 
of (premium, if any) and the interest on the bonds herein authorized. No 
provision of Act No. 309 enacted at the 1967 Regular Session of the Leg- 
islature shall be construed to limit the use of the proceeds of the tax levied 
by such act or the proceeds of any bonds of the Authority to state parks 
or state-owned or controlled facilities if a different use of such proceeds is 
permitted by this act. 


Section 17. All contracts made, obligations incurred and bonds issued 
by the Authority shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority 
and shall not create obligations or debts of the state. 


Section 18. Any portion of the principal proceeds derived from the sale 
of the bonds which the board of directors may determine is not then needed 
for any of the purposes for which the bonds are authorized to be issued 
shall, on order of the Authority, be invested by the state treasurer in permitted 
investments which mature at such time or times as the Authority shall 
direct. Any such investments may, at any time and from time to time on 
order of the Authority, be sold or otherwise converted by the state treasurer 
into cash. The income derived from any such investments shall be disbursed 
on order of the Authority for any purpose for which it may lawfully expend 
funds, provided, however, that capital outlay or capital improvement costs 
for Aerts parks and parks facilities shall be approved and supervised by the 
authority. 


Section 19. The Authority shall be a nonprofit corporation, and no part 
of its net earnings remaining after payment of its expenses shall inure to 
the benefit of any private entity. 


Section 20. At any time when the bonds and other obligations of the 
Authority have been paid in full, the Authority may be dissolved upon the 
filing with the secretary of state of a written statement for dissolution, 
reciting payment in full of all bonds and other obligations of the Authority 
and which shall be sworn to by each such member before an officer authorized 
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to take acknowledgments to deeds. Upon the filing of said written statement 
for dissolution, the authority shall cease and any property owned by it at 
the time of its dissolution shall pass to the state. The secretary of state 
shall file and record the written statement for dissolution in an appropriate 
book of record in his office, and shall make and issue, under the great seal 
of the state, a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record 
the said certificate with the written statement for dissolution. 


Section 21. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Section 
16 of this act, the state treasurer is authorized and directed to pay the 
principal of and interest on the bonds at the respective maturities of the 
said principal and interest, and he is further authorized and directed to set 
up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. In the event that 
the state treasurer designates any bank as the paying agent with respect to 
any bonds, the state treasurer shall make available to such bank, not later 
than one business day prior to the date on which any principal of or interest 
on such bonds is due and payable, funds sufficient to pay such principal 
and interest due on such date. 


Section 22. The Authority shall have the power to make such payments 
to the United States of America as the directors deem necessary to cause 
the interest on any bonds of the Authority to be and remain exempt from 
federal income taxation. The Authority shall have the power to make agree- 
ments respecting the investment of funds of the Authority necessary in order 
that the interest income on bonds of the Authority be and remain exempt 
from federal income taxation. 


Section 23. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 24. In the event any section, sentence, clause or provision of 
this act shall be declared invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such action shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, sentences, 
clauses, or provisions of this act, which shall continue effective. 


Section 25. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This division shall be known as the Alabama Anti-Obscenity 
Enforcement Act. 


Section 2. Sections 13A-12-150 through 13A-12-159 and Sections 13A- 
12-170 through 13A-12-179 of the Code of Alabama 1975, are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. As used in this Act, the following terms shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


(1) OBSCENE. Such term means that: 


a. To the average person, applying contemporary community standards, 
the material, taken as a whole, appeals to the prurient interest; and 


b. To the average person, applying contemporary community standards, 
the material depicts or describes, in a patently offensive way, sexual conduct, 
actual or simulated, normal or perverted; and 


c. A reasonable person would find that the material, taken as a whole, 
lacks serious literary, artistic, political or scientific value. 


(2) MATERIAL. Any book, magazine, newspaper, printed or written 
matter, writing, description, picture, drawing, animation, photograph, motion 
picture, film, video tape, pictorial representation, depiction, image, electrical 
or electronic reproduction, broadcast, transmission, telephone communication, 
sound recording, article, device, equipment, matter, oral communication, live 
performance, or dance. 


(3) DISTRIBUTE. To import, export, sell, rent, lend, transfer possession 
of or title to, display, exhibit, show, present, provide, broadcast, transmit, 
retransmit, communicate by telephone, play, orally communicate or perform. 


(4) SEXUAL CONDUCT. Such term means: 


a. Any act of sexual intercourse, masturbation, urination, defecation, 
lewd exhibition of the genitals, sado-masochistic abuse, bestiality, or the 
fondling of the sex organs of animals; or 


b. Any other physical contact with a person’s unclothed genitals, pubic 
area, buttocks, or the breast or breasts of a female, whether alone or between 
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members of the same or opposite sex or between a human and an animal, 
in an act of sexual stimulation, gratification or perversion. 


(5) SEXUAL INTERCOURSE. Intercourse, whether genital-genital, oral- 
genital, anal-genital, or oral-anal, and whether between persons of the same 
or opposite sex or between a human and an animal. 


(6) SADO-MASOCHISTIC ABUSE. Such term means: 


a. Flagellation or torture, in an act of sexual stimulation, by or upon a 
person who is nude or clad in undergarments or in a revealing or bizarre 
costume; or 


b. The binding or physical restraining of a person who is nude or clad 
in undergarments or in a revealing or bizarre costume in an act of sexual 
stimulation. 


(7) PERSON. Any individual and, except where inappropriate, any 
partnership, firm, association, corporation or other legal entity. 


(8) KNOWINGLY. Knowingly, as used in Section 4 and Section 5, 
means intentionally doing an act involving a material when the person knows 
the nature of the material. Knowingly as used in Section 7, means inten- 
tionally or recklessly doing an act involving a material when the person 
knows the nature of the material. A person knows the nature of the material 
when any one of the following exists: 


a. The person knows the nature of the material; 
b. The person has good reason to know the nature of the material; 


c. The person has a belief or reasonable ground for belief as to the 
nature of the material which warrants further inspection or inquiry of the 
character and content of the material. 


(9) IMPORT. To bring or cause to be brought into the State of Alabama 
from outside of the state. 


(10) EXPORT. To send or cause to be sent outside of the State of 
Alabama from inside the state. 


(11) DISSEMINATE PUBLICLY. To expose, place, perform, exhibit, 
show or in any fashion display, in any location, public or private, any 
material in such a manner that the material can either be readily seen and 
its content or character distinguished by normal unaided vision or be phys- 
ically examined, by viewing or examining the material from any public place 
or any place to which members of the general public are invited. 


(12) FOR ANY THING OF PECUNIARY VALUE. In exchange for, 
in return for, or for any consideration consisting of, whether wholly or partly: 


a. Any money, negotiable instrument, debt, credit, chose in action, 
interest in wealth, or any other property whether real or personal, tangible 
or intangible; or 


b. Any offer or agreement to pay, furnish or provide any money, ne- 
gotiable instrument, debt, credit, chose in action, interest in wealth, or any 
other property whether real or personal, tangible or intangible. 


(13) MINOR. Any unmarried person under the age of 18 years. 
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(14) INDECENT FOR MINORS. Such term means: 


a. The average person, applying contemporary community standards, 
would find that the material, taken as a whole, appeals to the prurient 
interest of minors; and 


b. The material depicts or describes sexual conduct, breast nudity or 
genital nudity, in a way which is patently offensive to prevailing standards 
in the adult community with respect to what is suitable for minors; and 


c. A reasonable person would find that the material, taken as a whole, 
lacks serious literary, artistic, political or scientific value for minors. 


(15) BREAST NUDITY. The showing of the post-pubertal human fe- 
male breasts below a point immediately above the top of the areola. 


(16) GENITAL NUDITY. The showing of the human male or female 
genitals or pubic area. 


(17) DISPLAY FOR SALE. To expose, place, exhibit, show, or in any 
fashion display any material for the purpose of the sale of such material to 
any person in such a manner that a minor can physically examine or see 
the material. 


(18) PRODUCE. Create, make, write, film, produce, reproduce, direct, 
or stage. 


Section 4. (1) DISTRIBUTION OF OBSCENE MATERIAL. It shall 
be unlawful for any person to knowingly distribute, possess with intent to 
distribute, or offer or agree to distribute any obscene material for any thing 
of pecuniary value. Any person who violates this subsection shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $10,000 and may also be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced 
to hard labor for the county for not more than one year. 


(2) WIICLESALE DISTRIDUTION CF CBSCENE MATERIAL. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, being a wholesaler, to knowingly 
distribute, possess with intent to distribute, or offer or agree to distribute, 
for the purpose of resale or commercial distribution at retail, any obscene 
material for any thing of pecuniary value. Any person who violates this 
subsection shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $20,000 and may also be imprisoned 
in the county jail or sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more 
than one year. Wholesaler, as used herein, is a person who distributes material 
for the purpose of resale or commercial distribution at retail. 


(3) DISTRIBUTION OF OBSCENE MATERIAL WHICH IS ALSO 
HARD CORE PORNOGRAPHY. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, to knowingly distribute, possess with 
intent to distribute, or offer or agree to distribute any obscene material 
which is also hard core pornography, as hereinafter defined, for any thing 
of pecuniary value. Any person who violates this subsection shall be guilty 
of a Class C felony. 


Obscene material is hard core pornography If: (a) actual sexual conduct 
occurs and penetration of the genitals or ejaculation is clearly visible; or (b) 
actual sexual conduct occurs, and beastiality or the fondling of sex organs 
of an animal by a human or a human by an animal is clearly visible; or (c) 
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actual sexual conduct occurs and sado-masochistic abuse is clearly visible; 
or (d) actual sexual conduct occurs and penetration of or by the genitals 
during sexual intercourse is clearly visible; or (e) actual sexual conduct occurs 
and urination or defecation is clearly visible. 


(4) DISTRIBUTION OF MATERIAL PREVIOUSLY ADJUDGED AS 
OBSCENE. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly distribute, possess with 
intent to distribute or offer or agree to produce or distribute, for any thing 
of pecuniary value, any material that has been previously adjudged or decreed 
by a final judgment of a circuit court as obscene material pursuant to this 
act, or if appealed, the final decision of the highest court having jurisdiction 
of the appeal. Any person who, with actual knowledge of such adjudication, 
decree, final judgment, or final decision, violates this section shall be guilty 
of a Class C felony. 


(5) PRODUCTION OF OBSCENE MATERIAL. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to knowingly produce, or offer or agree to produce, any 
obscene material for any thing of pecuniary value. Any person who violates 
this subsection shall be guilty of a Class C felony. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly disseminate 
publicly any obscene material. Any person who violates this subsection shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $10,000 and may also be imprisoned in the county 
jail for not more than one year. 


Section 6. It shall be an affirmative defense to a charge of violating 
Sections 4 and 5 that the act charged was done for a bona fide medical, 
scientific, educational, legislative, judicial, or law enforcement purpose. 


Section 7. (1) It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly distribute 
to a minor, possess with intent to distribute to a minor, offer or agree to 
distribute to a minor, or openly and knowingly display for sale at any 
business establishment frequented by minors, or any other place where minors 
are or may be invited as part of the general public, any material which is 
indecent for minors; provided, however, that a person shall not be deemed 
to have violated the provisions of this section, relating to display for sale, 
by displaying material indecent for minors in sealed wrappers or behind 
opaque covers commonly known as “blinder racks” so that the lower two- 
thirds of the material are concealed from view. Any person who violates this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $10,000 and may also be imprisoned 
in the county jail for not more than one year. 


(2) The following shall be affirmative defenses to a charge of violating 
this section as it may relate to a particular minor: 


(a) The minor exhibited to the defendant, his agent or employee a draft 
card, driver’s license, birth certificate, marriage license or other governmental 
document purporting to show that such minor was not an unmarried person 
under the age of 18 years and the person to whom the document was 
exhibited did not otherwise have reasonable cause to believe that such minor 
was an unmarried person under the age of 18. 


(b) A parent or legal guardian accompanied the minor or consented to 
the act charged. 


(c) The defendant is the parent of legal guardian of the minor. 
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(d) The act charged was done for a bona fide medical, scientific, edu- 
cational, legislative, judicial or law enforcement purpose. 


Section 8. The Governor of this state may demand from the governor 
of any other state the extradition of any person found in such other state 
who is charged with any violation of any of the provisions of this act. 


Section 9. (1). When there is reason to believe that any person is 
violating or is about to violate any of the provisions of this act, the Attorney 
General or District Attorney may initiate a civil action in the circuit court 
in the name of the State of Alabama against such person for preliminary 
and permanent injunctive relief, to prevent or enjoin the violation. The 
Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure shall apply to the extent that such rules 
are not inconsistent with this section; provided, however, that no temporary 
restraining order shall be issued pursuant to this section. No bond shall be 
required of the official bringing the action and the official, the political 
subdivision and the officers, agents, and employees of the political subdivision 
shall not be liable for costs or damages, other than court costs, by reason 
of injunctive orders not being granted or where judgment is entered in favor 
of the defendant by the trial or an appellate court. 


(2). The court shall hold the hearing on the preliminary injunction as 
soon as reasonably possible after service of the complaint and motion for 
preliminary injunction upon the defendant. It shall be the duty of the State 
of Alabama at the hearing to prove by clear and convincing evidence that 
the violation is being or is about to be committed. The court shall then 
issue an order granting or denying the preliminary injunction as soon as 
reasonably possible after the conclusion of the hearing. 


(3). The defendant shall have the right to demand a trial on the merits 
to begin within thirty days after issuance or denial of the preliminary 
injunction. The finding of the court regarding obscenity or indecency for 
minors at the preliminary injunction stage shall not be binding unon the 
final order on the merits at trial on the permanent injunction. The court 
shall reserve the right to reconsider its preliminary findings based upon the 
evidence or testimony which may be introduced at such trial. It shall be the 
duty of the State of Alabama at trial to prove by clear and convincing 
evidence that the violation is being or is about to be committed. The court 
shall then issue an order granting or denying the permanent injunction within 
five days after the conclusion of the trial. 


(4). If the court enters a final order denying the permanent injunction 
on the basis that the material is not obscene or indecent for minors, as the 
case may be, then no contempt shall be found for violation of any preliminary 
injunction relating thereto. Nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
authorize a prior restraint of speech in violation of the United States 
Constitution. 


(5) In the event that the court issues a permanent injunction it may 
also issue an order directing the sheriff to seize and hold all copies of obscene 
material and material which is indecent for minors which may be the subject 
of the permanent injunction and which are in possession of the defendant 
and which are subject to forfeiture. Such material shall be held until the 
abapertioag of all appellate remedies and may then be destroyed by order of 
the court. 


Section 10. (1). All obscene material, material which is indecent for 
minors, moneys, negotiable instruments and funds, and all proceeds or receipts 
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derived from obscene material, material which is indecent for minors, moneys, 
negotiable instruments and funds, used, intended to be used, or obtained by 
any person in violation of any of the provisions of this Act are subject to 
forfeiture. Nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorize a prior 
restraint of speech in violation of the United States Constitution. The 
Attorney General or District Attorney may initiate a forfeiture action in the 
name of the State of Alabama in the circuit court. It shall be an affirmative 
defense to the forfeiture action that the owner of the obscene material, 
material which is indecent for minors, moneys, negotiable instruments, funds, 
proceeds or receipts, neither consented to nor had knowledge of the acts 
which would otherwise result in forfeiture. 


(2). The court shall issue such forfeiture and seizure orders as are proper 
under the law and facts. The court shall order obscene material or material 
which is indecent for minors which is forfeited to be destroyed, and shall 
further order such moneys, negotiable instruments, funds, proceeds, or receipts 
which are forfeited to be distributed directly, or to be sold and distributed, 
to the general fund of the state, or to the general fund of any county or 
municipality whose department, office, or agency contributed to the inves- 
tigation of the acts resulting in forefeiture, based upon the contribution, 
eluate expenses, of the department, office, or agency as determined by 
the court. 


(3). Where any property of a person is subject to forfeiture pursuant to 
this section but because of any act, omission, or consent by such person the 
property (a) cannot be located upon the exercise of due diligence, (b) has 
been transferred or sold to, or deposited with, a third party, (c) has been 
placed beyond the jurisdiction of the court, (d) has been substantially di- 
minished in value or, (e) has been commingled with other property which 
cannot be divided without difficulty, and the person participated either as 
a principal, aider and abettor, or conspirator in the acts subjecting the 
property to forfeiture, the Attorney General or District Attorney may initiate 
a civil action in the name of the State of Alabama against the person for 
forfeiture of a money judgment amount up to the value of and in lieu of 
the property described in (a) through (e) of this subsection. Such judgment 
upon satisfaction shall be distributed as provided in subsection (2) of this 
section. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act shall not be deemed to repeal, 
amend, affect, or limit the Alabama Red Light Abatement Act or the 
provisions of the Code of Alabama pertaining to obscene materials displaying 
or depicting children, as contained in Sections 13A-12-190 through 13A-12- 
198, Code of Alabama 1975. Nothing in this Act shall be presumed to 
invalidate, repeal, or preempt, any city or county ordinance governing the 
pubes ee of this Act and not in conflict with the substantive provisions 
of this Act. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part, sen- 
tence, section, phrase or word of this Act is declared invalid or unconsti- 
tutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 13. Any offenses committed prior to the effective date of this 
Act as provided in Section 14 must be construed and punished according 
to the provisions of law existing at the time of the commission thereof in 
the same manner as if this Act had not been enacted. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


The terms “municipal funds” and “county funds” as used in this amend- 
ment shall include all general, special, permanent, trust and other funds, 
regardless of source or purpose, held or administered by Mobile County, any 
city or town in Mobile County, or by any officer or agency thereof. 


In addition to any investments or obligations provided for by general 
law, any municipal or county funds not needed for other purposes may be 
invested in the procurement of secured repurchase agreements, secured com- 
mercial paper and secured banker’s acceptance, invested overnight and in- 
vested in higher yield rates of return for more flexible maturities. 


Section 2. The provisions of this amendment shall have no force and 
effect unless it shall first be approved by at least three-fifths vote of the 
elected members of each house and unanimously approved by the local 
constitutional amendment commission. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in each newspaper qualified to run legal notices 
in the county affected. 


Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next general, special, constitutional or county election in Mobile 
County.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish the Alabama Underground Storage Tank Trust Fund; to 
provide for an annual underground storage tank trust fund fee, to be imposed 
upon underground storage tanks and that said fee may not exceed $150 per 
regulated tank or be reduced below $10 per regulated tank; provides that in 
the first year the tank fee will be set at $100 per regulated tank; to provide 
for timely payments thereof and penalties for failure to pay the fees; to 
provide that the tank fee shall be held in a revolving trust fund and that 
the amount of the fund shall accumulate until the Fund reaches ten million 
dollars ($10,000,000.00); to provide that the fees will abate when the total 
amount of the Fund reaches ten million dollars ($10,000,000.00) and that 
the fee will be reimposed only when the Fund has been reduced to seven 
and one-half million dollars ($7,500,000.00); to provide for the imposition 
of the $150 fee if at the end of any fiscal year the Fund has less than 
$250,000; provides for special assessment of fees to protect the financial 
integrity of the Fund; establishes an Advisory Board to advise the Department 
of Environmental Management on certain matters; satisfies financial re- 
sponsibility requirements for underground storage tank owners or operators 
as required by federal law; to provide for payment from the Fund for clean- 
up costs and third party claims; to provide for the method of proceeding 
with third party claims; gives the Attorney General authority to defend the 
Director representing the Fund and to have the costs reimbursed from the 
Fund; and to provide that none of the particulars of the Fund are admissible 
in court, provides for notification, guidelines and effective dates. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. Legislative Finding: 


The legislature of the State of Alabama finds and declares that certain 
lands of Alabama constitute unique and delicately balanced resources; that 
the protection of these resources is vital to the economy of this state; and 
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that the preservation of waters is a matter of the highest urgency and priority 
as these waters provide a primary source of potable water in this state; that 
such use can only be served effectively by maintaining the quality of waters 
in as close to a comparable previous condition as possible, taking into account 
multiple use accommodations necessary to provide the broadest possible 
promotion of public and private interests. 


The legislature further finds that where contamination of waters has 
occurred, remedial measures have often been delayed for long periods while 
determinations as to liability and the extent of liability are made; that such 
delays result in the continuation and intensification of the threat to the 
public health, safety, and welfare, in greater damages to the environment, 
and in significantly higher costs to contain and remove the contamination; 
and that adequate financial resources must be readily available to provide 
for the expeditious supply of safe and reliable alternative sources of potable 
water to affected persons and to provide a means for investigation and clean- 
up at contamination sites without delay. 


The legislature intends for this Act to provide evidence of financial 
responsibility for owners and operators of underground storage tanks under 
the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act, Subtitle I, the Superfund 
Amendments and Reauthorization Act of 1986 and other federal laws. 


Section 2. This act may be cited as the “Alabama Underground Storage 
Tank Trust Fund Act.” 


Section 3. For the purposes of this act, unless otherwise indicated, the 
following terms shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by 
this section: 


(a) “Commission” means the Alabama Environmental Management 
Commission. 


(b) “Department” means the Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management. 


(c) “Director” means the Director of the Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management. 


(d) “Waters” means all waters of any river, stream, water course, pond, 
lake, coastal, ground, or surface waters wholly or partially within the state, 
natural or artificial. 


(e) “Owner Of An Underground Storage Tank” means: 


(1) in the case of an underground storage tank in use on November 8, 
1984, or brought into use after that date, any person who owns an underground 
storage tank used for the storage, use, or dispensing of motor fuels, and 


(2) in the case of an underground storage tank in use before November 
8, 1984, but no longer in use on that date, the present owner of such tank 
used for storage, use or dispensing of motor fuels, and any person who owned 
such tank immediately before the discontinuation of its use. 


(3) For the purposes of this Act, the person who registers the under- 
ground storage tank is, and shall be considered the owner. 


(f) “Operator” means any person in control of, or having responsibility 
for, the daily operation of an underground storage tank. 


(g) “Person” means any natural person, any firm, association, partner- 
ship, corporation, trust, the state and any agency of the state, governmental 
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entity, the United States and any agency of the United States, a consortium, 
a joint venture, a commercial entity and any other legal entity. 


(h) “Release” means any spilling, leaking, emitting, discharge, escaping, 
leaching, or disposing from any underground storage tank into the waters 
of the state. 


(i) “Motor Fuels” shall be defined as all grades of gasoline including 
gasohol or any gasoline blend, number 1 diesel, number 2 diesel, kerosene 
and all aviation fuels. 


(j) “Underground storage tank” means any one or combination of tanks 
(including pipes connected thereto) used to contain an accumulation of motor 
fuels, and the volume of which (including the volume of the underground 
pipes connected thereto) is ten percent or more beneath the surface of the 
ground. Such term does not include any: 


(1) Farm or residential tank of 1,100 gallons or less capacity used for 
storing motor fuel for noncommercial purposes; 


(2) Tank used for storing heating oil for consumptive use on the premises 
where stored; 


(8) Septic tank; 

(4) Pipeline facility (including gathering lines) regulated under: 
(a) The Natural Gas Pipeline Safety Act of 1968, 

(b) The Hazardous Liquid Pipeline Safety Act of 1979, and 


(c) An intrastate pipeline facility regulated under state laws comparable 
to the provisions of law in clauses a or b of this subparagraph; 


(5) Surface impoundment, pit, pond, or lagoon; 
(6) Stormwater or wastewater collection system; 
(7) Flow-through process tank; 


(8) Liquid trap or associated gathering lines directly related to oil or 
gas production and gathering operations; 


(9) Storage tank situated in an underground area (such as a basement, 
cellar, mineworking, drift, shaft, or tunnel) if the storage tank is situated 
upon or above the surface of the floor; and 


(10) Other tanks exempted by the Administrator of the Federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 


(11) Piping connected to any of the above exemptions. 


(k) “Third Party Claim” means any civil action brought or asserted by 
any person against any owner or operator of any underground storage tank 
for damages to person or property which damages are the direct result of 
the contamination of waters by motor fuels released during operation of 
storage tanks covered under this act. 


(1) “Response Action” means any activity, including evaluation, plan- 
ning, design, engineering, construction, and ancillary services, which is carried 
out in response to any discharge, release, or threatened release of motor 
fuels. 
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(m) “Response Action Contractor” means a person who has been ap- 
proved by the Department who is carrying out any response action, including 
a person retained or hired by such person to provide services relating to a 
response action. 


(n) “Substantial Compliance” shall mean that an owner or operator of 
an underground storage tank has registered that tank with the Department, 
has timely paid the annual tank fee, has made a good faith effort to comply 
with the State and Federal laws applicable to underground storage tanks, 
and the rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, and shall have met 
the financial responsibility requirements imposed by Section 7 of this Act, 
and shall have promptly notified the Director of any third party claim or 
suit made against him. 


Section 4. There is hereby created the Alabama Underground Storage 
Tank Trust Fund, hereinafter referred to as the “Fund” to be administered 
by the Secretary-Treasurer of the Retirement Systems of Alabama. This 
Fund shall be used by the Department as a revolving fund for carrying out 
the purposes of this act. To this fund shall be credited all tank fee revenues 
levied, collected and credited pursuant to this act. Charges against the Fund 
shall be made in accordance with the provisions of this act. 


(a) Whenever in the Director’s determination incidents of water con- 
tamination related to the storage of motor fuels may pose a threat to the 
environment or the public health, safety or welfare, and the owner or operator 
of the underground storage tank has been found to be in substantial com- 
pee the Department shall obligate monies available in the fund to provide 
or: 


(1) investigation and assessment of contamination sites; 


(2) the interim replacement and permanent restoration of potable water 
supplies; 


(3) rehabilitation of contamination sites, which may consist of clean- 
up of affected soil and groundwater, using cost effective alternatives that are 
technologically feasible and reliable, and that provide adequate protection of 
the public health, safety and welfare and minimize environmental damage, 
in accordance with the site selection and clean-up criteria established by the 
Department, except that nothing herein shall be construed to authorize the 
Department to obligate funds for payment of costs which may be associated 
with, but are not integral to, site rehabilitation, such as the cost for retrofitting 
or replacing underground storage tanks. The monies expended from the Fund 
for any of the above approved costs shall be spent only up to such sum as 
will cause the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act, Subtitle I, the 
;Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act of 1986, and any other 
federal laws governing disbursement of federal funds for clean up and/or 
third party claims to come into effect. 


(b) Whenever costs have been incurred by the Department for taking 
response action or enforcement action with respect to the release of motor 
fuels from an underground storage tank, or the Department has expended 
funds from the Fund created by this act, the owner of the underground 
storage tank shall be liable to the Department for such costs if such owner 
or operator was not in substantial compliance on the date of discharge of 
the motor fuels which necessitates the cleanup; otherwise liability is limited 
to the provisions contained in Section 7 of this Act. 
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(c) The indemnification limit of the fund with respect to satisfaction 
of third party claims shall be that which is necessary to satisfy underground 
storage tank owner financial responsibility requirements of Subtitle I of the 
Resource Conservation and Recovery Act, U.S. Code. 


Section 5. Every owner of an underground storage tank as defined in 
this act shall pay an Underground Storage Tank Trust Fund fee as established 
by the provisions of this act to be paid to the Department. During the first 
year next following the effective date of this act, the amount of the annual 

nderground Storage Tank Trust Fund fee shall be $100. Thereafter, the 
Commission, upon recommendation of the Advisory Board, shall set such 
an amount not to exceed $150. per year per regulated tank. Should the Fund 
become depleted due to claims being greater than amounts provided by tank 
fees, the Commission shall be empowered to make special assessments of 
tank fees to protect the financial integrity of the fund. Provided the total 
tank fees and special assessments for any fiscal year do not exceed $150 per 
regulated tank. The failure to pay Underground Storage Tank Trust Fund 
fees within the time prescribed by the Department shall make the owner or 
operator of such underground storage tank liable for a late charge penalty 
in an amount not to exceed $100 per tank for each day such payment is 
delinquent, subject to the discretion of the director. The director, for good 
cause shown, may abate all or part of said penalty. 


(b) The proceeds from the tank fees imposed by this Act shall be 
deposited into the Alabama Underground Storage Tank Trust Fund estab- 
lished in Section 4 of this Act until the unobligated balance in the Fund 
shall reach ten million dollars ($10,000,000.00), at which time the fee shall 
abate until such time as the fund balance shall be reduced to seven and 
one-half million dollars ($7,500,000.00), at which point the fee shall be 
imposed until such time as the Fund shall reach ten million dollars 
($10,000,000.00). The unobligated balance of the Fund shall be invested by 
the Retirement Systems of Alabama in its sole discretion, for the benefit of 
the Fund. At the end of any fiscal year in which the unobligated balance 
of the Fund falls below $250,000, the tank fee will be set at $150 per tank 
for the following year. 


(c) This Fund shall be used for the purposes set forth in this act and 
for no other governmental purposes, nor shall any portion hereof ever be 
available to borrow from by any branch of government; it being the intent 
of the Legislature that this Fund and its increments shall remain intact and 
inviolate for the purposes set out in this act. Any interest or earnings on 
the Fund shall be credited only to the Fund. 


(d) Monies held in the Fund established under the act shall be disbursed 
for the following purposes: 


(1) Payments shall be made to third parties who bring suit against the 
director in his official capacity as representative of the Fund and the owner 
or operator of an underground motor fuel storage tank who is in substantial 
compliance as stated in this act and such third party obtains a final judgment 
in that action enforceable in this state. The owner or operator above stated 
shall pay the first $5,000 of said judgment and after that payment has been 
made, the Fund will pay the remainder of said judgment. The Attorney 
General of the State of Alabama is hereby responsible to appear in said suit 
for and in behalf of the Director as representative of the Fund and the 
Director as representative of the Fund is a necessary party in any suit that 
is brought by any third party which would allow that third party to collect 
from this Fund; and the Director must be made a party to the initial 
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proceedings. The costs of defending these suits by the Attorney General or 
those Assistants employed by the Department, or appointed by the Attorney 
General to assist; shall be recovered from the Fund. The amount of money 
in this Fund, the method of collecting the Fund, nor any of the particulars 
involved in setting up this Fund shall be admissible in evidence in any trial 
where suit is brought when the judgment rendered could affect the Fund.. 


(2) Payments shall be made in reasonable amounts to approved response 
action contractors when vouchers are submitted to the Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Retirement System of Alabama from the Director requesting payment. 


(e) Payments from the Fund may be obtained by following this procedure: 


(1) Under Section 5(d)(1) by filing an application with the Department 
attaching the original or a certified copy of the final judgment, together with 
proof of payment of the first $5,000. 


(f) Nothing in this act shall establish or create any liability or respon- 
sibility on the part of the Department or the State of Alabama to pay any 
clean-up costs or third party claims from any other source than the Fund 
created by this act, nor shall the Department or the State of Alabama have 
any liability or responsibility to make any payments for clean-up costs or 
third party claims if the fund created herein is insufficient to do so. In the 
event the Fund is insufficient to make the payments at the time the claim 
is filed, such claims shall be paid in the order of filing at such time as 
monies are paid into the Fund. 


(g) The Fund shall be audited annually by the Department of Examiners 
of Public Accounts. 


Section 6. There is hereby created an Alabama Underground Storage 
Tank Advisory Board (the “Board”) comprised of a representative from each 
of the following organizations: (1) the Alabama Oilmen’s Association; (2) the 
Alabama Service Station Association; (3) the Petroleum Equipment Institute; 
(4) the Alabama Department of Environmental Management; and (5) the 
Alabama Petroleum Council. Each representative, or the designee of such 
representative, may attend meetings of the Board, and each such repre- 
sentative, or designee, shall have one vote concerning any matter coming 
before the Board. The Board shall elect its own chairman. The Board shall 
meet at least twice annually, and may meet at any other time upon fifteen 
(15) days notice from the Director or any two of the Board’s other members. 
The Board will advise the Commission and/or the Department on (1) issues 
involving implementation of the act; (2) reductions of the Fund ceiling; (3) 
the role of the Fund in establishing financial responsibility as required by 
federal law; (4) examination of claims made and loss experience, including 
recommendations to the Commission for minimum levels of financial re- 
sponsibility for underground storage tank owners or operators under Section 
7 of this act; (5) adjustments of the tank fee between $10 to $150; (6) the 
necessity for, and contents of, rules and regulations issued under the act, 
and similar matters; (7) the Board shall recommend standards for the 
qualification of response action contractors as defined herein, and (8) such 
other advice as the Commission may request. 


Section 7. (a) The financial responsibility requirements for taking re- 
sponse action by underground motor fuel storage tank owners or operators 
shall be set at $5,000 per occurrence. The Commission may increase the 
clean-up and third party damage liability per occurrence to owners or op- 
erators when recommended by the Advisory Board. 
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(b) Financial responsibility may be established by any one or combi- 
nation of the following: insurance, guarantee, surety bond, letter of credit 
or qualification as a self-insurer. A person may qualify as a self-insurer by 
showing tangible net worth in the amount of $25,000. 


Section 8. Nothing in this act shall be deemed to prohibit a person 
from conducting site rehabilitation through approved response action con- 
tractors. 


(a) The legislature finds that in order to provide for the expeditious 
rehabilitation of contamination sites, voluntary rehabilitation of contami- 
nation sites should be encouraged, provided that such rehabilitation is con- 
ducted in a manner and to a level of completion which will protect the 
public health, safety, and welfare and will minimize damage to the environ- 
ment. To accomplish this purpose, the Commission shall promulgate rules 
and regulations for the approval and compensation of response action con- 
tractors or through the use of their own personnel. The State shall not be 
party to contracts established between an owner or operator and a response 
action contractor and nothing in this act shall be construed as a State 
contract but to the contrary, it is expressly manifest that these are not State 
contracts and are expressly exempt from any competitive bid laws. 


Section 9. Administration cost of all the provisions of this act shall be 
charged to the Fund. Annual budgets for administration are to be included 
as part of the regular department budget. Budget provisions for this activity 
shall be the department’s actual cost, not to exceed $400,000 per year, 
excluding any legal expenses incurred by the department in discharging its 
duties under the provisions of this Act. 


Section 10. Rules and regulations pertaining to this act shall be adopted 
by the Commission in accordance with applicable state and federal laws. 
The Commission shall not adopt any rules or regulations pertaining to 
underground storage tanks under the provisions of this act that are more 
stringent than those provided by United States rules or regulations. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. No later than 90 days after the effective date of this act, 
the Department shall notify underground storage tank owners of the privileges 
of this act, the required timely payment of fees, the deadlines for payment 
thereof, and the manner in which late charges may be applied. 


Section 13. This act is to assist the underground storage tank owner 
to the extent provided for in this act, but not to relieve the owner of any 
liability that cannot be satisfied by the provisions of this act. 


Section 14. Disbursements from the Fund for the purpose of paying 
clean-up costs or satisfying third party liability claims shall not be made 
until rules and regulations establishing administrative guidelines and pro- 
cedures which shall govern the manner in which disbursements are made 
are effective. Rules and regulations establishing these administrative pro- 
cedures shall be effective no later than June 1, 1989. 


Section 15. This act shall become effective October 1, 1988, after its 
pauceee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

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SUBSTITUTE OFFERED 
Rep. Johnson (RW) offered the following substitute to the bill, H. 341: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy a tax on all tobacco products; to amend section 40-25-23, Code 
of Alabama 1975, relating to the disposition of revenue collected under the 
tobacco tax, so as to provide further for said disposition of revenue; to 
provide for the elimination of all tobacco taxes by any city, town or county; 
to amend section 40-25-41, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the use tax 
on tobacco products, so as to provide further for said tax; and to repeal 
sections 40-25-2, 40-25-3, 40-25-4 and 40-25-29, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the tax on tobacco products. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) In addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, every person, firm, corporation, club or association, within the State 
of Alabama, who sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution 
to any person, firm, corporation, club or association within the State of 
Alabama, cigarettes, or any substitute therefor, either or all, shall pay to the 
State of Alabama a license or privilege tax which shall be measured by and 
graduated in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, firm, 
corporation, club or association in Alabama. There is hereby levied license 
or privilege taxes on articles containing tobacco enumerated herein in the 
following amounts: 


Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco, or any substitute therefor, eleven 
and one-half (11 1/2) mills on each such cigarette. 


(b) The tax herein levied shall be paid to the state through the use of 
stamps as herein provided. However, every wholesaler, distributor, jobber or 
retail distributor shall add the amount of the tax levied herein to the price 
of the tobacco or tobacco products sold, it being the purpose and intent of 
this provision that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the ultimate consumer 
or user with the wholesaler, distributor, jobber or retail distributor acting 
merely as an agent of the state for the collection and payment of the tax 
to the state. Therefore, notwithstanding any exemptions from taxes which 
any such seller may now or hereafter enjoy under the Constitution or laws 
of this or any other state, or of the United States, he shall collect the tax 
imposed hereunder from the purchaser or consumer, and the amount of the 
tax shall constitute a debt from the purchaser or consumer to the seller until 
paid. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, association or 
partnership to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the tax to be added to the sales price and collected 
from the purchaser hereunder and it shall be unlawful for anyone to ship 
or otherwise place in a position for retail use or sale or for consumption 
such cigarettes without first having added the tax levied herein thereto by 
means of stamps. The amount of the tax specified pursuant to this section 
shall be affixed to the box or other container from or in which tobacco 
products taxed by this section are normally sold at retail affixing thereby 
by stamps the appropriate tax. Cigarettes shall have the required amount 
of the tax to cover the tax affixed to each package or container of cigarettes 
by stamps. Any cigarettes offered for sale without having stamps affixed as 
set out herein shall be subject to confiscation, in the manner provided for 
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contraband goods. The Commissioner of Revenue shall sell and issue the 
stamps and shall make all rules and regulations and do all acts necessary 
to carry out this act. In the case of cigarettes, smoking tobacco, snuff and 
like products sold at retail in packages, the required amount of stamps to 
cover the tax shall be affixed to each individual package or container. 


(c) Time allowed for affixing stamps shall be as follows: Every wholesale 
or retail dealer in this state shall immediately after receipt of any unstamped 
cigarettes, or other tobacco products, unless sooner offered for sale, cause 
the same to have the requisite denominations and amount of stamp or stamps 
to represent the tax affixed as stated herein, and to cause same to be cancelled 
by writing or stamping across the face of each stamp the registered number 
of such wholesaler or retailer, said number to be furnished by the department 
of revenue. The stamping of said tobacco products shall commence prior to 
the time that the tobacco products are to leave the premises of the wholesale 
distributor or dealer and said stamping shall be continued with reasonable 
diligence by said dealers until all of the unstamped tobacco products have 
been stamped and the stamps cancelled as provided by law. Any wholesale 
dealer engaged in interstate business who shall furnish surety bond in an 
amount and of tenor and solvency satisfactory to the department of revenue 
shall be permitted to set aside such a part of his stock as may be necessary 
for the conduct of such interstate business without affixing the stamps 
required herein. Said interstate stock shall be kept in an entirely separate 
part of the building, separate and apart from stamped stock. Every wholesale 
dealer shall at the time of shipping or delivering any tobacco products as 
enumerated herein make a true duplicate invoice of the same which shall 
show full and complete details of the sale or delivery of the taxable article, 
and shall retain the same subject to the use and inspection of the department 
of revenue, or its duly authorized agents, for a period of three years. Wholesale 
and retail dealers shall also keep a record of the purchases of all tobacco 
products enumerated and defined herein and hold all books, records and 
memoranda pertaining to the purchase and sale of such tobacco products 
enumerated and defined herein open to the inspection of the department of 
revenue or its duly authorized agents at any and all times. Every wholesale 
dealer shall furnish to the department of revenue a monthly report, between 
the first and twentieth of each month for the preceding month, of all orders 
for tobacco products enumerated and defined herein purchased through said 
wholesale dealer from without this state on a drop shipment and consigned 
direct to the person, firm, corporation or association of persons ordering 
such tobacco products from without this state through such wholesale dealer. 
If, upon examination of invoices of any wholesale or retail dealer, he is 
unable to furnish evidence to the department of the revenue of sufficient 
stamp purchases to cover unstamped products as enumerated and defined 
herein, purchased by him, the prima facie presumption shall arise that such 
products were sold without the proper stamps affixed thereto. Any wholesaler 
or retailer who fails or refuses to comply with any or all of the above 
provisions shall be deemed a violator of this section and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $500.00 nor more than $1,000.00, 
or imprisonment in the county jail for a period of six months, either or 
both, at the discretion of the court. 


(d) There is hereby levied license and privilege taxes on articles con- 
taining tobacco enumerated herein: 


(1) CIGARS.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or any 
substitute therefor, $.03 each. 
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(2) SMOKING TOBACCO.— Upon all smoking tobacco, including gran- 
ulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and forms of 
tobacco prepared in such manner as to be suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette upon each package, eleven cents ($.11) and three cents ($.03) 
additional tax for each ounce or fractional part thereof over four ounces. 


(3) CHEWING TOBACCO.— Upon all chewing tobacco prepared in such 
manner as to be suitable for chewing only and not suitable for smoking as 
described and taxed in subdivision (2) of this subsection, three-fourths cent 
per ounce or fractional part thereof. 


(4) SNUFF.—Upon each can or package of snuff weighing not more 
than five-eighths ounces, three-fourths cent tax; over five-eighths ounces and 
not exceeding one and five-eighths ounces, $.01 tax; over one and five- 
eighths ounces and not exceeding two and one-half ounces, $.025 tax; over 
two and one-half ounces and not exceeding five ounces (cans, packages, 
gullets), $.0375 tax; over three ounces and not exceeding five ounces (glasses, 
tumblers, bottles), four and one-half cents tax; over five ounces and not 
exceeding six ounces, $.05 tax; weighing over six ounces, an additional $.065 
for each ounce or fractional part thereof. 


(e) Whenever in this section reference is made to any manufactured 
tobacco products on which the tax is based on weight, the weight as shown 
by the manufacturer or the federal internal revenue stamp shall apply. 


(f) When any articles or commodities subject to tax in this section are 
given as prizes on punch boards, shooting galleries, premiums, etc., the tax 
shall be based on the ordinary retail selling price of such articles. 


(g) The floor stock of all tobacco distributors who presently purchase 
and affix stamps shall be protected in the following manner: 


(1) Credit shall be given on the effective date of this act for all stamps 
previously purchased, and on hand or which are affixed to tobacco products 
that are in the inventory of the distributor as if those stamps were in 
compliance with this act provided the products do not exceed the usual 
inventory, and the same credit for any returned merchandise after the effective 
date of this act having stamps thereon. 


Section 2. Section 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§40-25-23. 
“All revenues collected under the provisions of this article, except as 
otherwise provided, shall be paid to the department of revenue by check or 


draft made payable to the treasurer of Alabama, and shall be distributed in 
the following manner:

“2. The balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year shall be 
paid into a special fund in the state treasury to be designated the ‘general 
ane Leg health fund,’ and is hereby appropriated and shall be distributed 
as follows:

“Gi} (i) Any bonds of the state that may be issued for acquisition and 
construction of mental health facilities under amendment 266 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama;; or

“2. The balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year shall be 
paid into a special fund in the state treasury, designated the ‘general and 
mente health fund,’ and is hereby appropriated and shall be distributed as 
ollows:

Reps. Laird and Drake offered the following substitute to the bill, H. 341: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy a tax on all tobacco products; to amend section 40-25-23, Code 
of Alabama 1975, relating to the disposition of revenue collected under the 
tobacco tax, so as to provide further for said disposition of revenue; to 
provide for the elimination of all tobacco taxes by any city, town or county; 
to amend section 40-25-41, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the use tax 
on tobacco products, so as to provide further for said tax; and to repeal 
sections 40-25-2, 40-25-3, 40-25-4 and 40-25-29, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the tax on tobacco products. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) In addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, every person, firm, corporation, club or association, within the State 
of Alabama, who sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution 
to any person, firm, corporation, club or association within the State of 
Alabama, cigarettes, or any substitute therefor, either or all, shall pay to the 
State of Alabama a license or privilege tax which shall be measured by and 
graduated in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, firm, 
corporation, club or association in Alabama. There is hereby levied license 
or privilege taxes on articles containing tobacco enumerated herein in the 
following amounts: 


Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco, or any substitute therefor, eleven 
and one-half (11 1/2) mills on each such cigarette. 


(b) The tax herein levied shall be paid to the state through the use of 
stamps as herein provided. However, every wholesaler, distributor, jobber or 
retail distributor shall add the amount of the tax levied herein to the price 
of the tobacco or tobacco products sold, it being the purpose and intent of 
this provision that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the ultimate consumer 
or user with the wholesaler, distributor, jobber or retail distributor acting 
merely as an agent of the state for the collection and payment of the tax 
to the state. Therefore, notwithstanding any exemptions from taxes which 
any such seller may now or hereafter enjoy under the Constitution or laws 
of this or any other state, or of the United States, he shall collect the tax 
imposed hereunder from the purchaser or consumer, and the amount of the 
tax shall constitute a debt from the purchaser or consumer to the seller until 
paid. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, association or 
partnership to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the tax to be added to the sales price and collected 
from the purchaser hereunder and it shall be unlawful for anyone to ship 
or otherwise place in a position for retail use or sale or for consumption 
such cigarettes without first having added the tax levied herein thereto by 
means of stamps. The amount of the tax specified pursuant to this section 
shall be affixed to the box or other container from or in which tobacco 
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produces taxed by this section are normally sold at retail affixing thereby 
yy stamps the appropriate tax. Cigarettes shall have the required amount 
of the tax to cover the tax affixed to each package or container of cigarettes 
by stamps. Any cigarettes offered for sale without having stamps affixed as 
set out herein shall be subject to confiscation, in the manner provided for 
contraband goods. The Commissioner of Revenue shall sell and issue the 
stamps and shall make all rules and regulations and do all acts necessary 
to carry out this act. In the case of cigarettes, smoking tobacco, snuff and 
like products sold at retail in packages, the required amount of stamps to 
cover the tax shall be affixed to each individual package or container. 


(c) Time allowed for affixing stamps shall be as follows: Every wholesale 
or retail dealer in this state shall immediately after receipt of any unstamped 
cigarettes, or other tobacco products, unless sooner offered for sale, cause 
the same to have the requisite denominations and amount of stamp or stamps 
to represent the tax affixed as stated herein, and to cause same to be cancelled 
by writing or stamping across the face of each stamp the registered number 
of such wholesaler or retailer, said number to be furnished by the department 
of revenue. The stamping of said tobacco products shall commence prior to 
the time that the tobacco products are to leave the premises of the wholesale 
distributor or dealer and said stamping shall be continued with reasonable 
diligence by said dealers until all of the unstamped tobacco products have 
been stamped and the stamps cancelled as provided by law.

(3) CHEWING TOBACCO.— Upon all chewing tobacco prepared in such 
manner as to be suitable for chewing only and not suitable for smoking as 
described and taxed in subdivision (2) of this subsection, three-fourths cent 
per ounce or fractional part thereof.

Rep. Johnson (RW) offered the following substitute to the substitute 
offered by Reps.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy a tax on all tobacco products; to amend section 40-25-23, Code 
of Alabama 1975, relating to the disposition of revenue collected under the 
tobacco tax, so as to provide further for said disposition of revenue; to 
provide for the elimination of all tobacco taxes by any city, town or county; 
to amend section 40-25-41, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the use tax 
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on tobacco products, so as to provide further for said tax; and to repeal 
sections 40-25-2, 40-25-3, 40-25-4 and 40-25-29, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the tax on tobacco products. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) In addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, every person, firm, corporation, club or association, within the State 
of Alabama, who sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution 
to any person, firm, corporation, club or association within the State of 
Alabama, cigarettes, or any substitute therefor, either or all, shall pay to the 
State of Alabama a license or privilege tax which shall be measured by and 
graduated in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, firm, 
corporation, club or association in Alabama. There is hereby levied license 
or privilege taxes on articles containing tobacco enumerated herein in the 
following amounts: 


Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco, or any substitute therefor, eleven 
and one-half (11 1/2) mills on each such cigarette. 


(b) The tax herein levied shall be paid to the state through the use of 
stamps as herein provided. However, every wholesaler, distributor, jobber or 
retail distributor shall add the amount of the tax levied herein to the price 
of the tobacco or tobacco products sold, it being the purpose and intent of 
this provision that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the ultimate consumer 
or user with the wholesaler, distributor, jobber or retail distributor acting 
merely as an agent of the state for the collection and payment of the tax 
to the state. Therefore, notwithstanding any exemptions from taxes which 
any such seller may now or hereafter enjoy under the Constitution or laws 
of this or any other state, or of the United States, he shall collect the tax 
imposed hereunder from the purchaser or consumer, and the amount of the 
tax shall constitute a debt from the purchaser or consumer to the seller until 
paid. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, association or 
partnership to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the tax to be added to the sales price and collected 
from the purchaser hereunder and it shall be unlawful for anyone to ship 
or otherwise place in a position for retail use or sale or for consumption 
such cigarettes without first having added the tax levied herein thereto by 
means of stamps. The amount of the tax specified pursuant to this section 
shall be affixed to the box or other container from or in which tobacco 
products taxed by this section are normally sold at retail affixing thereby 
by stamps the appropriate tax. Cigarettes shall have the required amount 
of the tax to cover the tax affixed to each package or container of cigarettes 
by stamps. Any cigarettes offered for sale without having stamps affixed as 
set out herein shall be subject to confiscation, in the manner provided for 
contraband goods. The Commissioner of Revenue shall sell and issue the 
stamps and shall make all rules and regulations and do all acts necessary 
to carry out this act. In the case of cigarettes, smoking tobacco, snuff and 
like products sold at retail in packages, the required amount of stamps to 
cover the tax shall be affixed to each individual package or container. 


(c) Time allowed for affixing stamps shall be as follows: Every wholesale 
or retail dealer in this state shall immediately after receipt of any unstamped 
cigarettes, or other tobacco products, unless sooner offered for sale, cause 
the same to have the requisite denominations and amount of stamp or stamps 
to represent the tax affixed as stated herein, and to cause same to be cancelled 
by writing or stamping across the face of each stamp the registered number 
of such wholesaler or retailer, said number to be furnished by the department 
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of revenue. The stamping of said tobacco products shall commence prior to 
the time that the tobacco products are to leave the premises of the wholesale 
distributor or dealer and said stamping shall be continued with reasonable 
diligence by said dealers until all of the unstamped tobacco products have 
been stamped and the stamps cancelled as provided by law. Any wholesale 
dealer engaged in interstate business who shall furnish surety bond in an 
amount and of tenor and solvency satisfactory to the department of revenue 
shall be permitted to set aside such a part of his stock as may be necessary 
for the conduct of such interstate business without affixing the stamps 
required herein. Said interstate stock shall be kept in an entirely separate 
part of the building, separate and apart from stamped stock. Every wholesale 
dealer shall at the time of shipping or delivering any tobacco products as 
enumerated herein make a true duplicate invoice of the same which shall 
show full and complete details of the sale or delivery of the taxable article, 
and shall retain the same subject to the use and inspection of the department 
of revenue, or its duly authorized agents, for a period of three years. Wholesale 
and retail dealers shall also keep a record of the purchases of all tobacco 
products enumerated and defined herein and hold all books, records and 
memoranda pertaining to the purchase and sale of such tobacco products 
enumerated and defined herein open to the inspection of the department of 
revenue or its duly authorized agents at any and all times. Every wholesale 
dealer shall furnish to the department of revenue a monthly report, between 
the first and twentieth of each month for the preceding month, of all orders 
for tobacco products enumerated and defined herein purchased through said 
wholesale dealer from without this state on a drop shipment and consigned 
direct to the person, firm, corporation or association of persons ordering 
such tobacco products from without this state through such wholesale dealer. 
If, upon examination of invoices of any wholesale or retail dealer, he is 
unable to furnish evidence to the department of the revenue of sufficient 
stamp purchases to cover unstamped products as enumerated and defined 
herein, purchased by him, the prima facie presumption shall arise that such 
products were sold without the proper stamps affixed thereto. Any wholesaler 
or retailer who fails or refuses to comply with any or all of the above 
provisions shall be deemed a violator of this section and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $500.00 nor more than $1,000.00, 
or imprisonment in the county jail for a period of six months, either or 
both, at the discretion of the court. 


(d) There is hereby levied license and privilege taxes on articles con- 
taining tobacco enumerated herein: 


(1) CIGARS.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or any 
substitute therefor, $.03 each. 


(2) SMOKING TOBACCO.— Upon all smoking tobacco, including gran- 
ulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and forms of 
tobacco prepared in such manner as to be suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
ee upon each package, eleven cents ($.11) and three cents ($.03) 
additional tax for each ounce or fractional part thereof over four ounces. 


(3) CHEWING TOBACCO.— Upon all chewing tobacco prepared in such 
manner as to be suitable for chewing only and not suitable for smoking as 
described and taxed in subdivision (2) of this subsection, three-fourths cent 
per ounce or fractional part thereof. 


(4) SNUFF.—Upon each can or package of snuff weighing not more 
than five-eighths ounces, three-fourths cent tax; over five-eighths ounces and 
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not exceeding one and five-eighths ounces, $.01 tax; over one and five- 
eighths ounces and not exceeding two and one-half ounces, $.025 tax; over 
two and one-half ounces and not exceeding five ounces (cans, packages, 
gullets), $.0875 tax; over three ounces and not exceeding five ounces (glasses, 
tumblers, bottles), four and one-half cents tax; over five ounces and not 
exceeding six ounces, $.05 tax; weighing over six ounces, an additional $.065 
for each ounce or fractional part thereof.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy a tax on all tobacco products; to amend section 40-25-23, Code 
of Alabama 1975, relating to the disposition of revenue collected under the 
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tobacco tax, so as to provide further for said disposition of revenue; to 
provide for the elimination of all tobacco taxes by any city, town or county; 
to amend section 40-25-41, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the use tax 
on tobacco products, so as to provide further for said tax; and to repeal 
sections 40-25-2, 40-25-3, 40-25-4 and 40-25-29, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the tax on tobacco products. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) In addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, every person, firm, corporation, club or association, within the State 
of Alabama, who sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution 
to any person, firm, corporation, club or association within the State of 
Alabama, cigarettes, or any substitute therefor, either or all, shall pay to the 
State of Alabama a license or privilege tax which shall be measured by and 
graduated in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, firm, 
corporation, club or association in Alabama. There is hereby levied license 
or privilege taxes on articles containing tobacco enumerated herein in the 
following amounts: 


Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco, or any substitute therefor, eleven 
and one-half (11 1/2) mills on each such cigarette. 


(b) The tax herein levied shall be paid to the state through the use of 
stamps as herein provided. However, every wholesaler, distributor, jobber or 
retail distributor shall add the amount of the tax levied herein to the price 
of the tobacco or tobacco products sold, it being the purpose and intent of 
this provision that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the ultimate consumer 
or user with the wholesaler, distributor, jobber or retail distributor acting 
merely as an agent of the state for the collection and payment of the tax 
to the state. Therefore, notwithstanding any exemptions from taxes which 
any such seller may now or hereafter enjoy under the Constitution or laws 
of this or any other state, or of the United States, he shall collect the tax 
imposed hereunder from the purchaser or consumer, and the amount of the 
tax shall constitute a debt from the purchaser or consumer to the seller until 
paid. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, corporation, association or 
partnership to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the tax to be added to the sales price and collected 
from the purchaser hereunder and it shall be unlawful for anyone to ship 
or otherwise place in a position for retail use or sale or for consumption 
such cigarettes without first having added the tax levied herein thereto by 
means of stamps. The amount of the tax specified pursuant to this section 
shall be affixed to the box or other container from or in which tobacco 
products taxed by this section are normally sold at retail affixing thereby 
by stamps the appropriate tax. Cigarettes shall have the required amount 
of the tax to cover the tax affixed to each package or container of cigarettes 
by stamps. Any cigarettes offered for sale without having stamps affixed as 
set out herein shall be subject to confiscation, in the manner provided for 
contraband goods. The Commissioner of Revenue shall sell and issue the 
stamps and shall make all rules and regulations and do all acts necessary 
to carry out this act. In the case of cigarettes, smoking tobacco, snuff and 
like products sold at retail in packages, the required amount of stamps to 
cover the tax shall be affixed to each individual package or container. 


(c) Time allowed for affixing stamps shall be as follows: Every wholesale 
or retail dealer in this state shall immediately after receipt of any unstamped 
cigarettes, or other tobacco products, unless sooner offered for sale, cause 
the same to have the requisite denominations and amount of stamp or stamps

to represent the tax affixed as stated herein, and to cause same to be cancelled 
by writing or stamping across the face of each stamp the registered number 
of such wholesaler or retailer, said number to be furnished by the department 
of revenue. The stamping of said tobacco products shall commence prior to 
the time that the tobacco products are to leave the premises of the wholesale 
distributor or dealer and said stamping shall be continued with reasonable 
diligence by said dealers until all of the unstamped tobacco products have 
been stamped and the stamps cancelled as provided by law. Any wholesale 
dealer ice ger in interstate business who shall furnish surety bond in an 
amount and of tenor and solvency satisfactory to the department of revenue 
shall be permitted to set aside such a part of his stock as may be necessary 
for the conduct of such interstate business without affixing the stamps 
required herein. Said interstate stock shall be kept in an entirely separate 
part of the building, separate and apart from stamped stock. Every wholesale 
dealer shall at the time of shipping or delivering any tobacco products as 
enumerated herein make a true duplicate invoice of the same which shall 
show full and complete details of the sale or delivery of the taxable article, 
and shall retain the same subject to the use and inspection of the department 
of revenue, or its duly authorized agents, for a period of three years. Wholesale 
and retail dealers shall also keep a record of the purchases of all tobacco 
products enumerated and defined herein and hold all books, records and 
memoranda pertaining to the purchase and sale of such tobacco products 
enumerated and defined herein open to the inspection of the department of 
revenue or its duly authorized agents at any and all times. Every wholesale 
dealer shall furnish to the department of revenue a monthly report, between 
the first and twentieth of each month for the preceding month, of all orders 
for tobacco products enumerated and defined herein purchased through said 
wholesale dealer from without this state on a drop shipment and consigned 
direct to the person, firm, corporation or association of persons ordering 
such tobacco products from without this state through such wholesale dealer. 
If, upon examination of invoices of any wholesale or retail dealer, he is 
unable to furnish evidence to the department of the revenue of sufficient 
stamp purchases to cover unstamped products as enumerated and defined 
herein, purchased by him, the prima facie presumption shall arise that such 
products were sold without the proper stamps affixed thereto. Any wholesaler 
or retailer who fails or refuses to comply with any or all of the above 
provisions shall be deemed a violator of this section and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $500.00 nor more than $1,000.00, 
or imprisonment in the county jail for a period of six months, either or 
both, at the discretion of the court. 


(d) There is hereby levied license and privilege taxes on articles con- 
taining tobacco enumerated herein: 


(1) CIGARS.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or any 
substitute therefor, $.03 each. 


(2) SMOKING TOBACCO.—Upon all smoking tobacco, including gran- 
ulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and forms of 
tobacco prepared in such manner as to be suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette upon each package, eleven cents ($.11) and three cents ($.03) 
additional tax for each ounce or fractional part thereof over four ounces. 


(83) CHEWING TOBACCO.— Upon all chewing tobacco prepared in such 
manner as to be suitable for chewing only and not suitable for smoking as 
described and taxed in subdivision (2) of this subsection, three-fourths cent 
per ounce or fractional part thereof.

(4) SNUFF.—Upon each can or package of snuff weighing not more 
than five-eighths ounces, three-fourths cent tax; over five-eighths ounces and 
not exceeding one and five-eighths ounces, $.01 tax; over one and five- 
eighths ounces and not exceeding two and one-half ounces, $.025 tax; over 
two and one-half ounces and not exceeding five ounces (cans, packages, 
gullets), $.0375 tax; over three ounces and not exceeding five ounces (glasses, 
tumblers, bottles), four and one-half cents tax; over five ounces and not 
exceeding six ounces, $.05 tax; weighing over six ounces, an additional $.065 
for each ounce or fractional part thereof. 


(e) Whenever in this section reference is made to any manufactured 
tobacco products on which the tax is based on weight, the weight as shown 
by the manufacturer or the federal internal revenue stamp shall apply. 


(f) When articles or commodities subject to tax in this section are given 
as prizes on punch boards, shooting galleries, premiums, etc., the tax shall 
be based on the ordinary retail selling price of such articles. 


(g) The floor stock of all tobacco distributors who presently purchase 
and affix stamps shall be protected in the following manner: 


(1) Credit shall be given on the effective date of this act for all stamps 
previously purchased, and on hand or which are affixed to tobacco products 
that are in the inventory of the distributor as if those stamps were in 
compliance with this act provided the products do not exceed the usual 
inventory, and the same credit for any returned merchandise after the effective 
date of this act having stamps thereon. 


Section 2. Section 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows:

permanent address and shall furnish such other information as the com- 
missioner shall deem appropriate for the administration of this article. 


“All tobacco products subject to the tax imposed by this article and 
with respect to which the tax has not been paid are declared to be contraband 
and may be seized without warrant by the commissioner or his agents or 
employees or by any peace officer of this state, and confiscated as provided 
in section 40-25-8, and in such case the tax shall become immediately due; 
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except, that tobacco products in the possession of a registered taxpayer, as 
defined in this article, shall not be deemed contraband and subject to seizure 
and confiscation unless the time for making the report required by section 
40-25-42 has expired. 


“Every person subject to the tax imposed by this article who fails to 
register with the department of revenue as a responsible taxpayer; or every 
person owning or possessing tobacco products declared to be contraband 
under this section; or every person who fails to remit the tax levied by this 
article within the time required, shall be deemed a violator of this article 
and may be required to pay a penalty of not less than $25.00 nor more than 
$500.00. This penalty and tax may be assessed and collected by the department 
of revenue as is provided by section 40-25-18, and appeal taken from any 
final assessment made hereunder shall also be governed accordingly.” 


Section 5. Sections 40-25-2, 40-25-3, 40-25-4, 40-25-29, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, are hereby specifically repealed. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective October 1, 1988, after its 
pesonee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

1.01 Cities to which act applies.—Any Class 5 municipality in the State 
of Alabama may adopt the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of gov- 
ernment by proceeding in the manner hereinafter provided in this Act. 


1.02. Authority to adopt Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of gov- 
ernment.—At any time upon passage of this Act and said Act becoming law, 
any Class 5 municipality may adopt the Mayor/Commission/City Manager 
form of government by adopting an ordinance by a majority vote of the 
members of that governing body adopting the Mayor/Commission/City Man- 
ager form of government. Within 30 days of the adoption of the ordinance 
adopting the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of government, members 
of that governing body shall adopt a second ordinance for the election of 
Commissioners from four (4) single-member districts with the district bound- 
aries established therein. 


1.03. Election of first Commission and first Mayor; term of office.— 
Upon the adoption of such form of government and approval by the Justice 
Department, the Mayor, shall call an election, to be governed by this Act, 
to be held no later than the second Tuesday in July 1989 and every four 
years thereafter for the positions of Mayor and Associate Commissioner for 
District 2. The expense thereof shall be paid by such City. The Mayor and 
all Commission candidates for District 2 shall qualify as provided in Sections 
3.02 and 4.02 hereof and shall have the qualifications and eligibility set forth 
in Section 3.03 hereof. The Associate Commissioners of Districts 1, 3 and 
4 shall continue to hold their respective offices until the first Monday in 
October, 1991. Under applicable laws for the election of Commissioners to 
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the Commission, the Mayor, within the scope of this Act, shall provide for 
an election to be held on the second Tuesday in July, 1991, and every four 
years thereafter for the positions of Associate Commissioners of Districts 1, 
3 and 4 in the manner herein provided. 


Each voter in the election may cast one vote for a candidate from his 
district and one vote for a candidate for Mayor. Any district commissioner 
candidate receiving a majority of the total votes cast from the district in 
which he (she) is a candidate shall be declared elected as a commissioner 
from his (her) district. In the event that no candidate receives a majority, 
the two candidates receiving the highest number of votes cast shall be eligible 
for a second (runoff) election. Such election shall be held on the second 
Tuesday next thereafter following the first election. The candidate for the 
commissioner receiving a majority of votes cast in the second election shall 
be declared elected to such designated office. The commissioners so elected 
shall take office on the first Monday in October following the election. Each 
commissioner shall hold office for four years, but shall serve until his successor 
shall have been designated as prescribed elsewhere in this Act. A commissioner 
may succeed himself in office. 


The candidate for mayor receiving the majority of votes cast at the first 
election shall be elected thereto. If at the first election no candidate receives 
a majority of the votes cast, the two candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes shall be declared eligible for a second (run-off) election. The second 
(run-off) election shall be held on the second Tuesday next thereafter following 
the first election. The candidate receiving the majority of votes cast in the 
second (run-off) election shall be declared elected to such office. 


Notwithstanding any notice requirements of any other statute or statutes 
concerning municipal elections, a notice shall be published by the city clerk 
no earlier than the second Tuesday and no later than the third Tuesday in 
May preceding the election. Said notice shall, in substance, state the month, 
day and year of said election and the purpose for which it is called. Said 
notice shall further recite that the city has been divided into districts as 
provided under this Act and state where a copy of the district division is 
on file. Said notice shall be published at least one time in a newspaper 
published in the city, and if no newspaper is published in the city, then by 
posting notices in three public places within the municipality. The election 
of the first commission shall, be held and conducted, in the same manner 
as provided by law unless otherwise provided for in this Act. All municipal 
officials of the city shall have the same duties and responsibilities as they 
have with respect to municipal elections as provided by law. The call of said 
election by the Mayor shall be sufficient to require any municipal officer or 
officers to comply with their duties and responsibilities with regard to all 
municipal elections, including the designation of places of voting, appointment 
of election officers and other matters concerning the election. Said officer 
or ‘dag shall issue any orders necessary to cause all election requirements 
to be met. 


1.04. The commission.—The commissioners provided for in this section, 
along with the mayor, shall be known collectively as the commission and 
shall have the powers and duties hereinafter provided. The commissioners 
first elected shall qualify and take office in the manner hereinafter prescribed 
on the first Monday in October following the date of election, and thereupon 
such city shall at that time be organized under the Mayor/Commission/City 
Manager form of government provided under this Act and shall thereafter 
be governed by the provisions of this Act. 
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Article II. eee STATUS; FORM OF GOVERNMENT; POW- 


2.01. Legal status. —Any such city which adopts the Mayor/Commission/ 
City Manager form of government shall continue its existence as a municipal 
corporation. The word “city” as hereinafter used shall mean and refer to 
any city which has adopted the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of 
government. The city shall continue as a municipal corporation, within the 
corporate limits as then established, and as thereafter fixed in the manner 
prescribed by law, subject to all the duties and obligations then pertaining 
to or incumbent upon it as a municipal corporation and shall enjoy all the 
rights, privileges, immunities, powers, duties and franchises then enjoyed by 
it, as well as those that may thereafter or hereinafter be granted to it. 


2.02. Form of government.—The municipal government of any such city 
proceeding under this Act shall be known as the “Mayor/Commission/City 
Manager form of government.” Pursuant to the provisions and limitations 
of this Act and subject to the limitations imposed by the laws and Constitution 
of Alabama, all powers of the city shall be vested in the commission elected 
as herein provided and hereinafter referred to as “the commission,” which 
shall enact ordinances, resolutions, budgets and policies. All powers of the 
city shall be exercised in the manner prescribed by this Act, or if the manner 
pe noe prescribed, then in such manner as may be prescribed by the laws 
of the state. 


2.03. Powers of city.—The city shall have all the powers granted to 
municipal corporations and to cities by the Constitution and laws of this 
State together with all the implied powers necessary to carry into execution 
all the powers granted. The city may acquire within or without its corporate 
limits for any city purpose, in fee simple and any lesser interest or estate, 
by purchase, gift, devise, lease or condemnation, and may sell, lease, mortgage, 
hold, manage and control such property as its interests may require; and 
except as prohibited by the Constitution of this State or restricted by this 
Act, the city shall and may exercise all municipal powers, functions, rights, 
privileges and immunities of every name and nature whatsoever. The enu- 
meration of particular powers by this Act shall not be deemed to be exclusive, 
and in addition to the powers enumerated therein or implied thereby, or 
apporpriate to the exercise of such powers, it is intended that the city shall 
have and may exercise all powers which, under the Constitution of this 
State, it would be competent for this Act specifically to enumerate. 


Article III. THE COMMISSION. 


3.01. Election; term; qualification.—The commissioners for Districts 1, 
3 and 4 shall continue to hold office until the first Monday in October 1991. 
The commissions shall qualify and take office in the manner hereinafter 
prescribed on the first Monday in October following his (her) election. An 
election shall be held on the second Tuesday in July, 1989, and every four 
years thereafter for the positions of mayor and commissioner for District 2 
in the manner herein provided. On the second Tuesday in July, 1991, and 
every four years thereafter an election shall be held for the positions of 
commissioner for Districts 1, 3 and 4. The commissioners shall qualify and 
take office on the first Monday in October following his (her) election. The 
commissioners elected at any such regular election shall on or before the 
first Monday in October, make oath that he (she) is eligible for said office 
and will execute the duties of same according to the best of his (her) knowledge 
and ability. At any election for commissioner the candidate receiving the 
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highest number of votes for the office shall be elected thereto, provided such 
candidate receives a majority of all votes cast for such office. If at the first 
election a majority is not received by any candidate for the office of com- 
missioner, then a second election shall be held on the second Tuesday next 
thereafter following the first election, in the same mode, manner and under 
the same rules aad regulations provided in Section 1.03 hereof with respect 
to the election of the first commission. 


3.02. Statement of candidacy.—Any person desiring to become a can- 
didate in any election for the office of commissioner may become such 
candidate by filing in the office of the city clerk a statement in writing of 
such candidacy accompanied by a petition signed by a minimum of fifty 
registered voters of such commission district or in the case of Mayor, one 
hundred registered voters of the municipality, enforcing the candidacy of 
such candidate and an affidavit taken and certified by such city clerk or 
notary public. Such statement shall be filed by 5:00 P.M. on the first Tuesday 
in June preceding the date set for the election and shall be substantially 
the following form: ‘State of Alabama, _____ County. I, the under-

Said statement shail be accom- 
panied by a qualifying fee in the amount of $150.00 for candidates for 
commissioner, which fee shall be paid over by the city clerk to the general 
fund of the city. Any person may file with the city clerk, a verified pauper’s 
oath that he (she) does not have the financial resources to pay a qualifying 
fee and thereupon shall be exempt from filing such fee. No name shall appear 
upon said ballot as a candidate for election except the names of such persons 
as have become candidates according to provisions as above set forth. No 
primary election shall be held for the nomination of candidates for the office 
of mayor or commissioner and candidates shall be nominated only as herein- 
above described. 


3.03. Eligibility—The candidates for office of commissioner shall be 
qualified electors in the city for at least one year prior to qualifying, shall 
be at least nineteen years of age, shall have continuously resided in the 
district for which he (she) is a candidate for the preceding six months, and 
shall hold no other public office except that of notary public or member of 
the National Guard or Naval or Military Reserve. If the commissioner shall 
cease to possess any of these qualifications or shall be convicted of a crime 
involving moral turpitude, his (her) office shall immediately become vacant. 


3.04. COMPENSATION.—the compensation of all commissioners elected 
during the first election held under the terms of this Act shall be the sum 
of $15,200.00 per annum. 


The fees, salary or compensation of any commissioner whose election 
is authorized by this Act shall not be increased or diminished during ‘the 
term for which he (she) shall be elected, provided, however, that the com- 
mission shall have authority and power to adjust such fees, salaries, or 
compensation for the succeeding commission. 
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The commissioners shall each be bonded in the minimum amount of 
$25,000, and such additional amount as the commission may determine, if 
any. Such bond will be at the expense of the municipality. 


3.05. Power of commission.—The commission shall be the legislative 
body of the city. It shall have powers vested in it by this Act. These powers 
shall be as follows: 


(a) To establish administrative departments. 
(b) To adopt the budgets of the city. 
(c) To authorize the issuance of bonds or warrants. 


(d) To inquire into the conduct of any office, department or agency of the 
city and make investigations as to municipal affairs. 


(e) To appoint the members of all boards, commissions or other bodies 
authorized hereunder or by law. 


(f) To succeed to all the powers, rights and privileges conferred upon the 
former governing body of the city by statutes in effect at the time of adoption 
by the city of the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of government 
and not in conflict with this Act. 


(g) To levy property taxes and impose and collect license taxes and local 
improvement assessments and enact any such new revenue or adjustments 
as elsewhere prescribed by law. 


(h) To adopt each year a financial plan for at least the next succeeding five 
years showing anticipated revenues, anticipated expenditures and with all 
capital projects ranked by priority. Said financial plan shall be used as a 
financial planning guide by the city staff and city manager, but shall not be 
binding on the commission. 


(i) To enact such resolutions, ordinances and policies, as prescribed by this 
act or prescribed elsewhere in the Code of Alabama. 


(j) To employ the city manager; to discharge the city manager; to enter into 
employment contract with the city manager. 


(k) To hold public hearings as prescribed by law. 


(1) To set the compensation of the mayor and commission in accordance 
with procedure in 3.04 and 4.04. 


(m) To adopt policies for the operation of the city. 
(n) To adopt rules of procedure. 


3.06. Commission not to interfere in appointment or removals.— Neither 
the commission nor any of its members shall direct or request the appointment 
of any person to, or his removal from, office or position by the city manager 
or by any of his (her) subordinates, or in any manner take part in the 
appointment or removal of officers and employees in the administrative 
service of the city with the exception of certain employees as prescribed in 
Section 5.03(2) of this Act. Except for the purpose of inquiry, the commission 
and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely through 
the city manager and neither the commission nor any member thereof shall 
give orders to any subordinates of the city manager, either publicly or 
privately. 
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3.07. Vacancies in commission.— Vacancies in the commission shall be 
filled by the commission at the next regular meeting or any subsequent 
meeting of the commission, the person so appointed shall hold office only 
until the next election of any kind at which time the voters of the city shall 
choose his (her) successor in office. The person appointed shall hold office 
until his (her) successor is elected and qualified. 


3.08. City Clerk.—If the city clerk of any city which adopts the Mayor/ 
Commission/City Manager form of aaa holds office subject to any 
civil service or merit system, such clerk shall continue to be the city clerk 
under the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of government of such 
city, and the clerk’s successor shall be selected and hold office subject to the 
provisions of such civil service or merit system. If the city clerk of any city 
which adopts the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of government does 
not hold office subject to any civil service or merit system, the city manager 
may appoint the city clerk in the same manner as department heads are 
appointed. The city clerk shall give notice of special or called meetings of 
the commission, shall keep the journal of its proceedings, shall authenticate 
by his (her) signature and record in full, in a book kept for that purpose, 
all ordinances and resolutions and shall perform such other duties as shall 
be required by this Act or by ordinance, and such duties as are imposed by 
law of Alabama upon city clerks. 


3:09. Meetings of commission.—The first meeting of each newly elected 
commission shall be held at two o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday 
in October, with all subsequent meetings held at such times as may be 
prescribed by ordinance of the commission. 


3.10. Commission to be judge of qualifications of its members.—The 
commission shall be the judge of the election by officially canvassing the 
votes. 


3.11. Rules of procedure; journal.—The commission shall determine its 
own rules and order of business. It shall keep a journal of its own proceedings 
and the journal shall be open to public inspection. 


3.12. Meetings, passage of ordinances, etc.—The commission shall hold 
regular public meetings at a regular hour to be fixed by ordinance of said 
commission. It may hold such adjourned, called, special, or other meetings 
as the business of the city may require. The mayor when present, shall 
preside at all meetings of said commission. A majority of the commission 
members elected shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any and 
every power conferred upon said commission, and affirmative vote of a 
majority of those members present, shall be sufficient for the passage of any 
resolution, by-law or ordinance, or the transaction of any business of any 
sort by the said commission or the exercise of any of the powers conferred 
upon it by the terms of this Act or by law, or which may hereafter be 
conferred upon it. No resolution, by-law or ordinance granting any franchise, 
appropriating any money for any purpose, providing for any public improve- 
ments, any regulation concerning the public health, or of any other general 
or permanent nature, except the proclamation of quarantine, shall be enacted 
except at a regular public meeting of said commission or an adjournment 
thereof. Every ordinance introduced at any and every such meeting shall be 
in writing before any vote thereon shall be taken, and the yeas and nays 
thereon shall be recorded; provided that if the vote of all commissioners 
present be unanimous, it may be so stated in the journal without recording 
the yeas and nays. A record of the proceedings of every meetings of the 
commission shall be kept, and every resolution or ordinance passed by the 
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commission must be recorded and the record of the proceedings of the 
meeting shall, when approved by the commission be signed by the mayor 
and the city clerk. Such record shall be kept available for inspection by all 
citizens of such city at reasonable times. No ordinance of permanent operation 
shall be passed at the meeting at which it was introduced except by unanimous 
consent of all members of the commission present, and such unanimous 
consent shall be shown by the yea and nay votes entered upon the minutes 
of said meeting, provided, however, that if all members of the commission 
present vote for the passage of the ordinance and their names are so entered 
of record as voting in favor thereof, it shall be construed as giving unanimous 
consent to the action upon such ordinance at the meeting at which it is 
introduced. Publication of ordinances shall be governed by Section 11-45-8, 
Code of Alabama (1975) as amended, Act No. 87-668. 


3.13. Granting of franchises.—No resolution, by-law or ordinance grant- 
ing to any person, firm or corporation any franchise, lease or right to use 
the streets, public highways, thoroughfares or public property of the city 
organized under the provisions of this Act, either in, under, upon, along, 
through, or over same shall take effect and be in force until thirty (30) days 
after the final enactment of same by the commission, and publication of 
said resolution, or ordinance in full once a week for three (3) consecutive 
weeks in some newspaper published in the city, which publication shall be 
made at the expense of the persons, firms or corporations applying for the 
grant. 


Pending the passage of any such resolution or ordinance, or during the 
time intervening between its final passage and the expiration of the thirty 
(30) days during which publication shall be made as above provided, the 
legally qualified voters of the city may by written petition or petitions 
addressed to the subject of such grant, and if during this period such written 
petition or petitions signed by at least a number of qualified inhabitants 
equal to four (4) for every one hundred (100) inhabitants of the city or 
fraction thereof, according to the last federal census, shall be filed with the 
commission, the commission shall forthwith order an election, at which the 
legally qualified voters of the city shall vote for or against the proposed 
grant as set by resolution or ordinance. In the call for the election, the 
resolution or ordinance making the grant shall be published at length and 
in full at the expense of the city in some newspaper in the city. One 
publication shall be sufficient for the purposes of this section. 


If at such election of the majority of the votes are in favor of the 
resolution or ordinance and the making of the proposed grant, the same 
shall thereupon become effective; but if a majority of the votes so cast shall 
be against the passage of the resolution, or ordinance and against the making 
of the grant, the resolution, or ordinance shall not become effective, nor 
shall it confer any rights, powers or privileges of any kind, and it shall be 
the duty of the commission, after the result of the election is determined, 
to pass a resolution or ordinance to that effect. 


No grant of any franchise or lease or right of user, or any other right 
in, under, upon, along, through or over, the streets, public highways, tho- 
roughfares or public property of any such city shall be made or given, nor 
shall any such rights of any kind whatsoever be conferred upon any person, 
firm or corporation, except by resolution or ordinance, duly passed by the 
commission at some regular or adjourned meeting, and published as above 
provided for; nor shall any extension or enlargement of any such rights or 
powers previously granted, be made or given except in the manner and subject 
to all the conditions herein provided for as to the original grant of same. 
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Any waterworks plant and system, sewer plant and system, electric plant 
and system, and gas plant and system, or any one or more of such plants 
and systems now or hereafter owned by any Class 5 municipality shall be 
authorized to transfer and convey one or more of such plants or systems, 
or any part of such plants or systems, or any rights incidental thereto to 
any board or public corporation organized under the provisions of Sections 
11-50-1 et seq. of the Code of Alabama, (1975) as amended, or under any 
subsequent Act providing for the incorporation of like boards to own and 
operate any waterworks plant or system, any sewer plant or system, any 
electric plant or system, or any gas plant or system, whether such board 
was incorporated with the approval of the city owning such plant or system, 
or with the approval of some other city in Alabama, the governing body 
owning any such plant and/or,systems shall provide for an election at which 
the qualified voters of such city shall be allowed to vote on such proposition, 
which election shall be held in accordance with this Act except that no 
written petition or petitions to the governing body of the city owning such 
plants or systems shall be required for the holding of such election herein 
provided. 


Except as herein provided for, and at the time holding of the same, all 
elections herein required shall be held according to the general laws of 
Alabama. At any such election the proposition to be submitted to the voters 
shall be: “Shall the governing body of the City of __________ be authorized 
to transfer and convey the city-owned waterworks plant and system, sewer 
plant and system, electric plant and system, gas plant and system, or any 
one or more thereof, or any part or parts of such plants or systems, or any 
rights incidental thereto to any board or public corporation organized under 
Section 11-50-1 et seq. of the Code of Alabama (1975) as amended, or to 
any board created or established by any subsequent Act providing for the 
incorporation of like boards to own and operate any such plant and/or 
systems, the members of which board will not be elected by the qualified 
voters of the City of ag

3.14. Codification authorized.—The commission may provide at any time 
it may deem proper, for the revision and codification of its resolutions, by- 
laws and ordinances, or for the adoption of a code or codes by ordinance. 
Such code or codes and the revisions or amendments thereof may relate to 
the whole system of city resolutions, by-laws and ordinances, or may relate 
to that portion of such resolutions, by-laws, and ordinances, which relate 
to, affect or purport to govern any particular subject or subjects or sub- 
division of municipal legislation. The commission shall have full power and 
authority to prescribe the manner in which said code of codes, revisions or 
amendments thereto, shall be made public, whether by proclamation of any 
officer or officers of said city by posting or by publication, one or all, but 
it shall not be necessary unless so prescribed by the council for such code 
or codes, revisions or amendments thereto, to be published in a newspaper 
or newspapers. Nor shall it be necessary that such code or codes, revisions 
or amendments thereto, be spread at length upon the minutes. The com- 
mission may prescribe that such code or codes, revisions or amendments 
thereto, be spread at length upon the minutes. The commission may prescribe 
that such code or codes, revisions or amendments thereto may be certified 
by and filed with the city clerk, or other corresponding officer, in lieu of 
spreading the same on the minutes; and the commission may prescribe the 
manner in which copies of such code or codes, revisions or amendments 
thereto, may be officially certified for use by the inhabitants or by the courts. 
The commission may adopt and provide for the maintenance in a designated 
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office of the city a comprehensive zoning map of the city open for inspection 
by the public at all reasonable times, and may make such zoning map a 
part of any ordinance by reference thereto in such ordinance and without 
publication of such zoning map in any newspaper. Such zoning map need 
not be in one piece but may for convenience be in sections. A zoning map 
of territory newly added to the city shall be treated as a comprehensive 
zoning of the city for purposes of application of the provisions of the preceding 
sentence. 


3.15. Examination of books and publication of accounts.—At the end 
of each year, the commission shall cause a full and complete examination 
of all the books and accounts of the city to be made by a Certified Public 
pec ant or by the State Department of Public Examiner of Public 

ccounts. 


Article IV. MAYOR. 


4.01. Election; term; qualification.—The mayor shall be elected at the 
same election at which the one (1) commissioner for District 2 is elected 
under the provisions of Article II of this Act and shall hold office for four 
years. The mayor shall qualify and take office in the manner hereinafter 
prescribed on the first Monday in October following his (her) election. The 
regular election for mayor shall be held on the second Tuesday of 1989 and 
nabatd four years thereafter. The mayor elected at any such regular election 
shall on or before the first Monday in October following his (her) election 
make oath that he (she) is eligible for said office and will execute the duties 
of same according to the best of his (her) knowledge and ability. At any 
election for mayor the candidate receiving a majority of votes for the office 
shall be elected thereto. If at the first election a majority is not received by 
any candidate for the office of mayor, the two candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared eligible for a second (run-off) 
spate to be held on the second Tuesday next thereafter following the first 
election. 


4.02. Statement of candidacy.—Any person desiring to become a can- 
didate at any election for the office of mayor may become such candidate 
by filing in the office of the city clerk a statement in writing of such 
candidacy, accompanied by a petition signed by a minimum of 100 registered 
voters of such city endorsing the candidacy of such candidate and an affidavit 
taken and certified by such city clerk or by a notary public that such person 
is duly qualified to hold the office for which he (she) desires to be a candidate. 
Such statement shall be filed at least six weeks before the day set for such 
election and no earlier than eight weeks prior to the election and shall be 
in substantially the following form: “State of Alabama,

Said statement shall be accompanied by a qualifying fee in the 
amount equal to $300.00 which qualifying fee shall be paid over by the City 
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Clerk to the general fund of the city. Any person may file with the City 
Clerk, a verified pauper’s oath that he (she) does not have the financial 
resources to pay a qualifying fee and thereupon shall be exempt from filing 
such fee. No names shall appear upon said ballot as a candidate for election 
except the names of such persons as have become candidates according to 
provisions of this Act. 


4.03. Eligibility —The candidates for office of mayor shall have been a 
qualified elector of the city for at least one year prior to qualifying, shall 
be at least nineteen years of age and shall hold no other public office, except 
that of notary public or a member of the National Guard, Naval or Military 
Reserve, or the City Commission. The candidates for mayor shall reside in 
any district within the City. 


4.04. Compensation.—The compensation of the mayor elected during 
the first election held under the terms of this Act shall be the sum of 
$34,200.00 per annum. 


The fees, salary, or compensation of the Mayor whose election is au- 
thorized by this Act shall not be increased or diminished during the term 
for which he (she) shall be elected provided, however, that the commission 
shall have authority and power to adjust such fees, salaries, or compensation 
for the succeeding term. 


The mayor shall be bonded in the minimum amount of $50,000.00, and 
such additional amount as the commission may determine, if any. Such bond 
will be at the expense of the city. 


4.05. Vacancy in office of mayor.—Whenever a vacancy in the office of 
mayor shall occur by reason of death, resignation, removal or any other 
cause, the acting mayor selected by a majority vote of the commission shall 
assume the duties of the office of mayor effective on the date such vacancy 
occurs and shall serve as acting mayor until a new mayor is elected and 
qualified as hereinafter provided. The acting mayor shall receive no com- 
pensation, expenses or allowances as a commissioner while acting as mayor, 
but he will receive the same rate of pay and allowances provided for the 
mayor whose vacated office he fills. The election commission of the city, if 
there be one, and if not then the commission thereof, shall within five days 
of the occurrence of a vacancy in the office of mayor call a special election 
to fill such vacancy, such election to be held on a Tuesday not less than 
thirty (30) days and not more than forty-five days from the occurrence of 
such vacancy; provided however, if a regular or special election is scheduled 
or required to be held within ninety (90) days after the occurrence of such 
vacancy but more than thirty (30) days after such occurrence, then the 
vacancy in the office of mayor will be filled at such regular or special election. 
Notice of such election shall be given at the expense of the city by one 
publication at least eighteen (18) days in advance of the same in one or 
more newspapers published in such city. The method, procedure and re- 
quirements of qualifying, voting upon and determining the successful can- 
didate shall be the same as is provided herein relative to the election of the 
mayor at regular elections, except that statements of candidacy must be filed 
at least twenty (20) days before the date set for such election. The successor 
to the mayor chosen at any such election shall qualify for office as soon as 
practical thereafter, and shall be clothed with and assume the duties, re- 
sponsibilities and powers of such office immediately upon such qualification 
and shall hold office for the unexpired term of his predecessor and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 
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4.06. Powers and duties.—The mayor shall have the following powers 
and duties: 


a) To serve as the presiding officer of the commission. 


b) To vote and have the same privileges as any member of the com- 
mission. 


c) To represent the city in ceremonial functions. 
d) To serve as chief executive officer, 


e) To develop the basic objections and policies of the city in conjunction 
with the commission and with the advice of the city manager. 


f) To insure that adquate plans for the future development and growth 
of the city are prepared; participate in the preparation; and periodically 
present such plans for general review and approval by the commission; 
and present such proposals to the commission for review and approval. 


g) To plan in conjunction with the commission for the development of 
resources witihin the city and maintain programs which will encourage 
successful future management of the city. 


h) To succeed to all powers, rights, and privileges conferred upon the 
Mayor of the City by statutes and laws of Alabama in effect at the 
time of adoption by the City of the Mayor/Commission-City Manager 
form of government and not in conflict with this Act. 


i) To designate the mayor pro-tem in the temporary absence of the 
mayor. 


j) With commission approval, to take such steps as may be necessary 
to protect and enhance the city’s fiscal posture. 


k) To develop proposed rules of procedure for consideration by the 
commission. 


4.07. Payment of all funds.—The payment of all funds shall be by checks 
or warrants signed by the city clerk and countersigned by the mayor, provided, 
however, a facsimile thereof may be used for such signing. during the absence 
of the mayor from the corporate limits of the city, and necessity therefore 
arising, checks or warrants may be countersigned by the mayor pro-tem 
designated by the mayor to act in his stead. All such disbursements shall 
be authorized by resolution of the commission. 


Article V. CITY MANAGER 


5.01. The office of the city manager.—The office of the city manager 
is hereby created under sole authority of this Act. 


5.02. Appointment, qualifications; residence; non-eligibility of elected 
officials for appointment.—The city manager shall be appointed by a majority 
vote of the commission. He (she) shall be chosen without regard to political 
beliefs and solely upon the basis of his (her) executive and administrative 
qualifications, with special recognition to his (her) actual experience in, or 
knowledge of, the duties of his office as defined by this Act. The choice 
shall not be limited to inhabitants of the city or the State of Alabama, but 
once appointed te the office, the city manager shall reside within the city. 
No elected official of the city shall be appointed to the position of city 
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manager during the term for which he shall have been elected nor within 
one year after the expiration of such term. 


5.03. Powers and duties.—The city manager shall be the administrative 
head of the city. He shall devote all his working time and attention to the 
affairs of the city and shall be responsible to the commission for the efficient 
administration of all the affairs of the city over which he has jurisdiction. 
He shall have the power and it shall be his duty: 


1) To administer the policies of the commission, the Code of Ordinances 
of the city, and state and federal laws pertaining to the city as provided 
herein. For the purpose of said administration, the commission does hereby 
authorize and direct the city manager to see that all duties and authority 
conferred upon it by law, all city ordinances, resolutions, policies and di- 
rectives are carried out, and any and all his acts shall be for and in the 
name of the city and/or the commission; provided, however, there is hereby 
excepted and excluded those duties and authority given by the commission, 
state and federal laws to other boards, agencies and officials. 


2) To direct the affairs of all department heads and to appoint and, 
when necessary for the good of the service, discipline and remove all heads 
of departments, or other employees appointed by the city manager. Said 
appointments, and removal shall be done only upon the recommendation of 
the city manager and subsequent approval by the commission. All such 
appointments shall be made upon merit and fitness alone. The city manager 
may, without notice, cause the affairs of any department head or employee 
to be examined. All appointments, removals or suspensions shall be subject 
to regulations, authority and provisioins of any Civil Service Act or Merit 
System Act relating to such city. 


3) To exercise control over all departments under his supervision now 
in existence or that may hereinafter be created by the commission. 


4) To recommend to the commission the creating, consolidating and 
combining of offices, positions or departments of the administrative and 
operational departments of the city. 


5) To plan, organize and supervise the operations of the city’s various 
department heads so as to promote harmony, economy, efficiency and co- 
operation among the departments and with the other agencies, commissions 
and committees as hereinabove set forth. 


6) To investigate all complaints in relation to matters concerning the 
administration and operation of the city government and services maintained 
by the public utilities of the city. 


7) To see that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the city or 
its inhabitants in any public utility franchise are faithfully kept and performed 
and, upon the knowledge of any violation thereof, to call the same to the 
attention of the commission. 


8) The city manager, or an officer appointed by him (her), shall be the 
purchasing agent for the city for purchases for departments under his control. 


9) To attend all meetings of the commission with the right to take part 
in the discussions but having no vote. The city manager shall be entitled 
to notice of all special meetings. 


10) To keep the commission fully advised at all times as to the financial 
condition and needs of the city. 
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11) To prepare, or cause to be prepared, each year, an operations budget 
and supplemental budget as provided in Article VI of this Act. 


12) To cause to be prepared and presented to the commission semi- 
annually a statement showing the exact financial condition of the city as of 
the end of the preceding quarter and showing amounts appropriated, amounts 
expended, and unexpended balance of the items of appropriation. 


13) To recommend to the commission adoption of such measures as he 
may deem necessary or expedient. 


14) To insure that proper accounting procedures are established and 
followed. 


15) To seek to improve the relationship between the city government 
and the public by the formulation of an adequate program which shall include 
personnel training as well as public relations. 


16) To perform such other lawful duties as may be required by resolution 
or ordinance of the commission. 


17) To assure that each administrative unit of the municipality develops 
written operating procedures for that unit. 


5.04. Non-interference by board with certain duties of city manager. 
Neither the mayor, commission nor any of its members shall direct the 
employment or removal of any person by the city manager or by any of his 
subordinates in the administrative service of the city. Appointments or 
removals of employees not subject to a Civil Service or merit act will be 
done in conformity with 5.03(2). Except for the purposes of inquiry and 
investigation held in a manner firmly established by resolution or ordinance 
in advance of such inquiry and investigation, the commission and its members 
shall deal with the administrative service of the city solely through the city 
manager, and neither the commission nor anv member thereof shall sive 
orders, either publicly or privately, to any employee under the supervision 
of the city manager, except in emergencies. 


5.05. Political, other improper influences on city manager and personnel 
under his authority prohibited; penalties for violations.— Neither the city 
manager nor any person appointed by him or seeking appointment by him 
shall be appointed, promoted, reduced, removed or in any way favored or 
discriminated against because of his political opinions or affiliations. Neither 
the city manager nor any officer or employee directly appointed by the city 
manager shall continue in such position after becoming a candidate for 
nomination or election to any municipal public office. No person apponted 
by the city manager, or seeking appointment by him, shall either directly 
or indirectly give, render or pay any money, service or other valuable thing 
to any person for, or on account of, or in connection with, his test, ap- 
pointment, proposed appointment, promotion or proposed promotion. 


5.06. Bond.—The city manager, before entering upon the discharge of 
his duties, shall give bond in the penal sum of not less than fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000.00) payable to the city and for the benefit of the city, and 
for the use and benefit of the public, to secure and indemnify the city and 
any of the public by reason of his default, misfeance or nonfeasance in the 
poe mance of his duties. Expenses of providing such bond shall be paid 

y the city. 


5.07. Compensation.—The city manager shall receive such compensation 
as, from time to time, may be approved by the commission as is specified 
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in any employment contract that may exist between the commission and 
city manager. 


5.08. Eligibility, participation in city retirement and insurance plans.— 
The city manager shall be eligible and may participate in the retirement 
system and the group insurance plan of the city. 


5.09. Contractual relationship.—The tenure, compensation and duties 
as provided by law of the city manager shall be enumerated in a contract 
between him (her) and the city. The contract shall not exceed two years in 
length with two, one-year renewal options. 


5.10. Vacancies in office.—In the case of a vacancy in the office of city 
manager, the commission may appoint an acting city manager who shall 
possess the powers and duties of the city manager until such time as a new 
city manager is appointed by the commission. The acting city manager shall 
be compensated at no less than the level as the preceding city manager. 


5.11. Temporary absence or disability to perform duties of office.— 
During the temporary absence or disability of the city manager, the city 
manager shall designate the appropriate department head to serve in his 
absence with the city commission approval. 


Article VI. BUDGET 


6.01. Fiscal year.—The fiscal year of the city government shall begin 
on the first day of October and shall end on the last day of September of 
each calendar year. Such fiscal year shall also constitute the budget and 
accounting year. As used in this Act, the term “budget year” shall mean the 
fiscal year for which any particular budget is adopted and in which it is 
administered. 


6.02. Submission of budgets.—On a day to be fixed by the commission, 
but in no case later than the 1st day of September in each year the city 
manager shall submit to the commission: 


a) A separate current revenue and expense budget for the general op- 
eteton of the city government to be known as “Operations Budget”; 
an 


b) A budget message. 


On a day to be fixed by the commission, but in no case later than the 
20th day of March each year the City Manager shall submit to the com- 
mission: 


a) A Supplemental Budget, which shall encompass new programs or 
activities. capital expenditures, and new personnel additions. 


b) A budget message. 


When submitting budgets to the commission, the City Manager shall 
submit his recommendation of new sources of revenue or manner of increasing 
existing sources of revenue, sufficient to balance the budgets, if such additional 
revenue is necessary to accomplish that purpose. 


6.03. Five year plan.—The city manager shall submit to the commission 
on an annual basis at least a five year projection of revenue and expenses. 
In addition, the plan shall include a projection of personnel, program and 
capital needs along with a ranking of such by priority. This document shall 
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be known as the Five Year Plan and without binding the commission shall 
be used as a budgeting tool. 


Article VII. COMMISSION DISTRICTS. 


7.01 Number established.—The territorial limits of the City shall remain 
the same as under its former organization, except that for the purpose of 
holding elections under applicable laws, the present governing body shall by 
duly enacted ordinance, divide such City into four single member districts, 
each containing as nearly as practical equal population according to the last 
Federal Decennial Census. 


7.02. Reapportionment.— Whenever there shall be a change in population 
in any of the districts heretofore established, evidenced by a federal decennial 
census of population published following the last federal census of population 
preceding the adoption of this Act, there shall be a reapportionment of the 
commission districts in the manner hereinafter provided: 


(1) The mayor and commissioners shall within six months after the 
publication of each federal census of population for the city, following the 
last federal decennial census of population preceding the adoption of this 
Act, or if within six months after there shall have been any change in the 
corporate limits of the city, file with the commission a report containing a 
recommended plan for reapportionment of the commission district boundaries 
to comply with the following specifications: 


(a) Each district shall be formed of contiguous, and to the extent 
reasonably possible, compact territory, and its boundary lines shall be the 
center lines of streets or other well-defined boundaries. 


(b) Each district shall contain as nearly as is practicable the same 
population. 


(2) ‘fhe report shall include a map and description of the districts 
recommended and shall be drafted as a proposed ordinance and considered 
by the commission as other ordinances are considered. 


(3) The commission shall enact a redistricting ordinance within six 
months after receiving such report. 


Article VIII. SUCCESSION IN GOVERNMENT 


8.01. Rights of officers and employees preserved. Nothing in this Act 
contained, except as specifically provided, shall affect or impair the rights 
or privileges of officers or employees of the city or of any office, department 
or agency existing at the time when this Act shall take effect, or any provision 
of law in force at the time when the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form 
of government shall be adopted and not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act, in relation to the personnel, appointment, ranks, grades, tenure of 
office, promotion, removal, pension and retirement rights, civil rights or any 
other rights or privileges of officers or employees of the city or any office, 
department or agency thereof. 


8.02. Continuance of present officers.—All persons holding administra- 
tive office at the time the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of gov- 
ernment is adopted shall continue in office and in the performance of their 
duties until! provision shall have been made in accordance therewith for the 
performance of such duties or the discontinuance of such office. The powers 
conferred and the duties imposed upon any office, department or agency of 
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the city by the laws of the state shall, if such office, department or agency 
be abolished by this Act or under its authority, be thereafter exercised and 
discharged by the office, department, or agency designated by the commission 
unless otherwise provided herein. 


8.03. Status of officers and employees holding positions when the Mayor/ 
Commission/City Manager form of government is adopted.—Any person 
holding an office or position in the classified service of the city under any 
civil service or merit system applicable to the city when the Mayor/Com- 
mission/City Manager form of government is adopted shall continue as such 
officer or employee in the classified service of the city under the Mayor/ 
Commission/City Manager form of government and with the same status, 
rights and privileges and subject to the same conditions under such applicable 
civil service or merit system as if the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form 
of government had not been adopted. 


8.04. Transfer of records and property.—All records, property and equip- 
ment whatsoever of any office, department or agency or part thereof, all the 
powers and duties of which are assigned to any other office, department or 
agency of this Act, shall be transferred and delivered to the office, department 
or agency to which such powers and duties are so assigned. If part of the 
powers and duties of any office, department or agency or part thereof are 
by this Act assigned to another office, department or agency, all records, 
property and equipment relating exclusively thereto shall be transferred and 
delivered to the office, department or agency to which such powers and 
duties are so assigned. 


8.05. Continuity of offices, departments or agencies.—Any office, de- 
partment, board or agency provided for in this Act with a name or with 
powers and duties the same or substantially the same as those of an office, 
department or agency heretofore existing shall be deemed to be a continuation 
of such office, department or agency and, until otherewise provided, shall 
exercise its powers and duties in continuation of their exercise by the office, 
department, board or agency by which the same were heretofore exercised 
and, until otherwise provided, shall have power to continue any business, 
proceeding or other matter within the scope of its regular powers and duties 
commenced by an office, department or agency by which such powers and 
duties were heretofore exercised. Any provision in any law, rule, regulation, 
contract, grant or other document relating to such a formerly existing office, 
department or agency, shall, so far as not inconsistent with the provisions 
re this Act, apply to such office, department or agency provided for by this 

ct. 


8.06. Continuance of contracts and public improvements.—All contracts 
entered into by the preceding form of government, shall continue in full 
force and effect. Public improvements for which legislative steps have been 
taken under laws existing at the time of the adoption of the Mayor/Com- 
mission/City Manager form of government may be carried to completion as 
nearly as practicable in accordance with the provisions of such existing laws. 


8.07. Pending actions and proceedings.—No action or proceeding, civil 
or criminal, pending at the time of the adoption of the Mayor/Commission/ 
City Manager form of government, brought by or against the city or any 
office, department or agency or officer thereof, shall be affected or abated 
by the adoption of the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of government 
or by anything herein contained in this Act; but all such actions or proceedings 
may be continued notwithstanding that functions, powers and duties of any 
office, department, or agency or officer party thereto may by or under this 
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Act be assigned or transferred to another office, department or agency or 
officer, but in that event the same may be prosecuted or defended by the 
head of the office, department or agency to which such functions, powers 
and duties have been assigned or transferred under this Act. 


8.08. Pensions and relief funds.—All laws and parts of laws relating to 
pensions, retirement and relief funds for policemen, firemen and other em- 
ployees of the city, contained in the general or local laws of the state, as 
the same may apply and be in effect with respect to any city at the time 
when such city shall elect to be governed by the provisions of this Act, shall 
continue in full force and effect, and without interruption or change as to 
any rights which have been acquired thereunder, after adoption of the Mayor/ 
Commission/City Manager form of government by such city. 


8.09. Park, playground and fairground authority.—All laws and parts of 
laws relating to establishment of an authority for fairgrounds, parks, exhibits, 
exhibitions and other installations, facilities and place for the amusement, 
entertainment, recreation and cultural development of the citizens of a city, 
and for the powers, authority, mode of financing and conduct of the same, 
contained in the general or local laws of the state, as amended, or as the 
same may apply and be in effect with respect to any city at the time when 
such city shall elect to be governed by the provisions of this act, shall 
continue in full force and effect, and without interruption or change as to 
the establishment or conduct of any authority created thereunder, after 
ageis of the Mayor/Commission-City Manager form of government by 
such city. 


8.10. Continuance of ordinances and resolutions.—All ordinances and 
resolutions of the city in effect at the time of adoption by the city of the 
Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of government herein set up shall 
continue in effect unless and until changed or repealed by the commission. 


Article IX. CODE OF CONDUCT AND PENALTIES FOR VIOLA- 
TIONS OF THIS ACT. 


9.01. Party caucus or primary.—It shall be unlawful to hold a party 
caucus or primary for the purpose of nominating any candidate for the office 
of mayor or commissioner and any candidate who solicits, receives, or accepts 
a party or caucus nomination for any office shall be ineligible for such office 
or any other municipal office for a period of four years thereafter. 


9.02. Bribes and transportation.—It shall be unlawful for any candidate 
for office or any officer in the city, directly or indirectly, to give or promise 
any person or persons an office, position, benefit or anything of value for 
the purpose of influencing or obtaining the political support, aid or vote of 
any person or persons, or for any candidate to provide or use any trucks, 
automobiles or other vehicles for the purpose of transporting voters to the 
polls election day. 


9.03. Campaign contributions.—Each candidate for city office provided 
for by this Act shall, not later than thirty (30) days after the election, file 
with the city clerk his (her) sworn itemized statement in detail of each 
contribution received by him or any person or committee acting in his behalf, 
specifying the amount of same, the full name and address of the contributor, 
and each campaign-related expenditure in excess of fifty dollars ($50.00), 
specifying the name and address of the person or company to whom the 
expenditure was made. The statement shall also list the total amount of 
contributions received and the total amount of campaign expenditures made 
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by the candidate or any person or committee acting in his behalf. The 
statement shall be published one time, at the expense of the city, in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the city. 


9.04. Public utility conflict.—No mayor or commissioner or any other 
official of the city, nor any employee thereof, shall be financially interested 
in any corporation operating any public service utility within the city; 
provided, however, this shall not apply to any employment or interest existing 
at the time of the selection or election of such mayor or commission or 
other official. 


9.05. Election bribes.—Any person offering to give a bribe, either in 
money or other consideration, to any voter for the purpose of influencing 
his vote at any election provided for in this Act, or any voter entitled to 
vote at such election, receiving and accepting such bribe or other consid- 
eration, or any person making false answer to any of the provisions of this 
Act relative to his qualifications to vote at an election, or any person willfully 
voting or offering to vote at such election, who has not complied with the 
residency requirements provided for by general law, or who is not voting 
age, or is not a citizen of the United States, or knowing himself not to be 
a qualified voter of the precinct, where he offers to vote, or any person 
knowingly procuring, aiding or abetting any violation hereof, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as provided by law. 


9.06. Employee involvement in elections.—Any employee of any such 
city shel not wear signs or election material at his place of employment or 
work. 


9.07. Election day solicitation.—It shall be unlawful for any candidate 
for mayor or commissioner, or for any other person in his behalf, to hire, 
or pay or agree to pay, any person to solicit votes at the polls on election 
day, and it shall also be unlawful for any person to accept such hire, or 
make contract for pay, to solicit votes for any candidate for mayor or 
commissioner. 


9.08. Penalties for violations of this Act.—Any person willfully violating 
any provisions of this Act relating to the Mayor/Commission/City Manager 
form of government for which penalties have not otherwise been prescribed 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be fined not less 
than fifty dollars ($50.00) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) or 
may be sentenced to hard labor for the county for a term not to exceed six 
(6) months, or both. Furthermore, any candidate for the office of commissioner 
or mayor, shall be disqualified from holding municipal office for a period of 
four years from such conviction. 


9.09. Recall of elected official—The mayor or any commissioner shall 
be subject to recall. To institute a recall election, any registered voter may 
present a petition to the city clerk having the signatures of no less than 
30% of the registered voters having voted in the last preceding election. 
Such petition shall contain the following statement: “To the city clerk. We 


the following registered voters of __.__W"_»___s (name of mu- 
nicipality) do respectfully request that you instigate an election to be held 
for the purpose of recalling __.______»_____—s (name of person 
who holds the office of __________-—S> SCC (mame ff fffice).” Sig- 


natures of those signing the petition along with residential addresses shall 
follow.

Upon receipt of such petition, the city clerk shall make arrangements 
under Alabama law to hold such election within thirty days of receipt by 
the city clerk of such petition. 


Provided that a majority of registered votes, vote for the recall, then 
the city clerk shal thereupon declare that office vacant and the official holder 
shall no longer be an elected official. 


The office holder’s successor shall be named as prescribed elsewhere in 
this Act. 


Article X. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


10.01. Removal of officers and employees.—Subject to the provisions of 
any civil service or merit system applicable to the city, and Section 5.03 of 
this Act, any officer or employee to whom the city manager, or a head of 
any office, department or agency, may be removed by the city manager or 
other appointing officer at any time, and the decision of the city manager, 
or other appointing officer shall be subject to appeals therefrom, if any 
provided by applicable law. 


10.02. Investigations by commission or mayor.—Any committee of the 
commission or comprised of members of the commission shall be appointed 
by the mayor only. Any other committee comprised solely of non-commission 
members shall be appointed by the mayor and commissioners. The com- 
mission or any person or committee authorized by them, shall have power 
by resolution to inquire into the conduct of any office, department, agency 
or officer of the city and to make investigations as to municipal affairs, and 
for that purpose may subpoena any person to produce books, papers and 
other evidence. Failure to obey such subpoena or to produce books, papers 
or other evidence as ordered under the provisions of this section shall 
constitute a misdemeanor and shall be punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$100.00, or by imprisonment not to exceed ten days or both. 


10.03. Contracts extending beyond one year.—No contract involving the 
payment of money out of the appropriation of more than one year shall be 
made for a period of more than five years, nor shall any such contract be 
valid unless made or approved by resolution or ordinance. 


10.04. Officers and employees not to be privately interested in city’s 
contracts.—No member of the commission, the mayor, officer or employee 
appointed shall be financially interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract 
for work or material, or the profits thereof, in services to be furnished or 
performed for the city; and no such member of the commission, the mayor, 
or employee shall be financially interested, directly or indirectly, in any 
contract for work or material, or the profits thereof, in any services to be 
furnished or performed for any person, firm or corporation operating inter- 
urban railway, street railway, gas works, cable television systems, electric 
light or power plant, heating plant, telegraph line or telephone exchange 
within the territorial limits of said city. No such member of the commission, 
the mayor, officer or employee of such city shall be interested in or be an 
employee or an attorney of any corporation operating any public service 
utility within said city. No such member of the commission, officer or 
employee shall accept or receive, directly or indirectly, from any person, firm 
or corporation operating within the territorial limits of said city any cable 
television system, railway, gas works, water works, electric light or power 
plant, heating plant, telegraph line, or telephone exchange, or other business - 
using or operating under a public franchise, any frank, free pass, free ticket 
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or free service, or accept or receive, directly or indirectly, from any such 
person, firm or corporation, any gift or other thing of value, or any service 
upon terms more favorable than are granted to the public generally. Any 
violation of the provisions of this section shall be a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof, the guilty person shall be punished by a fine of not less 
ran hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more than three hundred dollars 


10.05. Official bonds.—Such employees as required by Alabama law and 
those required by commission, shal give bond in such amount and with such 
surety as may be approved by the commission. The premiums on such bonds 
shall be paid by the city. 


10.06. Oath of office.—Every officer of the city shall before entering 
upon the duties of his (her) office, take and subscribe to the oath or affirmation 
as required by law to be filed and kept in the office of the city clerk. 


10.07. Continuation of laws.—All laws relating to the school board, 
library board, hospital board, airport board, housing authority, plumbers or 
electricians board, planning board, zoning board, park or recreation board, 
municipally owned public utility and any municipality owned service enter- 
prise, including inter alias, electric, gas and water boards, agencies, etc., and 
any board, authority, agency, etc. given such independent status, as the same 
may apply and be in effect at the time when such municipality shall elect 
to be governed by the provisions of this chapter, shall continue in full force 
and effect and without interruption or change as to the establishment or 
eres of any such authority, board or agency, until otherwise provided by 
aw. 


10.08. Inclusion of annexed territory into districts.—Upon the adoption 
of any ordinance providing for the addition or deletion of territory into the 
city limits of the city, such ordinance shall provide for the inclusion of such 
territory into one of the districts of the city. 


Article XI. ABANDONMENT OF MAYOR/COMMISSION/CITY 
MANAGER FORM OF GOVERNMENT. 


11.01. Generally.—No city may change from the Mayor/Commission/ 
City Manager form of government within two years after adoption thereof. 
At the end of such period, or at any time thereafter, the city may change 
its form of municipal government, to any form of municipal government 
provided by the laws of Alabama. 


11.02. Petition for change of form of government.—Any proposal to 
change the form of government shall be initiated by a petition signed by at 
least the number of qualified voters, equal to four (4) for every one hundred 
(100) inhabitants of the city or fraction thereof according to the last federal 
census, and then filed with the city clerk. The city commission shall forthwith 
order an election, at which the legally qualified voters of the city shall vote 
for or against the proposed change in form of government. The officers and 
members of the governing body of such newly adopted form of municipal 
government shall be elected as soon as practicable under the provisions of 
law applicable thereto; and upon their election and qualifications for office 
the term of office of all members of the commission and mayor under the 
Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of government shall terminate. 


11.03. No election on change more often than two years.—No election 
on the abandonment of the Mayor/Commission/City Manager form of gov- 
ernment shall be held within two years after any other election thereon. 
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Article XII. GENERAL STATUTORY PROVISIONS. 


12.01. Effect of act on existing law.—All laws and parts of laws, general, 
local or special, relating to or affecting the city, its powers, functions, duties 
and property, in force when this Act shall take effect, are hereby continued 
in effect; but all such laws relating to the exercise of powers, functions and 
duties by the preceding other form of government shall be superseded to the 
extent that the same are inconsistent with the provisions of this Act. 


12.02. Severability clause.—If any section or part of section of this Act 
shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdicion, such holding shall 
not affect the remainder of this Act nor the context in which such section 
or part of section so held invalid may appear, except to the extent that an 
entire section or part of section may be inseparably connected in meaning 
and effect with the section or part of section to which such holding shall 
directly apply. 

12.03. Short title.—This Act shall be known and may be cited as the 
“Mayor/Commission/City Manager Act of 1988”. 


12.04. Effective date.—This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

the amount appropriated by this Act to any state fund, department, agency, 
division, board, bureau, commission, institution, or office with the exception 
of revenue to the Real Estate Commission; the Board of Cosmetology; the

transferred to the State General Fund within thirty (30) days after September 
30, 1989. Further, all state, county, municipal and educational entities are 
authorized to disburse such sums as deemed necessary by mutual agreement 
between said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners 
of Public Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed 
by said agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated 
if necessary to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit 
services, to be expended through the fund established by Section 41-5-24, 
Code of Alabama, 1975. Notwithstanding the provisions of any laws to the 
contrary expressly including the provisions of Section 41-14-34 and Section 
41-9-782 Code of Alabama, 1975, any interest earned on the proceeds from 
the sale of bonds issued by the Tennessee Valley Exhibit Commission shall 
be deposited in the state treasury to the credit of the Tennessee Valley 
Exhibit Commission.

Fund. 
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SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State and for 
the principal and interest on the public debt for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1989, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from 
such other funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for 
which the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor, except as provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 
41-19-1 through 12, Code of Alabama 1975.

SECTION 3. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, amounts 
herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts heretofore 
provided or appropriated by law for such purposes.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


In addition to any court costs and fees now or hereafter authorized, 
and notwithstanding any other provision of the Constitution, including 
without limitation Sections 96, 104 and 105 of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901, as amended, there shall be a $10.00 fee assessed on all civil and 
criminal cases filed in the circuit court, district court or any municipal court 
in Talladega County. All funds generated from such fee shall be paid into 
the general fund of Talladega County and shall be used exclusively for the 
design and construction of a county jail, including the payment of principal 
and interest on any obligations issued by or on behalf of Talladega County 
(a) to finance such design and construction and the expenses of issuance 
thereof, or (b) to refund any such objections and pay the costs of refunding. 
When the jail is paid for or when all such obligations are paid in full, 
whichever last occurs, the additional fee levied by this amendment shall be 
removed from all cases except criminal cases, upon which the said additional 
fee shall continue to be levied, to be used for operation, upkeep and main- 
tenance of the county jail.

Any local governing body may, prior to the effective date of 
this act or at any time thereafter, elect to authorize the board to audit and 
collect, and upon such authorization, the board shall audit and collect any 
and all taxes levied pursuant to sections 28-3-190 and 28-7-16, Code of 
Alabama 1975, upon the sale of any beer or table wine. Any local governing 
body may elect to retain, or at any time after the effective date of this act, 
by an appropriate resolution or ordinance duly adopted and spread upon its 
minutes, elect to retain or reclaim the power and authority granted to it by 
sections 28-3-190 and 28-7-16, Code of Alabama 1975, to audit and collect 
any such taxes, whereupon said taxes shall be paid to and collected by the 
local governing body as provided in said sections. 


Section 3. The taxes on beer or table wine levied pursuant to sections 
28-3-190 and 28-7-16, Code of Alabama 1975, to be collected by any local 
governing body, except as provided in section 2 of this act, shall be paid 
when due in accordance with the applicable law to the board for the use 
and benefit of such local governing body. The board shall collect the revenues 
generated by such tax at the same time and in the same manner as provided 
for collection by the local governing body. The taxes so collected shall be 
deposited into a special fund for the local governing body and paid by the 
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board to the treasury of the local governing body for which they were 
collected within twenty-five (25) days after the end of the month in which 
such funds are received by the board. Provided, however, that the board 
shall retain two and one-half percent (2 1/2%) of the tax due to the local 
governing body as a fee to the board for auditing, collecting, disbursing and 
administering the tax. The sum so retained by the board shall be deposited 
to the credit of the general fund of the state and dispersed therefrom according 
to law. Each such local governing body shall further distribute such proceeds 
in the manner provided by law. 


Section 4. Any provisions of the act to the contrary notwithstanding, 
the probate judge or any official or agent of any local governing body or 
any other person who, by statute applicable on the effective date of this act, 
receives a fee as a percentage of the tax for collecting such tax on beer or 
table wine levied pursuant to sections 28-3-190 and 28-7-16, Code of Alabama 
1975, shall continue to receive the said fee or percentage. 


Section 5. The board shall prepare and distribute such reports, forms 
and other information as may be necessary for the collection and distribution 
of the said taxes. The board is authorized to promulgate all reasonable rules 
and regulations necessary to implement the provisions of this act. 


Section 6. The board shall have the authority to inspect, examine and 
audit the books and records of any wholesaler licensee who sells, stores or 
receives for the purpose of distribution, any alcoholic beverages, to verify 
the proper filing and to determine the accuracy of any state or local tax 
return required to be filed by the wholesaler, and to determine the payment 
of all state and local taxes when and where due with respect to any state 
or local tax levied on alcoholic beverages by statute. In pursuance of said 
authority, the board shall have the further authority to inspect, examine 
and audit the books and records of any person, firm, corporation, club or 
association who sells at retail any alcoholic beverages. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating this subject; however, 
those laws or parts of laws which are in direct conflict or inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

b. On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above $1,000.00, up 
to and including $6,000.00, four percent. 


c. On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above $6,000.00, 
five percent upon and with respect to any taxable income prior to October 
1, 1988. 


d, On the excess over the amount exempted herein above $6,000.00, five 
and one- percent upon and with respect to any taxable income on October 


1, 1988 and years thereafter. 
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A like tax is hereby levied and imposed and shall be assessed, collected 
and paid annually at the rates specified in this section, upon and with 
respect to the entire net income, as herein defined, except as hereinafter 
provided, from all property owned and from every business, trade, profession 
or occupation carried on in this state by natural persons not residents of 
this state. The tax levied and imposed in this section shall first be assessed, 
collected and paid in the year 1983 upon and with respect to the taxable 
income for the calendar year 1982, or for any fiscal year beginning during 
the year 1982, and in each year thereafter such tax shall be assessed likewise 
based upon the preceding calendar year or any fiscal year ending during 
such preceding calendar year. Every natural person domiciled in the state 
of Alabama, and every other natural person who maintains a permanent 
place of abode within the state or spends in the aggregate more than seven 
months of the income year within the state shall be presumed to be residing 
within the state for the purpose of determining liability for income taxes.” 


Section 2. Section 40-18-71, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§40-18-71. Withholding tax. 


(a) Every employer, as defined under the laws of the United States in 
effect July 1, 1982, or as subsequently may be defined, with respect to income 
tax collected at source, making payment of wages as defined under such laws 
to employees, shall deduct and withhold upon such wages, reduced by the 
optional standard deduction provided in subsection (b) of section 40-18-15 
and the federal income tax withheld, a tax equal to two percent of the first 
$500.00 or less, four percent of the next $2,500.00 or less, five and one-half 
percent of the excess over $3,000.00 by which the amount of such wages 
paid or to be paid in the calendar year by such employer to such employee, 
exceeds the amount of the exemptions granted to such employee under 
section 40-18-19 as claimed on a certificate to be filed with the employer 
in such form and containing such information and detail as may be prescribed 
by the commissioner, pursuant to the provisions of section 40-18-73. 


(b) At the election of the employer with respect to such employee, the 
employer may deduct and withhold upon the wages paid to such employee 
a tax determined on the basis of tables to be prepared and furnished by the 
commissioner, which tax shall be substantially equivalent to the tax provided 
in subsection (a) of this section and which shall be in lieu of the tax required 
in such subsection. 


(c) In determining the amount to be deducted and withheld under this 
section, the wages may, at the election of the employer, be computed to the 
nearest dollar. 


(d) The department may, by regulations, authorize employers: 


(1) To estimate the wages which will be paid to any employee in any 
quarter of the calendar year; 


(2) To determine the amount to be deducted and withheld upon each 
payment of wages to such employee during such quarter as if the appropriate 
average of the wages so estimated constituted the actual wages paid; and 


(3) To deduct and withhold upon any payment of wages to such employee 
during such quarter such amount as may be necessary to adjust the amount 
actually deducted and withheld upon the wages of such employee during 
such quarter to the amount that would be required to be deducted and 
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withheld during such quarter if the payroll period of the employee was 
quarterly. 


(e) The department is authorized to provide by regulation, under such 
conditions and to such extent as it deems proper, for withholding in addition 
to that otherwise required under this section and in cases in which the 
employer and the employee agree to such additional withholding. Such 
additional withholding shall, for all purposes, be considered the tax required 
to be deducted and withheld under this chapter.” 


Section 3. Section 40-18-31, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§40-18-31. Imposition of income tax on corporations. 


A tax is hereby levied and imposed upon every corporation organized 
under the laws of Alabama, which shall be assessed, collected and paid 
annually for the taxable year 1963 and for each taxable year thereafter, or 
fraction thereof, up until and including September 30, 1988, upon and with 
respect to their entire net income as herein t defined, to be computed at 
the rate of five percent.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Beginning on October 1, 1988, all state employees who are 
listed in the classified and unclassified service of the state as defined in 
Section 36-26-10, Code of Alabama 1975, and all other state employees and 
all hourly employees of the state, except those set out in Section 2 herein, 
and all legislative personnel, officers and employees, including but not limited 
to Legislative Reference Service personnel, whether subject to the state merit 
system or not, and all circuit clerks and registers and state judges, except 
as provided in Section 2 herein, and all employees of the county health 
departments who are employed subject to the state merit system and whose 
compensation is paid out of a budget provided and agreed upon by the state, 
county, or other contributing agency under the direction of the state board 
of health shall receive a 5% salary increase. Any cost-of-living increase 
granted under the provisions of this Act shall in no way apply to any local 
supplement provided to any judges or any other employee of this state. The 
provisions of this bill shall not apply to any local employee whose salary is 
tied to that of any state employee. All such increases shall be in addition 
to the salary received by such employees. It is the intention of the legislature 
that the Governor is hereby authorized to transfer such amounts to, from, 
and between such departments, boards, bureaus, commissions, agencies, of- 
fices, and institutions under his direct control for the purposes of paying 
the salary increase for state employees and officials. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to any merit 
system employee or hourly employee whose service or rates of pay are covered 
by any labor agreement or contract, nor shall this Act apply to state judges 
whose salaries are payable from the state treasury if such judges’ salaries 
are increased under and by virtue of: (1) The recommendations contained 
in the Report of the Judicial Compensation Commission to the 1988 Regular 
Session of the legislature becoming law; or (2) the enactment into law of 
legislation altering and amending said report; or (3) any other legislation 
enacted into law during the 1988 Regular or Special sessions of the legislature. 
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Section 3. The director of the state personnel department shall revise 
the schedule or rates set forth in the pay plan for state employees and shall 
certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall issue warrants in ac- 
cordance therewith. With respect to court officials and employees within the 
Unified Judicial System who serve the trial and appellate courts of the state 
and the Administrative Office of Courts, the Administrative Director of 
Courts shall revise the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for such 
court officials and employees to reflect the increase provided herein, and 
shall certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall issue warrants in 
accordance therewith. With respect to legislative employees, the secretary of 
the senate for senate employees, the clerk of the house of representatives 
for house employees, the director of the Legislative Reference Service for 
Legislative Reference Service employees, and the director of the Legislative 
Fiscal Office for Legislative Fiscal Office employees shall revise the schedule 
or rates set forth in the pay plan for such legislative employees to reflect 
the increase provided herein, and shall certify the same to the state comp- 
troller, who shall issue warrants in accordance therewith. 


Section 4. Such amounts as may be necessary to pay state employees 
the increased salaries provided herein are hereby appropriated for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1988, from such funds as the salaries of the several 
state employees are paid. In addition to the salary increase provided for in 
Section 1 hereof, beginning on October 1, 1988, and payable in a quarterly 
lump sum, all state employees listed in Section 1 hereof shall receive a 
conditional increase in their salaries or compensation up to 2%, as provided 
for herein. The amount of the conditional appropriation shall be determined 
during any quarter of the fiscal year, conditional upon the condition of the 
state treasury and upon the State Budget Officer’s determination that funds 
otherwise appropriated and/or any additional monies in the state treasury 
are available to pay such conditional increase. The amount of such conditional 
increase up to 2% shall be determined by the State Budget Officer on the 
basis of the percent of increase which can be paid and supported by the 
monies otherwise appropriated to and among the same departments, boards, 
bureaus, commissions, agencies, offices or institutions for fiscal year 1988- 
89 and/or the condition of the state treasury as provided in this Act. It is 
the intention of the Legislature that the Governor be, and he is hereby 
authorized to, transfer such amounts to, from, and between such departments, 
boards, bureaus, commissions, agencies, offices, and institutions under his 
direct control for the purpose of paying the additional conditional salary 
increase for state employees and officials. Any additional conditional salary 
increase granted under the provisions of this Act shall in no way apply to 
any local supplement provided to any judges or any other employee of this 
state. In the event the entitlement for one quarter, is not available in any 
quarter, such deficit shall be made up in subsequent quarters as funds are 
available. It is further provided that no state employee or other person 
covered under the provisions of this Act shall receive such conditional salary 
increase unless the conditional salary increase is granted to all state employees 
or persons covered under the provisions of this Act equally and sufficient 
funds are certified as being available on an equal basis by the Governor for 
re state employees or other persons covered under the provisions of this

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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Section 7. This Act shall become effective on September 10, 1988, with 
the first payment on October 7, 1988 for all state officials and employees 
covered by this Act who are paid bi-weekly, and effective on October 1, 
1988, for all state officials and employees covered by this Act whose salaries 
are set annually and who are paid semi-monthly, and upon approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To provide a conditional salary increase for certain state employees and 
to appropriate funds therefor for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1989. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Beginning on October 1, 1988, all state employees who are 
listed in the classified and unclassified service of the state as defined in 
Section 36-26-10, Code of Alabama 1975, and all other state employees and 
all hourly employees of the state, except those set out in Section 2 herein, 
and all legislative personnel, officers and employees, including but not limited 
to Legislative Reference Service personnel, whether subject to the state merit 
system or not, and all circuit clerks and registers and state judges, and all 
employees of the county health departments who are employed subject to 
the state merit system and whose compensation is paid out of a budget 
provided and agreed upon by the state, county, or other contributing agency 
under the direction of the state board of health shall receive a seven percent 
salary increase conditional on the availability of funds and approval of the 
Governor. Any cost-of-living increase granted under the provisions of this 
act shall in no way apply to any local supplement provided to any judges 
or any other employee of this state. The provisions of this bill shall not 
apply to any local employee whose salary is tied to that of any state employee. 
All such increases shall be in addition to the salary received by such employees. 
It is the intention of the Legislature that the Governor is hereby authorized 
to transfer such amounts to, from, and between such departments, boards, 
bureaus, commissions, agencies, offices, and institutions under his direct 
control for the purposes of paying the salary increase for state employees 
and officials. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act shall not apply to any merit 
system employee or hourly employee whose service or rates of pay are covered 
by any labor agreement or contract. 


Section 3. The director of the state personnel department shall revise 
the schedule or rates set forth in the pay plan for state employees and shall 
certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall issue warrants in ac- 
cordance therewith. With respect to court officials and employees within the 
Unified Judicial System who serve the trial and appellate courts of the state 
and the Administrative Office of Courts, the Administrative Director of 
Courts shall revise the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for such 
court officials and employees to reflect the increase provided herein, and 
shall certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall issue warrants in 
accordance therewith. With respect to legislative employees, the secretary of 
the senate for senate employees, the clerk of the house of representatives 
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for house employees, the director of the Legislative Reference Service for 
Legislative Reference Service employees, and the director of the Legislative 
Fiscal Office for Legislative Fiscal Office employees shall revise the schedule 
or rates set forth in the pay plan for such legislative employees to reflect 
the increase provided herein, and shall certify the same to the state comp- 
troller, who shall issue warrants in accordance therewith. 


Section 4. Such amounts as may be necessary to pay state employees 
the increased salaries provided herein are hereby appropriated for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1988, from such funds as the salaries of the several 
state employees are paid. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective on September 10, 1988, with 
the first payment on October 7, 1988, for all state officials and employees 
covered by this act who are paid biweekly, and effective on October 1, 1988, 
for all state officials and employees covered by this act whose salaries are 
set annually and who are paid semimonthly, and upon approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

There is hereby provided to each person whose employer 
elects to come under the provisions of this act and whose retirement is based 
on 51 or more percent service to an employer participating under §36-27-6, 
Code of Alabama 1975, and whose effective date of retirement for purposes 
of receiving benefits from the Employees’ Retirement System is prior to 
October 1, 1987, and to certain beneficiaries of deceased members and 
deceased retirees of such employers, provided the effective date of death or 
retirement for such deceased retiree or deceased member for purposes of 
receiving benefits from the Employees’ Retirement System was prior to 
October 1, 1987, and who is receiving a monthly allowance from the Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System a cost-of-living increase as follows:

provided the effective date of retirement or death for such deceased retiree 
or deceased member for purposes of receiving benefits from the Employees’ 
Retirement System was prior to October 1, 1987, and who is receiving a 
monthly allowance from the Employees’ Retirement System a cost-of-living 
increase as follows:

for each beneficiary receiving monthly benefits from the Employees’ Retire- 
ment System. 


Section 4. The survivor allowance shall be adjusted as provided in 
Section 1 (3) for those eligible retirees who have selected a monthly survivor 
allowance payable to a designated beneficiary upon the death of such retiree. 
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Section 5. (a) Commencing with the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1988, the board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System shall 
determine annually the amount required to pay the cost of the increased 
allowance provided under Sections 1 and 3 of this act and shall notify the 
chief fiscal officer of each employer the percentum rates of earnable com- 
pensation of the numbers required to be paid to the Retirement System. 
Each employer of members of the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. LEGISLATIVE INTENT. It is the intent of this act to 
provide a pay increase as enumerated herein to certain active public edu- 
cational employees to begin with the 1988-89 fiscal year. It is also the intent 
of this act to authorize and mandate a continuing pay provision of 10 percent 
for those teachers who may, from year to year, meet the requirements of 
“continuing service status” or teaching experience as enumerated in Act 85- 
796 and herein. For purposes of this act only, “continuing service status” 
shall be measured by “the anniversary date of employment.” The Legislature 
directs that the pay raise provisions of this act are to be paid from the 
funds from which the institution or school system receives its appropriations 
for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1988. 


Section 2. DISBURSEMENT PROVISIONS. The State Budget Officer 
shall allocate to the State Board of Education, the Board of Trustees of the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the Board of Youth Services De- 
partment District, and the Alabama School of fine Arts for disbursement 
the funds based on the following criteria: 


(a) Kindergarten through Grade 12 (K-12). 
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(1) A seven and one-half percent (7.5%) increase on the state salary 
allocation payable during the 1987-88 fiscal year for all teacher units in all 
public school programs. The seven and one-half percent (7.5%) increase on 
the state allotment shall be paid to each teacher. 


(2) A seven and one-half percent (7.5%) increase on the salaries paid 
to all public education support workers during the 1987-88 fiscal year. The 
seven and one-half percent (7.5%) pay increase shall be paid to each support 
worker. This subsection shall not apply to those employees at the Department 
of Youth Services who are covered under the state’s merit system. 


(3) Each K-12 teacher shall receive the additional 10 percent increment 
on the state salary allocation as provided in Act 85-796 if he/she has ever 
achieved “continuing service status” or tenure (in-state or out-of-state), or 
if he/she is to achieve “continuing service status” during the scholastic year 
for the first time, or if he/she has ever attained five years of teaching 
experience in any public school system(s) or public institution(s) of learning 
(in-state or out-of-state), or if he/she attains five years of teaching experience 
during the scholastic year for the first time in any public school system(s) 
or public college or institutions(s) of higher learning. Each teacher shall be 
entitled to receive the additional 10 percent increase as provided in this 
subsection only one time during his/her teaching career; such increase, 
however, shall remain a part of said teacher’s salary so long as he/she remains 
employed. 


(b) POSTSECONDARY. The State Budget Officer shall allocate to the 
State Board of Education for disbursement to all two-year college personnel 
the funds necessary to grant pay increases based on the following: 


(1) All full-time employees of the two-year colleges shall receive at least 
a seven and one-half percent (7.5%) salary increase for the fiscal year 1988- 
89 over and above their 1987-88 salaries in addition to any step increases 
to which the employees are otherwise entitled. 


(2) The Postsecondary Education Department shall grant proper credit 
on the Salary Schedules to all two-year college personnel based upon prior 
work experience in the public schools and colleges in Alabama and shall also 
ensure proper placements on the Salary Schedules based on said work 
experience. 


Section 3. MISCELLANEOUS. (a) All of the salary increases provided 
in Section 2(a) of this act shall be paid in full to each teacher or employee 
(including vocational, special education, and Head Start employees employed 
by the board of control) in equal monthly installments before the end of 
the 1988-89 fiscal year (as defined in Section 16-1-1, Code of Alabama, 1975). 


(b) The salary increases as enumerated in Section 2(a) of this act are 
for employees with contracts of up to 180 days. Additional pro rata salary 
pero shall be granted to employees whose contracts extend beyond 
180 days. 


(c) The salary increases contained throughout this act shall be exclusive 
of all local increments due. 


(d) No employee shall be dismissed or have his/her work hours or salary 
reduced due to the provisions of this act. 


(e) The provisions which are enumerated in this act shall continue in 
effect from year to year unless otherwise provided herein. 
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(f) The “Other Current Expense” in the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund appropriations act shall be understood to include the $1,000 per 
lunchroom worker previously allocated for lunchroom worker salaries. All 
lunchrooms shall be fully funded by local school boards from these and any 
other local and/or state funds available and not just exclusively from funds 

enerated by lunchroom sales. All monies for pay raises provided herein shall 
be used by the boards of education in such manner and shall not be withheld 
from any school lunch program which may need such funds to provide 
employee raises. 


Section 4. REPEALER. All laws or part of laws which conflict with 
this act are repealed. 


Section 5. SEVERABILITY. In the event any section, sentence, clause, 
or provision of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the validity of the 
rans sentences, clauses, or provisions of this act, which shall continue 
effective.

deceased members and deceased retirees, provided the effective date of

Retirement System a cost of living increase as follows:

of education or a state supported institution of higher education. The benefits 
granted herein shall not apply to any other participants in the Employees’ 
Retirement System. 


Section 3. The survivor allowance shall be adjusted as provided in 
Section 1 (3) for those eligible retirees who have selected a monthly survivor 
allowance payable to a designated beneficiary upon the death of such retiree. 


Section 4. (a) There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund to the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama 
$7,276,740 for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1988, or such amounts 
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as are necessary to carry out the provisions of this section as it relates to 
the Teachers’ Retirement System. 


(b) There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special Educational

Section6. The provisions of this bill are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating and providing for the 
ayment of retirement benefits to the retired members of the Teachers’ 
tirement System and certain members of the Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama; however, those laws or parts of laws which are in direct 
conttice or inconsistent therewith are hereby repealed to the extent of such 
conflict.

SECTION 5.

Educational Trust Fund to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama 
System for the University of Alabama at Birmingham $3,504,049 to be 
expended for Special Mental Health.

SECTION 6. 
A. ALABAMA PEACE OFFICERS’ STANDARDS AND TRAINING FUND: 


There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards 
and Training Fund to the Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training 
Commission $350,000 to be expended for the Certified Law Enforcement 
Academy Program. 


B. PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND: 


For the Public School Fund all funds derived from the levy of the special 
annual tax of thirty cents on each one hundred dollars ($100) of taxable 
property in this State for the support and maintenance of the public schools 
and from other funds mentioned and enumerated in Sections 257, 258, and 
259 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901 and the amount appropriated from 
all other funds as is now provided by law, however, not more than four 
percent of all funds appropriated in this Section shall be used or expended 
otherwise than for the payment of teachers employed in such schools. There 
is hereby appropriated forty-four million dollars ($44,000,000) from the Public 
School Fund for the Minimum Program Fund to be expended under the 
Financial Assistance Program as shown in subsection 3-A-6(a). If the Public 
School Fund receives more revenue than appropriated for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1989, the excess in revenue shall be carried over as 
a beginning balance for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1989. 


SECTION 7. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions on the 
State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
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law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of 
any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/ 
or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller 
shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this Act shall 
be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 8. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law 
authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or elee- 
mosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The 
receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts 
for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will show 
a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropriation. 
Further, all state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized 
to disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between 
said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said 
agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary 
to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to 
be expended through the fund established by Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, Section 41-5-24. 


SECTION 9. 


The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, offices, 
commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said depart- 
ments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to make 
the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in the amounts 
enumerated in the General Appropriation Act for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1989. 


SECTION 10. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other 
than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
Section 41-4-93, shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately 
following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall 
revert to the credit of the ASETF or the trust fund from which the 
appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 11. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any portion of 
any appropriation or appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional 
or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or 
appropriations or portion thereof hereby made.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. SHORT TITLE. This act shall be known as The Proration 
Prevention act of 1988. 


Section 2. ESTABLISHMENT OF PRORATION PREVENTION AC- 
COUNT. There is hereby created and shall be a distinct and separate fund 
established within the state treasury, to be known as the Education Proration 
Prevention Account, to which monies shall be deposited as provided herein 
for the purpose of preventing proration of funds which have been appropriated 
by the Legislature in the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund appro- 
priations act. Monies which accrue in the Education Proration Prevention 
Account shall not be subject to appropriation except as provided in this act. 


Section 3. APPROPRIATIONS. The following monies are hereby ap- 
propriated to the Education Proration Prevention Account: 


(a) The Twenty-one million dollars ($21,000,000) appropriated in the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund Appropriation Act for the fiscal 
year beginning on October 1, 1988; 


(b) Eight million dollars ($8,000,000) shall thereafter be appropriated 
from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund to said account at the 
end of each succeeding fiscal year (except during years of actual proration) 
until said account shall have attained an amount of at least seventy-five 
million dollars ($75,000,000). All monies appropriated to and contained in 
the Education Proration Prevention Account shall be maintained in said 
account from year to year except as provided in this act. The appropriations 
provided in this subsection shall be allocated before any conditional appro- 
priation. 


Section 4. WITHDRAWALS. Money in the Education Proration Pre- 
vention Account may be withdrawn only: 


(a) To prevent proration of the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund. The Governor of the State of Alabama must certify to the State 
Comptroller and notify the Legislature that proration would occur in the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund before funds could be withdrawn. 
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Upon said certification by the Governor, withdrawals may be executed

Monies withdrawn under the provisions of 
Section 4 of this act shall be repaid in full during the next succeeding fiscal 
year, or repaid through an appropriation of eight million dollars ($8,000,000) 
per fiscal year, or as may be otherwise provided by the Legislature until said 
account is restored to a minimum of seventy-five million dollars ($75,000,000).

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The title and sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13 
and 14 of Act No. 87-818, S. 658 of the 1987 Regular Session of the Legislature 
are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“An Act Relating to Baldwin County; providing for a planning and 
zoning commission for certain areas of such county; providing for the or- 
ganization, membership, functions, authority and jurisdiction of such com- 
mission; providing for planning and zoning districts in certain areas of the 
county; providing for the membership and the qualifications of the members 
of the planning district committees for such districts; prescribing procedures 
for formulating and implementing development plans for such districts; 
providing for assessment of a certain development privilege fee on properties 
within such districts and providing how funds derived from such fees may 
be expended; providing procedures for adopting and appealing district de- 
velopment plans; prohibiting certain regulations adopted by the planning 
and zoning commission from being retroactive; requiring land use certificates 
for construction of certain projects in such districts; providing for issuance 
of such certificates; providing for a board of adjustment to rule on variances 
and prescribing certain procedures for such board; providing for penalties 
and remedies to aid in the enforcement of this act and providing that this 
act shall have certain supplemental effect. 


“Section 1. Definitions. As used in this act, the following terms shall 
have the following meanings or descriptions as provided herein, unless the 
context clearly indicates otherwise: 


“(a) ‘Agricultural or farm land’ means a body of land, usually under one 
ownership, devoted to agriculture, either to the raising of crops or pasturage 
or both. It may consist of any number of acres and of one or many fields 
and it may be in one township or county or more than one. 


“(b) ‘Land use certificate’ means a written document certifying that a 
regulated project or activity is in compliance with applicable ordinances. It 
shall be obtained from the planning commission or its designee in accordance 
with adopted administrative procedures for obtaining such certificate. 


“(c) ‘County governing body or commission’ means the Baldwin County 
C} y 8 4 y 
Commission or its successors. 


“(d) ‘Subdivision’ means that portion of a lot, tract or parcel of land 
which is divided or resubdivided, whether at one time or in stages, into two 
or more lots, excluding the remnant of the original lot, tract or parcel, for 
the purpose, whether immediate or future, of building development. This 
definition includes, but is not limited to, andy area to be developed for use 
as a permanent site, whether for sale, lease or rental, for the placement or 
construction of single family dwellings or commercial buildings. The division 
of land into two or more lots through sale at public or private auction is 
considered an act of creating a subdivision for the purposes of this act. 


“Section 2. Creation of County Planning and Zoning Commission. There 
is hereby created a Planning and Zoning Commission for Baldwin County, 
Alabama, which commission shall be appointed as herein provided and shall 
have responsibilities and duties as are stated herein. Such commission shall 
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be known as the Baldwin County Planning and Zoning Commission here- 
inafter referred to as ‘the planning commission.’ 


“Section 3. Personnel of the Baldwin County Planning and Zoning 
Commission. Commencing on the effective date of this act and thereafter, 
the planning commission shall be composed of those persons serving as 
members of the Planning Commission of Baldwin County. Their terms on 
the planning commission shall run concurrently with their terms on the 
County Planning Commission. As the terms of the current members of the 
County Planning Commission expire, their successors shall be appointed by 
the county commission from the unincorporated areas of the county until 
such time that at least eight of the eleven members thereof are residents 
and qualified electors of unincorporated areas of the county. If the number 
of planning commission members is changed, this same ratio of members 
from unincorporated areas to members from incorporated areas shall continue 
in effect. In the event of a vacancy on the planning commission, the same 
shall be filled in the same manner as the original appointment to the planning 
commission. The appointing authority may remove any member for cause 
upon written charges and after a public hearing. All members shall serve 
without compensation, and no member, except a county commissioner, shall 
hold a county office. However, reasonable and necessary expenses of the 
members of the planning commission shall be paid from the general fund 
of Baldwin County. 


“Section 4. Jurisdiction of the Commission. The jurisdiction of the 
planning commission for zoning purposes shall apply to all unincorporated 
areas of Baldwin County under such terms, conditions and exceptions as 
are hereinafter prescribed. The jurisdiction of the planning commission for 
planning purposes shall apply to all areas of Baldwin County outside the 
planning jurisdictions of municipalities. The planning commission is hereby 
further authorized to regulate within such jurisdictions planning, zoning and 
construction of all public streets, public roads, subdivisions, drainage struc- 
tures in subdivisions, mobile home parks, residential and commercial multi- 
unit developments including time share, condominium developments, apart- 
ments, recreation parks and developments, including the power to require 
the filing and posting of a surety bond not to exceed 125% of the original 
contract price with the planning commission by the developers of any such 
development to guarantee the actual construction and installation of approved 
proposed public streets, public roads and drainage structures before the sale 
or offering for sale of any lots from such development to the public.

“Section 5. Organization and Rules. The planning commission shall 
elect its chairman and create and fill such other offices as it deems necessary. 
The term of the chairman shall be for one year, with eligibility for reelection. 
The planning commission shall normally hold at least one regular meeting 
each month. It shall adopt bylaws for the transaction of business and shall 
keep a record of its resolutions, transaction of business, which record shall 
be a public record. A majority of the members on the planning commission 
is hereby required to constitute a quorum to transact the business of the 
planning commission. 


“Section 6. Staff and Finances. The planning commission may appont, 
promote, demote, and remove such employees as it deems necessary for its 
work subject to the rules and regulations of the county merit system. The 
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planning commission may also contract with county or city planners, en- 
gineers, architects and other consultants and with any local, state, or federal 
agency for such services as it may require. The planning commission may 
cooperate with and accept funds from federal, state and local public or 
semipublic agencies, and may expend such funds, and may carry out such 
cooperative undertakings and contracts for planning studies necessary in the 
performance of its duties. The expenditures of the planning commission, 
exclusive of gifts, grants, or contract receipts, shall be within the amounts 
appropriated for the purpose by the county governing body. With the approval 
of the county commission, the planning commission may assess the developer 
of any real property within its jurisdiction a uniform development privilege 
fee. Such fee shall be deposited to the county general fund to be expended 
exclusively for the general administration of the planning commission. 


“Section 7. General Power and Duties of the Planning Commission. It 
shall be the function and duty of the planning commission to make and 
maintain in an up-to-date manner a master plan and to adopt appropriate 
zoning, management, and development regulations as provided by Section 
10 hereof for the physical development of the unincorporated areas of Baldwin 
County. Such plan with the accompanying maps, plats, charts, and descriptive 
material shall show the planning commission’s recommendations for the use 
and development of such unincorporated territory of said county. The plan- 
ning and development regulations shall also include a zoning plan for selected 
areas for the control of the height, area, bulk, location, and use of buildings 
and land. As the work of making the whole master plan and preparation of 
planning, zoning and development regulations progresses, the planning com- 
mission may from time to time adopt and publish a part or parts thereof, 
any such part to cover one or more major sections or divisions of the county. 
The planning commission may from time to time amend, extend, or add to 
the plan or regulations as hereinafter provided once said plan has been 
adopted by the county commission. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
to impair the right of eminent domain conferred on railroads and utilities, 
both public and private, or their right to construct, use and maintain 
structures reasonably required in the public service or their right to exercise 
authority conferred by statutes, franchises, certificates of convenience and 
necessity, licenses, easements or conveyances. 


“Section 8. Purposes in View. In the preparation of the master plan 
and planning, zoning and development regulations, the planning commission 
shall make careful and comprehensive surveys and studies of the present 
conditions existing within unincorporated areas with due regard to existing 
agricultural uses, to land by virtue of its fertility, proximity to water supplies, 
and other geographical features as particularly suited to agricultural uses, to 
neighboring municipalities, towns and villages, to the growth of subdivisions, 
to the general population growth of the resort areas and the county, and 
make adequate provision for traffic, recreational areas and industries and 
other public requirements. The comprehensive plan, planning, development 
and zoning regulations should be made with the general purpose of guiding 
and accomplishing a coordinated, adjusted and harmonious development of 
the county, which will, in accordance with present and future needs, best 
promote health, the environment, safety, morals, order, convenience, pros- 
perity, and general welfare, as well as efficiency and economy in the process 
of development, and should promote safety from fire, flood and other dangers, 
the healthful and convenient distribution of population, and the wise and 
efficient expenditure of public funds. The plan and regulations shall be a 
public record, but its purpose and effect shall be to aid the planning com- 
mission in the performance of its duties, including making recommendations 
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to the county governing body and assisting and cooperating with other 
federal, state and local agencies so as to achieve coordinated, adjusted, and 
harmonious development. 


“Section 9. Subdivision Regulations. The planning commission shall 
adopt a code of regulations applicable to the subdivision of land in the 
unincorporated areas of Baldwin County, and plats of subdivisions shall not, 
after the adoption of such code of regulations, be accepted for filing and 
recording in the Probate Office until they have been approved in a manner 
to be designated by the planning commission. The provisions of this section 
shall apply to all unincorporated areas of the county, including police juris- 
dictions of the various municipalities therein. 


“Section 10. Districts, Zoning, Administration, Grant of Power. 


“(a) For the purpose of promoting the health, safety, morals, convenience, 
environment order, prosperity and general welfare of the county, the unin- 
corporated areas of the county are hereby divided into twenty (20) planning 
and zoning districts described as follows:

“In addition to the above described planning and zoning districts, the 
Magnolia Springs Historic and Preservation District with its current bound- 
aries shall continue its existence as a separate planning and zoning district 
unto itself and shall be exempt from procedures hereinafter prescribed for 
determining whether planning and zoning districts shall be subject to the 
authority of the planning commission. Districts 9, 16, and 19, as hereinabove 
described, shall likewise be separate planning and zoning districts exempt 
from such procedures. All other provisions of this act to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the county commission, at its discretion, may grant planning 
and zoning authority to any historic or preservation district that may be 
established in an unincorporated area of the county after the effective date 
of this act. Provided, however, that any historic or preservation districts 
that may come into existence after the effective date of this act shall contain 
a minimum of six square miles of territory to qualify to be established as 
a historic or preservation district by the county commission; and, such future 
historic or preservation districts from their inception shall be subject to the 
planning and zoning authority of the planning commission. 


“(b) When said twenty districts have been established, if 10% of the 
qualified electors in any district submit a written petition to the county 
commission expressing a desire to come under the planning commission’s 
jurisdiction, the county governing body shall certify or reject such petition 
within thirty days of receiving same and shall then instruct the judge of 
probate to provide for an election within that district no later than sixty 
days after such certification date to determine whether the residents therein 
desire to come under the jurisdiction of the planning commission. Notice of 
such elections shall be published at least four times during the thirty day 
period immediately preceding the date of the election in a newspaper of 
general circulation in Baldwin County. The judge of probate shall conduct 
such elections in a manner which he deems appropriate and all costs as- 
sociated with such elections shall be paid from the county general fund. The 
results of such elections shall be binding on the county governing body. If 
a majority of the qualified electors in a district vote in the negative in such 
election, then the district shall be exempt from the zoning jurisdiction of 
the planning commission and such exempt district shall not be eligible to 
again petition for another election on such question for at least two years 
from the date of the last election. If a majority of the qualified electors in 
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a district vote in the affirmative, then, the county commission and the state 
legislative delegation from Baldwin County shall, within 30 days after cert- 
ification of such affirmative results, appoint seven qualified electors from the 
district to serve on a district development committee that shall be responsible 
for developing a planning and zoning plan for the district. The members of 
such district committees shall serve for staggered terms of four years each; 
provided, that of the first members apoointeL, one shall serve for four years, 
two shall serve for three years, two shall serve for two years and two shall 
serve for one year as the appointing authorities may direct. In the event 
that one or more municipalities adjoins or is enclosed within the boundaries 
of any district, the mayor or his designee of any affected municipality shall 
serve as an ex Officio nonvoting member of such committee. Each committee 
member shall be eligible for reappointment with no limitation on the number 
of terms he or she may serve on a committee. The planning commission 
shall organize such committee and shall grant it the authority to contract 
with consultants for assistance in developing such plan. Such consultants 
shall be paid by the county commission for their service according to the 
terms and conditions of their contracts. 


“(c) The county commission shall assess the owner of any real property 
within the district’s jurisdiction a uniform zoning fee. Such assessments shall 
be collected by the county tax collector on annual ad valorem tax bills and 
nonpayment of such assessments shall constitute a lien on the assessed 
property. Provided, however, that the annual amount of such fee shall not 
exceed $10.00 and may not be assessed for more than two consecutive years 
at the discretion of the county commission. Provided further, that no property 
owner shall be assessed for more than $10.00 per parcel in any year. The 
county revenue office shall collect such fee and the proceeds from same, less 
10% for administrative costs, shall be deposited to the county general fund 
to be expended exclusively for the purpose of developing a planning and 
zoning plan for that district by the district development committee. Any 
assessment funds not spent during the preparation of such plan may be used 
by the county commission for administration of planning and zoning in the 
county. 


“(d) The district development plan shall be finalized and presented to 
the planning commission for its approval no later than 180 days after the 
date on which the last member of such committee was appointed thereto; 
provided, however, that at least two public hearings shall be held in the 
interim to finalize the plan with the electorate and appropriate public notice 
of both hearings shall be given. The planning commission shall reach a 
decision on such plan within thirty days. If the planning commission rejects 
such plan, its written rejection shall be accompanied by its recommended 
changes. The district committee shall then reformulate the plan and resubmit 
it to the planning commission for approval no later than thirdy days after 
receiving the planning commission’s rejection of the first plan. If the planning 
commission again rejects the plan, then, the district committee may appeal 
this rejection to the county commission or its assigns which shall serve as 
an appellate forum for such controversies. The county commission shall, 
likewise, reach a decision on such plan within thirty days of receipt of same. 
An individual desiring to contest the development plan may file his or her 
written objections to such plan with the planning commission during the 
first ten days of the thirty day period that the plan is before the planning 
commission. If such individual is not satisfied with the planning commission’s 
appellate decision on such plan, then, he or she may appeal such decision 
to the circuit court of Baldwin County. The decision of the county commission 
shall be binding on all parties and any appeal therefrom shall lie directly to 
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the circuit court of Baldwin County. When a development plan is finalized 
and implemented, the district development committee shall become an ad- 
visory committee for the planning commission to consult with on proposed 
planning and zoning changes. 


“(e) The zoning administration of a finalized district plan shall fall 
within the purview of the planning commission which shall review, from 
time to time, all zoning applications including but not limited to the following: 
Special exceptions, zoning amendments, major projects, variance requests 
and historic and preservation district projects. No project shall be constructed 
prior to the issuance of a valid land use certificate. The planning commission 
may, at its discretion, request the county commission to designate an agency 
of the county commission to review all minor projects. Minor projects shall 
be defined in the zoning regulations of each district. Appeals from such 
review decisions shall be heard by either the county staff designated to 
review minor projects or the county commission. 


“(f) The approval of the planning commission shall be required for any 
amendments to a district development plan. The county commission may 
designate a county agency to receive zoning certificate applications. 


“(g) The planning commission may levy such permit application fees, 
form time to time, as it deems necessary to administer zoning regulations 
provided such fee schedule is approved by the county commission. Such 
permit fees shall cover the-costs of-administration activities performed by 
agencies of the county commission. 


“(h) It shall be a Class A misdemeanor punishable as provided by state 
law for any person, firm, partnership, association or corporation to violate 
any planning and zoning ordinance promulgated and implemented under the 
authority of this act. 


“(i) The county commission shall adopt, from time to time, such ad- 
ministrative rules and procedures as it deems necessary from time to time 
to carry out the provisions of this act. 


“Section 11. Publication of Notice of Proposed Change in Zoning Reg- 
ulations. Once zoning regulations have become applicable to a district, such 
regulations shall not be changed by the planning commission until: a sign 
has been posted on the property to be affected by the proposed change for 
no less than three weeks prior to the date of the hearing stating both the 
proposed change and the time and date of a hearing to be held on such 
proposed change; and, the proposed change has been published for three 
weeks in a newspaper of general circulation within the county together with 
a notice stating the time and place that the change in regulations will be 
considered by the planning commission, and stating further that at such 
time and place all persons who desire shall have an opportunity to be heard 
in favor of or in opposition to such change in such zoning regulations. 


“Section 12. Development and Zoning Regulations shall not be Ret- 
roactive. No development or zoning regulation adopted by the planning 
commission shall change any use to which land is being made at the time 
such development or zoning regulations become applicable in any district. 
A nonconforming business, house, mobile home, building, structure or other 
improvement or one that is hereafter removed, damaged or destroyed by 
fire, storm or other disaster to an extent greater than fifty percent (50%) 
of its estimated fair market value, may be improved, repaired, rebuilt or 
replaced on the same lot for the same or a similar use as often as may be 
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necessary; provided that such improvement, repairing, rebuilding or replace- 
ment will bring it into conformity, if possible, or that it will at least not 
increase, unnecessarily, the nonconformity, and will, in all other respects, 
meet the requirements of the district in which it is located. Furthermore, a 
transfer of title to property that becomes nonconforming to any zoning 
regulation adopted pursuant to this act shall not be encumbered or burdened 
by the provisions of this act. Provided further, that any person, firm, 
association, corporation or other business entity that has been issued a legal 
building or construction permit prior to the effective date of the adoption 
of the zoning program of that district by the planning commission for 
structures or improvements that when completed might be nonconforming 
to any planning and zoning regulations adopted pursuant to this act shall 
not be adversely affected by the provisions of this act. 


“Section 13. Remedies. In case any building or structure is erected, 
constructed, reconstructed, altered, repaired, converted or maintained, or any 
subdivision is established, or land used in violation of this enactment or of 
any regulation made under the authority conferred hereby, the county at- 
torney, or other appropriate administrative officer of the planning commission 
shall institute any appropriate action or proceeding to prevent such unlawful 
erection, construction, reconstruction, alteration, repair, conversion, main- 
tenance, or subdivision of the land, or use of the land to restrain, correct, 
or abate such violation, or to prevent the occupancy of any such building, 
structure, subdivision of land or to prevent any illegal act, conduct, business, 
or misuse in or upon any premises regulated under the authority conferred 
by this act. 


“Section 14. Authority of Planning Commission. The authority of the 
planning commision shall not conflict with present or future regulations or 
policies of the state and county health departments. It shall have no power 
to alter or interfere with such regulations, including, but not limited to, 
health regulations relating to: motels, hotels, subdivisions, swimming pools; 
and all types of food service to the public whether or not food is prepared 
on premises or not, including charitable and business ventures, whether a 
permanent food establishment, seasonal food service or itinerant food vendors, 
including roadside sale of edible substances or beverages; jails, prisons, public 
gathering places, lounges, bars or similar establishments, whether products 
are consumed on premises or not; live adult entertainment only if such 
entertainment might reasonably be expected to be detrimental to the public 
health, and without regard to the sex of the entertainers. Notification of all 
applications or proposals for disposal of sewage, industrial, chemical and/or 
hazardous wastes, regardless of the size of the system or systems, shall be 
submitted in duplicate to the Baldwin County Commission.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.
